"Xrayser's"  Headlines — "The  Old  and  the  New,"  "A

The  Proprietor  of  Beecham's  pills  has  obtained,  in  U.S.A., 
a  verdict  on  appeal  against  Mark  Jacobs  for  infringement  of 
the  trade-mark  "  Beecham's  Pills."  It  was  explained  that 
Beecham's  pills  are  not  patented,  and  the  Court  gave  a  ruling 
as  to  the  title  "  Beecham's  Patent  Pills  "  (p.  181). 

The  1906  Report  of  the  Registrar-General  for  England  and 
Wales  is  discussed  in  an  article  beginning  on  p.  189,  where  we 
give  the  figures  respecting  deaths  from  poison,  which  show 
that  scheduling  has  a  retarding  influence.  Fatalities  from 
carbolic  acid  have  decreased,  hydrochloric-acid  deaths  have 
increased,  in  number. 

Easier  money  has  not  brought  about  that  better  feeling 
in  business  which  was  expected.  American  bromides  are  a 
shade  firmer.  Citric  acid  is  again  easier,  and  reduced  prices 
for  all  citrates  will  follow  on  February  1.  Milk  sugar  and 
lemon  oil  are  lower,  while  lead  acetate,  podophyllum,  and 
turmeric  are  easier.  Gambier  and  resin  are  higher  (p.  200). 

In  Our  Correspondence  Columns  Messrs.  Boake,  Roberts 
&  Co.  submit  facts  which  show  that  sulphites  used  scienti- 
fically are  not  detrimental  as  food-preservatives  (p.  204).  Mr. 
James  Grier,  M.Sc,  supports  the  view  that  there  should  be 
differentiation  in  retail  pharmacy,  with  higher-grade  require- 
ments for  pharmacists  and  a  lower  grade  for  retail  druggists 
(p.  204).  Mr.  James  Reid  objects  to  the  dominating  influence 
of  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  in  pharmaceutical  affairs,  and 
advocates  blocking  "  the  Government  Bill  with  our  own,  and 
playing  a  waiting  game"  (p.  205).  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale 
explains  that  the  metric  spoonful  system  of  the  "  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia"  is  that  of  the  French  "Codex"  (p.  206).

Brevities. 

The  Blackpool  chemists'  football  team  on  January  22 
played  a  match  with  St.  Paul's,  and  won  by  four  goals  to 

one. 

A  "  Rubber  and  Allied  Trades'  Exhibition  "  will  be  held 
at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall,  Vincent  Square,  West- 
minster, from  September  21  to  26. 

The  London  County  Council  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  W.  Caudery  &  Co.,  1  Fenchurch  Street,  London, 
E.C,  for  the  supply  of  carbonate  of  soda. 

The  tender  of  Messrs.  Bate  &  Gorst,  chemists,  Market 
Street,  Lancaster,  has  been  accepted  by  the  Lancaster  Cor- 
poration for  drugs  required  at  Luneside  Sanatorium. 

Extensive  new  works  have  been  erected  at  Slough  by 
Horlick  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Farringdon  Road, 
London,  E.G.,  for  the  manufacture  of  Horlick's  Malted 
Milk. 

The  affairs  of  last  year's  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Manchester  have  just  been  wound  up,  and  neces- 
sitated a  call  upon  the  local  guarantors,  but  only  for  a  sum 
below  what  had  been  guaranteed.

At  the  Bradford  Police  Court  on  Wednesday  a  married 
woman  named  Alma  Edith  Swithenbank  or  Lund  (32),  of 
the  Drug-stores,  218  Undercliffe  Street,  described  as  a  lady 
druggist,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  supplying  a  noxious 
mixture  to  Sarah  Ann  Watkinson,  who  was  alleged  to  be  at 
present  in  a  dying  condition  from  the  effects  of  the  mixture. 

Mr.  William  Arklc,  jun.,  son  of  a  Lancaster  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  at  Preston  on  January  29  assessed  in  damages 
at  ivol.  for  breach  of  promise  to  marry  Miss  A.  M.  John- 
son. The  reasons  given  for  breaking  the  engagement  were 
stated  to  be  that  defendant's  father  objected  to  the 
marriage,  and  that  there  was  a  difference  between  the  social 
positions  of  the  parties. 

On  January  20,  Alderman  John  Harrison,  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  lectured  on  the  subject  of  "Local 
Government  and  Health  "  in  Westcott  House,  Sunderland. 
The  Alderman  is  Chairman  of  tho  Health  Committee  of 
the  Corporation,  and  his  remarks  were  mainly  directed  to 
showing  the  steps  taken  by  the  committee  £0  ensure  the 
health  of  the  town. 

Thomas  Angus  Neale  (25),  a  clerk  in  the  employment  of 
Messrs.  T.  Howard  Lloyd  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Leicester,  was  charged  at  Leicester  on  January  22  with 
stealing  a  camera  and  a  film-spool  (value  10s.

R.C.Sc.(Lond.),  A.  G.  Harrington,  H.  Mansfield, 
B.Sc. (Lond.),  R.  D.  Masson,  P.  Murphy,  B.  F.  Sawbridge, 
B.A.(Oxon.),  and  J.  M.  Wilkie,  B.Sc. (Lond.).  W.  P.  Hay- 
worth,  A. I.C.,  also  passed  this  examination  in  order  to  obtain 
the  special  certificate  recognised  by  the  Local  Government 
Boards.

—viz.,  W.  Barbour,  M.A.,  B.Sc. (St.  Andrews)  (Organic 
Chemistry)  ;  P.  V.  Dupre,  A.C.G.I.  (Mineral  Chemistry) ; 
and  A.  C.  Franklin  (Metallurgical  Chemistry). 

Analysts'  Reports. 

From  reports  of  analysts  in  the  metropolitan  boroughs  it 
is  apparent  that  drugs  generally  are  of  high  standard.  The 
Lambeth  analyst  could  find  no  fault  with  the  twelve  samples 
of  articles  sold  by  chemists  which  he  examined  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year.  In  Poplar  of  ten  "drugs"  (in- 
cluding three  prescriptions)  taken,  one  sample  of  camphor- 
ated oil  was  found  to  be  10  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor, 
and  a  sample  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  was  13.5  per 
cent,  deficient  in  ammonia.  The  High  Wycombe  analyst 
found  all  his  drug-samples  genuine.  Mr.  A.  E.  Ekins, 
public  analyst  for  Herts,  examined  eleven  samples  of  drugs 
(two  compound  liquorice-powder,  two  Gregory's  powder, 
three  lime-water,  three  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  and  one  cam- 
phorated oil),  and  in  only  one  case  was  there  any  fault  to 
find.  One  sample  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  was  65  per  cent, 
deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite,  and  the  vendor  was  ordered  to 
pay  7s.  costs  and  the  analyst's  fee,  etc.,  15s.  Mr. 
Otto  Hehner  reported  to  the  Notts  County  Council  that 
three  samples  of  tincture  of  rhubarb,  one  of  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  and  one  of  Friar's  balsam  taken  during  the  past 
quarter  were  genuine.  In  his  annual  report  Mr.  Hehner 
stated  that  twenty  samples  of  drugs  were  taken  during  the 
year,  only  ciie  of  which  was  adulterated. 

Ambassadors  of  Commerce. 

At  the  annual  dinner  of  the  London  Commercial  Travel- 
lers' Benevolent  Society,  held  at  the  Hotel  Cecil  last  week, 
a  record  subscription  total  was  announced.  The  Chairman's 
list  amounted  to  1,192?.,  including  500?.  from  the  President, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  M.P.,  and  with  the  stewards'  lists  the 
grand  total  of  3,0771.  was  reached. 

The  Mayor  of  Bournemouth  (Mr.  G.  E.  Bridge,  chemist 
and  druggist)  presided  at  the  fourth  annual  dinner  of  the 
Bournemouth,  Poole,  and  District  Branch  of  the  United 
Kingdom  Commercial  Travellers'  Association  (Incorpor- 
ated), at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Bournemouth,  on  January  18. 
Mayor  Bridge  is  President  of  the  branch,  and  the  trade  is 
further  represented  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Harrie,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, and  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Macaulay  a  member  of  the  committee. 

On  January  18  the  North  London  Commercial  Travellers' 
Association  spent  a  very  enjoyable  evening  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms,  Wood  Green,  N.,  where  they  held  their  second 


whist-drive,  followed  by  a  dance.  About  140  members 
and  friends  were  present,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Seager  (Chairman 
of  the  Branch)  presided.  Messrs.  J.  Sinclair  and  A. 
Richardson  were  M.C.'s  for  the  whist-drive,  Messrs.  P. 
Dyer  and  G.  Reakes  looked  after  the  dancers,  while  Mr. 
C.  H.  Davis  (Hon.  Secretary)  superintended  the  general 
arrangements.  "  Auld  Lang  Syne"  and  the  National 
Anthem  brought  a  very  enjoyable  function  to  a  close. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  of  this  branch,  Mr.  C.  H.  Davis,  has 
been  connected  with  the  drug-trade  for  some  years  and  still 
represents  a  City  firm,  while  many  other  representatives  of 
the  drug-trade  are  members  of  the  Association. 

The  Chloroform  Habit. 
At  Thames  Police  Court  on  January  24,  before  Mr.  Dick- 
inson, Harold  Whittaker  (21),  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  was  charged  with  attempting  to  obtain  chloro- 
form by  false  pretences.  According  to  the  evidence  the 
accused  went  to  Dr.  T.  Collier  Summers,  of  Bow  Road,  E., 
and  said  that  he  was  Dr.  Toland's  assistant,  and  that  he 
(Dr.  Toland)  wanted  some  chloroform.  Dr.  Summers 
would  not  supply  Whittaker  without  a  written  request  from 
Dr.  Toland,  and  while  Whittaker  was  gone  to  get  this  "Dr. 
Summers  communicated  with  Dr.  Toland,  found  that  he 
knew  nothing  of  Whittaker,  and  on  Whittaker's  return  he 
was  handed  over  to  the  police.  The  accused  confessed  to 
the  police  that  he  had  inhaled  about  15  oz.  of  chloroform: 
that  day,  and  in  his  possession  were  found  two  bottles  that 
had  contained  chloroform  and  a  bottle  of  nerve  tablets. 
Whittaker  told  the  Magistrate  that  for  some  years  he  had! 
been  addicted  to  taking  chloroform  in  very  large  quan- 
tities. He  had  been  under  two  treatments  for  the  habit,  andl 
had  also  been  to  Canada,  but  although  he  had  tried  very 
hard  he  had  not  been  able  to  cure  himself.  Prisoner  was 
remanded.  (See  also  C.  &  D.,  June  1,  1907,  p.  821,  and; 
June  8,  p.  852.) 

Saccharin  Smuggling. 
At  Old  Street  Police  Court  on  January  28,  three  mem- 
bers of  the  family  of  Yakobovitch — father,  mother,  and 
son — were  each  fined  1001.,  or  six  months'  imprisonment  in 
default,  for  harbouring  saccharin  on  which  duty  had  not 
been  paid. 

At  Thames  Police  Court  on  January  24,  Nathan  Lewis, 
who  trades  as  a  tobacconist  in  Commercial  Road.  Poplar,  E., 
was  fined  701.,  and  5?.  5-s.  costs,  for  smuggling  saccharin. 
Lewis  was  described  by  the  prosecution  as  one  of  the 
centres  of  the  saccharin-smuggling  trade,  and  a  woman 
named  Rosenberg,  whom  he  employed,  was  fined  101.,  and 
5?.  5s.  costs. 

Fires. 

A  fire  occurred  on  January  23  at  the  shop  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Johnson,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  the  Market 
Place,  Wigan.  The  outbreak  originated  in  the  cellar  and 
back  part  of  the  premises,  and  during  its  progress  two 
bottles  of  vitriol  burst,  and  three  firemen  were  burnt 
about  the  hands  and  face.  Considerable  damage  was 
done. 

A  fire  occurred  on  January  28  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  Peter 
Stacey.  pharmaceutical  chemist,  in  High  Street,  Tedding- 
ton.  the  Teddington,  Kingston,  and  Norbiton  fire-brigades, 
with  their  engines  and  fire-escapes,  attended,  and  the  fire 
was  confined  to  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor,  but  the 
remainder  of  the  premises  was  damaged  by  water.  The 
cause  of  the  fire  is  unknown. 

Albumen. 

At  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  January  24,  Henri  Lyon,, 
trading  as  J.  L.  Lyon  &  Co.,  Mark  Lane,  E.C.,  was  fined 
101.,  and  twenty  guineas  costs,  at  the  instance  of  the  Port  of 
London  Sanitary  Authority,  as  the  owner  of  four  cases  of 
whites  of  eggs  deposited  in  the  Victoria  Docks  and  alleged 
by  Dr.  Williams,  medical  officer  of  the  port,  and  Dr.  Frank 
Teed,  public  analyst  for  the  City,  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  For  the  defence  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  gave 
evidence  of  making  an  analysis  of  the  condemned  albumen 
and  finding  it  low-grade,  but  perfectly  harmless  as  human 
food. 

At  Thames  Police  Court  on  January  28,  Samuel  Noah, 
manufacturing  confectioner,  Mile  End,  was  fined  50?.  and 
5?.  5s.,  or  three  months'  imprisonment,  for  being  in  posses- 
sion of  a  large  quantity  of  dried  egg-albumen  which  was 
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unfit  for  food.  According  to  the  prosecution,  a  Stepney 
sanitary  inspector  found  two  men  in  Noah's  factory  making 
nougat,  and  Noah  admitted  that  he  used  the  albumen  in  the 
nougat.  Defendant  said  he  got  the  albumen  from  Messrs. 
Lyon  &  Co.,  of  Mark  Lane,  E.C.,  and  three  other 
boxes  of  albumen  found  on  his  premises  were  purchased 
from  Messrs.  Felton  &  Crepin,  Savage  Gardens,  E.G.  [The 
latter  firm  inform  us  that  the  albumen  which  they  sold  to 
Noah,  by  sample,  was  the  insoluble  variety  (generally  used 
for  bookbinding),  and  when  they  delivered  it  to  him  in 
March  1907  it  was  in  good  and  sound  condition.— Editor.] 
Contracts. 

The  tender  of  the  executors  of  W.  Sharratt,  Tower 
Works,  Clayton,  for  a  year's  supply  of  disinfecting  liquid 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Chorley  Corporation. 

The  Wandsworth  Borough  Council  received  seventeen 
tenders  for  the  annual  supply  of  disinfectants  for  the  Public 
Health  Department,  and  accepted  the  lowest  quotation,  that 
of  Messrs.  Middleton  Bros. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Knaresborough  Board  of  Guardians 
on  January  25,  a  discussion  ensued  relative  to  the  supply 
of  drugs  by  the  Board.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
medical  officer  should  draw  up  a  list  of  drugs  required  and 
that  tenders  should  be  invited  for  the  supply.  It  was  stated 
that  under  the  present  system  drugs  cost  about  100/.  a 
year.  The  Board  did  not  wish  to  exclude  any  tradesman  in 
the  Union  district  from  tendering,  but  they  desired  to  accept 
the  best  tender  in  regard  to  quality  and  price.  The  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

A  New  Sheffield  Drug  Co. 

The  rumours  which  have  been  in  the  air  for  some  little 
time  respecting  an  old  Sheffield  business  have  materialised 
during  the  past  week,  and  I  now  understand  (writes  our  cor- 
respondent) that  a  quartette  of  well-known  local  pharma- 
cists— viz.,  Messrs.  J.  T.  Appleton,  of  Walkley,  Percy  Carr, 
of  Ecclesall  Road,  J.  G.  Jackson,  of  Abbeydale  Road,  and 
H.  G.  Williams,  of  118  The  Moor — nave  taken  over  the 
premises  and  fixtures  of  "  Newham  &  Co."  in  King 
Street.  The  business,  which  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city  and 
includes  a  valuable  agricultural  connection,  has  been  carried 
on  recently  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Brett,  of  Leicester,  from  whom  it 
has  been  acquired.  It  is  proposed  to  turn  the  business  into 
a  limited  liability  company,  to  trade  under  the  title  of  the 
"Sheffield  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,"  and  the  necessary  steps  are 
already  being  taken  to  that  end.  Mr.  Brett  is  transferring 
the  wholesale  horse-powder  business  to  premises  in  Nursery 
Street,  and  the  new  company  will  also  act  as  agents  for  these 
specialties.  The  King  Street  premises  are  already  showing 
signs  of  the  energy  of  the  new  proprietors,  and  the  new 
venture  will  be  w-atched  with  the  greatest  interest  by  all 
in  Sheffield  pharmaceutical  circles. 

Midland  Notes. 

Birmingham  and  district  chemists  are  complaining  of  a 
slump  in  business. 

The  Household  Supply  Association.  Birmingham,  arc 
advertising  on  their  delivery-vans  by  large  placards  that 
they  dispense  medicines  by  first-rate  qualified  dispensers. 

Sir  W.  Cook,  pioneer  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  and 
Convalescent  Homes,  died  at  Blackpool  on  January  26.  He 
was  instrumental  in  securing  about  20. 000/.  annually  for 
these  institutions. 

Moving  models  are  the  rage  in  Birmingham  shop  windows 
at  the  moment.  One  display  is  well  worth  seeing  in  Easy 
Row,  the  entire  arrangement  being  enclosed  in  a  picture- 
frame  beautifully  draped. 

At  a  meeting' of  the  local  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  on  January  23,  a  paper  on  "  Laboratory  Appa- 
ratus "  was  read  by  Mr.  E.  Stacey  Jones,  B.Sc,  a  gentleman 
well  known  to  pharmacy,  and  in  practice  at  Coventry. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Foden,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  King's  Heath, 
has  a  window-display  which  has  attracted  much  attention. 
The  idea  is  to  show  graphically  the  cod-fishing  industry  at 
Norway  and  to  advertise  a  well-known  preparation  of  the  oil. 

Boots.  Ltd..  have  secured  an  effective  advertisement  in  thb 
Birmingham  "  Tramway  and  Street  Guide,"  in  which  the 
addresses  of  their  thirteen  pharmacies  are  detailed.  A  fine 
new  front  is  being  put  into  the  premises  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  at 
Moseley  Village. 


In  conversation  with  a  local  medical  man  the  editor  of 
the  "Birmingham  Weekly  Post"  learned  that  gout  and 
rheumatism  are  on  the  wane  in  Birmingham  owing  to  the 
softness  and  absence  of  lime  in  the  water  and  the  solvent 
properties  of  the  water  on  uric  acid. 

Two  local  scientists  while  at  lunch  recently  observed  a 
quadrangular  sauce-bottle,  on  the  sides  of  which  were  trans- 
lations in  foreign  languages  of  the  merits  of  the  contents. 
By  an  unfortunate  mistake  in  the  Spanish  version  "aperi- 
ent" had  taken  the  place  of  "appetiser,"  and  this  can 
scarcely  be  considered  a  recommendation  for  a  sauce. 

An  interesting  lecture  at  Birmingham  on  "  Joseph  Priest- 
ley "  on  Monday  by  Mr.  Harold  Hartley,  M.A.,  revealed 
one  little-known  fact,  that  he  married  (1762)  the  sister  of 
John  Wilkinson,  the  famous  Staffordshire  ironfounder  who 
made  the  castings  for  engines  built  from  James  Watt's 
designs  at  the  Soho  Works.  In  the  opinion  of  the  lecturer, 
Priestley  was  never  a  sound  chemist,  but  he  was  a  truly 
great  discoverer.

The  case  in  which  Mrs.  Brooks,  wife  of  Mr.  William 
Brooks,  chemist,  Wolverhampton  Street,  Dudley,  sought  for 
a  judicial  separation  from  her  husband  has  been  amicably 
settled.  When  the  application  was  made  a  month  ago,  fol- 
lowing police  court  proceedings  arising  out  of  a  family 
dispute,  the  Magistrates  adjourned  it,  expressing  the  hope 
that  the  parties  would  agree  to  live  together  again.  The 
case  was  down  for  hearing  on  January  24.  but  Mrs.  Brooks, 
through  her  solicitors  (Messrs.  Philip  Baker  &  Co.),  wrote 
a  letter  to  the  Magistrates'  Clerk,  explaining  that  the  parties 
had  arrived  at  a  settlement  and  are  living  together  again. 
Therefore  the  proceedings  for  a  judicial  separation  would 
not  be  gone  on  with. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

Miss  A.  Hunter  has  been  appointed  as  dispenser  of  medi- 
cines by  the  Guardians  of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Union. 

Under  the  new  L.G.B.  scale  the  salary  of  Mr.  Montagu 
G.  Smith,  dispenser  at  Lewisham  Infirmary,  has  been  in- 
creased from  160Z.  to  180Z.  per  annum.  Mr.  Smith  is  well 
known  to  Poor-law  dispensers  as  a  past-President  of  the 
Poor-law  Dispensers'  Association  and  an  enthusiastic 
worker  on  their  behalf. 

Replying  to  an  inquiry  at  the  Nottingham  Guardians' 
meeting,  the  Clerk  (Mr.  G.  M.  Howard,  barrister-at-law) 
said  that  last  year  the  cost  of  drugs  in  the  workhouse  dis- 
pensary was  647/.,  with  an  average  number  of  603  patients, 
as  against  944/.  for  498  patients  in  19C4,  while  the  outdoor 
cost  of  dispensing  drugs  had  dropped  from  197/.  in  1904  to 
147/.  in  1907.  This  saving  had  been  due  to  various 
economies.  One  was  the  introduction  of  a  better  system  of 
distributing  supplies  and  surgical  dressings  to  the  wards, 
and  another  was  that  the  dispenser  had  made  various  pre- 
parations instead  of  buying  them.  One  preparation  which 
he  now  made  for  2d.  originally  cost  the  guardians  2s.  lid. 
to  buy  ready-made. 

A  chemist's  account  played  a  prominent  part  recently  in 
a  case  brought  by  the  former  Matron  of  the  Docking  Work- 
house at  the  Fakenham  County  Court,  to  recover  super- 
annuation alleged  to  be  due  to  her.  The  case  hung  on  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  workhouse  Master,  her  late 
husband,  had  resigned,  and  it  transpired  in  evidence  that  he 
had  been  asked  to  explain  a  bill  from  Mr.  W.  Haythorn- 
thwaite,  chemist  and  druggist,  Decking.  It  was  said  that 
the  Master  had  admitted  that  this  bill  had  been  made  out 
by  the  porter  under  his  directions,  and  upon  a  billhead  ho 
had  obtained  from  Mr.  Haythornthwaite.  In  giving  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiff  the  Judge  said  the  allegation  had  been 
made  that  the  chemist's  bill  was  made  up  by  the  porter  from 
certain  instructions  given  him  by  the  Master.    The  porter 
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iiad  been  called  but  had  failed  to  identify  the  account,  and 
there  was  no  evidence  upon  which  he  could  act  in  that 
respect. 

Storage  of  Poisons. 

A  discussion  ensued'  at  a  meeting  of  the  Mitford  and 
Launditch  Board  of  Guardians  on  January  27  relative  to 
keeping  of  poisons  at  the  workhouse.  The  matter  had 
reference  to  the  accidental  administration  of  carbolic 
■solution  for  medicine  to  an  inmate,  who  died  from  the 
effects.  The  House  Committee  reported  that  they  had  done 
all  they  could  to  prevent  such  a  thing  occurring  again  by 
the  provision  of  special  bottles — blue  fluted  ones.  Rev. 
A.  J.  Shepherd  said  triangular  bottles  especially  roughed 
should  be  used,  as  they  were  the  safest  and  best.  He  moved 
that  a  supply  be  purchased,  and  this  was  adopted.

Bro.  Thomas  E.  Puckrin,  chemist  and  druggist,  Whitby, 
lilias  been  invested  I. P.M.  of  the  "Lion"  Lodge  of  Free- 
masons (No.  312).  Before  retiring  from  the  chair  of  Wor- 
shipful Master  Bro.  Puckrin  presented  to  the  lodge  a  fine 
new  American  organ.

Edinburgh. 

"A  Magnificent  Winter  Number"  is  the  local  verdict 
on  the  0.  ct  D.  of  January  25.  Some  of  the  advertisements 
and  the  coloured  cover  have  not  been  surpassed. 

Business  is  brisk  owing  to  influenza  and  other  winter  ail- 
ments; and  several  chemists  and  assistants  have  been  com- 
pelled to  acknowledge  their  impotence  to  resist  these  mis- 
fortunes. The  boys  employed  by  one  of  the  larger  firms 
were  the  principal  victims.  Happily,  the  smallpox  outbreak 
has  been  checked,  although  there  are  still  about  a  score  of 
"  contacts  "  in  quarantine. 

At  the  second  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh 
and  Leith  Traders'  Defence  Association,  held  in  Edinburgh 
last  week  Mr.  W.  S.  Glass,  Ph.C,  presided  over  an 
attendance  of  about  four  hundred.  Mr.  Glass,  who  was 
elected  chairman,  said  the  report  was  highly  satisfactory. 
A  considerable  amount  of  education  had  been  going  on  in 
Edinburgh  and  other  towns,  and  people  were  beginning 
to  see  things  in  much  the  same  light  as  the  Traders' 
Defence  Association.  Following  upon  the  lines  of  argument 
used  by  the  co-operators  themselves,  that  those  who  carry 
on  the  business  are  entitled  to  the  profits,  surely  it  is  the 
workers  of  the  store,  and  not  the  shareholders,  who  are 
entitled  to  receive  the  dividend.  One  school  of  co-opera- 
tors want  to  wipe  out  the  private  trader,  who,  however, 
will  not  submit  to  be  wiped  out.  Their  power,  he  concluded, 
lay  in  argument,  a  united  defence  policy,  and  efficiency  ; 
and  if  they  were  efficient  they  could  enforce  their  policy 
with  all  the  vigour  they  were  capable  of.

Clearing  the  Till. 

A  daring  robbery  was  committed  on  January  27  at  the 
drug-stores  of  Mits  Agnes  Wilson,  in  Shaftesbury  Street, 
Newport-on-Usk.  A  respectably  dressed  man  entered  the 
shop  and  explained  that  he  wanted  something  out  of  the 
window.  Miss  Wilson  accompanied  her  customer  outside, 
and  the  man  by  pointing  to  one  article  and  then  to  another 
contrived  to  keep  her  there  for  some  time.  When  she  re- 
entered the  shop  she  found  another  man  standing  by  the 
counter.  He  asked  for  a  large  quantity  of  "  Kolene  " — a 
preparation  for  the  hair— and  on  being  told  that  it  was  not 
a  wholesale  stores  he  left.  Subsequently,  on  Miss  Wilson 
going  to  the  till,  she  found  that  the  whole  of  the  day's 
takings  were  gone.  Both  men  had  by  that  time  disap- 
peared. 

The  Ownership  of  the  Gramophone. 

A  dispute  between  two  brothers  resulted  in  an  action 
at  the  Carmarthen  County  Court  last  week.  Mr.  George  R. 
Lewis,  a  well-known  local  dealer,  sought  to  recover  from 
Mr.  Philip  R.  Lewis,  chemist  and  druggist,  a  penny-in-the- 
slot  gramophone  valued  at  5/.  17s.  The  two  brothers  in 
March  1902  went  together  to  a  firm  of  jewellers  in  Car- 
marthen, and  there  bought  the  gramophone.  Plaintiff 
declared  that  he  paid  for  the  machine  the  same  month,  and 
in  support  produced  the  stamped  receipt  given  to  him.  On 
the  other  hand,  defendant  swore  that  it  was  he  who  pur- 
chased the  machine,  and  that  he  paid  for  it  by  cheque,  which 
he  produced.  The  jeweller,  Mr.  W.  Jenkins,  confirmed  the 
defendant's  statement,  but  in  cross-examination  he  ad- 
mitted that  he  also  gave  the  plaintiff  a  receipt  some  months 
after  the  sale.  Plaintiff,  he  said,  called  upon  him  and  asked 
for  it,  saying  that  it  was  with  his  money  that  the  machine 
was  bought;  and  as  he  (Mr.  Jenkins)  recollected  that  the 
two  brothers  were  together  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  he  gave 
the  receipt  without  looking  up  his  books.  His  Honour  said 
it  was  a  very  curious  thing  to  do,  but  in  face  of  the  cheque 
he  was  obliged  to  disregard  the  receipt,  and  gave  judgment 
for  the  defendant,  with  costs.

During  the  exhibition-hours 
a  lecture  on  preventive  measures  was  given  by  Dr.  Heron, 
Armagh. 

,  .  Label-printing. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  jmubiin  Primers'  Emplovment  Com- 
mittee on  January  25,  a  letter  was  read  from  Messrs. 


Hamilton,  Long  &  Co..  chemists  and  druggists,  Dublin,  in 
which  they  said  that  although  they  obtained  all  their  print- 
ing locally  which  could  be  dene  in  Dublin,  they  are  not  able 
to  get  label-work  done  in  Ireland.  The  Secretary  was 
directed  to  reply,  and  point  out  that  a  well-known  firm  of 
chemists  who  had  experienced  the  same  difficulty  are  now 
having  all  labels  printed- in  Dublin. 

Murder  Charge. 

Mrs.  Marion  Roche,  Lower  Kenn  Street,  Dublin,  was  last 
week  brought  before  Mr.  Drury,  divisional  magistrate,  and 
sent  for  trial  to  the  City  Commission,  on  the  charge  of 
attempted  suicide,  and  also  with  murdering  one  of  her 
children  and  attempting  to  murder  two  others  by  adminis- 
tering to  them  carbolic  acid.  The  evidence  included  that 
of  Mr.  John  A.  O'Farrell,  chemist's  apprentice,  who  sold 
the  carbolic  acid,  which  prisoner  said  was  required  for 
disinfection  purposes. 

Sale  of  Methylated  Spirit. 

Under  the  Revenue  Act.  1889.  Mr.  John  McConkey, 
chemist  and  druggist,  155  Divis  Street,  Belfast,  was  on 
January  23  fined  50/..  to  be  reduced  to  3/.,  for  selling 
methylated  spirit  without  a  licence.  An  Inland  Revenue 
inspector  purchased  some  "finish"  at  Mr.  McConkey's 
shop,  and  on  analysis  this  wan  found  to  be  deficient  in  gum- 
resin,  and  therefore  came  under  the  legal  definition  of 
methylated  spirit,  the  analyst's  evidence  was  that  the 
spirit  contained  nine-tenths  of  an  ounce  of  gum-resin  per 
gal.,  which  would  mean,  roughly,  that  two-thirds  of  the 
sample  was  methylated  spirit  and  one-third  "finish."  De- 
fendant has  since  taken  out  a  licence,  and  stated  that  it  was 
purely  by  accident  that  he  omitted  to  take  it  out  at  tho 
proper  time. 


Jfrcncfo  IRcws. 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Municipal  Council  of  Mf.aux  has  decided  that  tho 
local  College,  where  the  late  Professor  Moissan  spent  his 
school  days,  shall  henceforth  be  known  as  the  College  Henri 
Moissan. 

A  Daring  Robbery  took  place  at  Octeville-sur-Cherbourg 
on  January  24.  A  pharmacy  was  sacked  in  broad  daylight, 
the  loss  including  24/.  in  cash,  640/.  in  securities  payable  to 
bearer,  and  numerous  objects  of  value.  The  thieves  have 
left  no  clue  which  would  enable  their  identity  or  where- 
abouts to  be  discovered. 

The  "Pierre  Vigier  "  Prize,  instituted  by  the  lato 
well-known  pharmacist  of  the  rue  du  Bac — the  last,  perhaps, 
of  the  old  school  of  scientific  men  of  the  first  rank  who 
"  kept  open  shop  "  in  Paris  and  who  sat  on  the  Codex  Re- 
vision Committee — has  this  year  been  awarded  by  the  Paris 
Society  of  Pharmacy  to  M.  Bourdier. 

Indo-Chinese  Tea. — According  to  a  communication  from 
M.  Dybowski  (of  the  Nogent  Colonial  Garden,  near  Paris), 
read  at  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  Indo-China  now  exports 
about  300  tons  of  tea  annually.  It  is  stated  to  be  preferable 
to  Ceylon  brands,  as  containing  less  tannin.  Tea-growing 
experiments  arc  also  being  made  in  Madagascar. 

M.  Pierre  Rambaud,  pharmacist-in-chief  of  the  hospital 
at  Poitiers — the  site  of  the  famous  battle  and  for  many  cen- 
turies a  seat  of  French  learning — has  published  an  800-pago 
octave  on  "  Pharmacy  in  Poitou;  from  the  Earliest  Times  to 
the  Year  XI." — the  date  of  the  present  French  Pharmacy 
Act. 

A  Theatrical  Pharmacist. — Among  the  New  Year's 
"decorations"  I  notice  the  name  of  M.  Huchede,  "phar- 
macist to  the  Odeon  Theatre."  Every  French  theatre  has 
its  medcrin  attitri,  who,  being  usually  freely  supplied  with 
"paper,"  is  frequently  to  be  found  in  the  auditorium  itself 
if  anyone  happens  to  be  taken  ill  or  meet  with  an  accident — 
a  handy  arrangement.  The  theatrical  pharmacist  seems  to 
be  a  new  occupation. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — M.  Schmidt,  the  President 
of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  for  1908,  is  a  retail 
pharmacist  keeping  open  shop  in  the  Boulevard  du  Temple. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Society  since  1881,  and  has 
fulfilled  various  functions  (archivist,  etc.).  In  1892,  whera 
leading  the  financial  report,  he  suggested  that  members 
who  did  not  promptly  pay  their  subscriptions  should  be 
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struck  off  the  roll  of  the  Society,  but  this  businesslike 
proposition  was  indulgently  "shelved." 

Colonial  Lectures. — The  French  Minister  of  Colonies 
has  organised  a  series  of  free  public  lectures  on  the  French 
Colonies  and  their  products,  to  be  delivered  at  the  Palais- 
Royal  Colonial  Museum,  Paris.  M.  Perrot,  Professor  of 
Materia  Medica  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy, 
will  deal  with  "  The  Products  (cotton  and  rubber  excepted) 
of  French  Eastern  Africa."  M.  Perrot  has  made  a  special 
study  of  French  Colonial  products,  and  numerous  articles 
on  this  subject  from  his  pen  have  appeared  during  the  last 
few  years. 

The  Metchnikoff  Pomade. — Judgment  was  given  on 
Monday,  January  27,  in  the  matter  of  the  summons  taken 
out  by  Prof.  Metchnikoff,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  against 
a  Paris  pharmacist,  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  latter 
from  using  the  professor's  name  in  connection  with  a  pomade 
for  use  against  "avarie,"  as  mentioned  in  last  week's 
6'.  <£•  D.  The  pharmacist  was  fined  the  nominal  sum  of 
one  franc,  and  ordered  to  destroy  all  labels  bearing  Prof. 
Metchnikoff's  name.  He  was  further  ordered  to  pay  the 
cost  of  advertising  the  judgment  in  several  newspapers. 

A  Medical  Dispenser. — A  deplorable  dispensing  error 
took  place  last  week  at  Marseilles.  The  visiting  physician 
had  prescribed  a  seidlitz-water  purging  draught,  and  the 
house  pharmacist,  whose  duty  it  was  to  prepare  it, 
deputed  a  medical  colleague  to  attend  to  the  matter.  The 
doctor  in  error  prepared  the  draught  with  carbolic  solution, 
with  the  result  that  a  patient,  a  Mme.  Dupuy,  forty-seven 
years  of  age,  died  after  taking  her  potion.  Another  patient 
similarly  dosed  declined  to  drink  her  draught,  which 
aroused  the  attention  of  the  house  surgeon  and  the  mistake 
was  discovered.  The  committee  of  the  Marseilles  hospitals 
has  suspended  both  the  pharmacist  and  his  colleague,  and 
they  are  to  be  prosecuted. 


Colonial  ant)  foreign  IRews. 


Shorter  Hours — A  movement  is  now  on  foot  among 
Belgian  pharmacists  to  introduce  a  twelve-hours'  day,  the 
idea  being  to  open  pharmacies  only  between  8  a.m.  and 

8  P.M. 

The  Maatschappu  ter  bevorderino  der  Pharmazie 
{Dutch  Pharmaceutical  Society)  had  at  the  beginning  of 
this  year  523  members,  besides  ten  honorary  and  eleven 
extraordinary  members.  Herr  Apotheker  J.  J.  Hofman, 
of  the  Hague,  is  this  year's  President  of  the  Society. 

Samples  Barred. — By  a  new  postal  regulation,  the 
sending  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  medicaments 
as  samples  has  been  forbidden  in  Switzerland.  The  Board 
of  the  Syndicate  for  the  Interests  of  Swiss  Pharmacy  have 
already  protested  to  the  postal  authorities  against  this 
new  rule. 

Proprietaries  in  Spain. — The  consumption  of  chemicals 
in  Spain  is  not  large,  so  that  chemical-industry  proper  is 
not  in  a  nourishing  condition  in  that  country.  But  pro- 
prietaries in  the  form  of  syrups,  elixirs,  pills,  tablets,  etc., 
are  much  in  evidence,  the  Spaniard  having  an  inordinate 
faith  in  miracles.  French  firms  have  the  bulk  of  this  class 
of  business,  but  Spanish  manufacturers  are  by  no  means 
behindhand  themselves  in  that  respect. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Statistics  of  Austria  for  1907 
show  that  thirty-four  new  concessions  were  granted ; 
twenty-three  of  these  new  pharmacies  are  already  work- 
ing. During  the  year  eighty-two  changes  of  owners 
occurred,  either  through  sale  or  heritage ;  forty-two  phar- 
macies were  leased,  and  eighty-five  were  being  managed 
lor  their  proprietors.  The  degree  of  Magister  of  Phar- 
macy was  obtained  by  124  pharmacists  (against  142  in 
1906  and  130  in  1905).— The  Emperor  of  Austria  has  sub- 
scribed 5,000  kronen  (210Z.)  towards  the  fund  for  erecting 
an  Apotheker  House  in  Vienna  (C.  &  D.  Supplement, 
November  30,  1907,  p.  80).— The  Austrian  and  Hungarian  ] 
manufacturers  of  surgical  dressings  have  formed  a  union 
to  introduce  uniform  conditions  of  sale  and  prices.  In 
opposition  to  this  there  is  now  a  movement  on  foot,  espe- 
cially among  the  Hungarian  pharmacists,  to  erect  a  co- 
operative factory  for  such  dressings.

Victoria. 

Sale  of  Infants'  Food. — The  prosecutions  for  infringe- 
ment of  the  Pure  Food  Act  regulations  regarding  the  sale  of 
infants'  food  (see  0.  <&  D.,  January  18,  p.  76)  came  on 
for  hearing  at  the  Richmond  Police  Court  on  December  18. 
The  charges  were  for  selling  on  October  18  a  food  containing 
starch  not  plainly  marked  as  unsuited  for  infants  under  six 
months  old.  Mr.  Jabez  Dean,  a  grocer,  was  fined  3^.,  and 
three  guineas  costs,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  Faliere's  Phos- 
phatine  ;  and  Mr.  Henry  Ashton,  a  chemist,  was  fined  21., 
and  three  guineas  costs,  for  selling  Benger's  Food,  and  21., 
and  two  guineas  costs,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  Carnriek's 
"  Soluble  Food."  It  is  understood  that  the  food  now  sent 
out  by  the  manufacturers  is  labelled  in  accordance  with  the 
new  regulations,  but  that  the  defendants  were  selling  stock 
which  had  been  imported  before  the  regulations  came  into 
force. 

Bonnington's  Irish  Moss. — A  Carlton  grocer  was  sum- 
moned at  the  District  Court,  Melbourne,  on  December  5 
for  a  breach  of  the  regulations  of  the  Pure  Food  Act. 
These  regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  January  1, 
1907,  prohibit  the  sale  of  compounded  drugs  containing 
opium  or  its  derivatives  unless  the  same  is  declared  on  the 
label.  The  article  sold  was  Bonnington's  Irish  Moss,  and 
the  defendant  stated  he  was  not  aware  that  in  selling  it 
he  was  committing  a  breach  of  the  regulations.  It  was 
stated  that  the  manufacturers  have  since  altered  the 
formula  of  the  preparation  and  withdrawn  from  the  market 
all  bottles  of  Irish  moss  made  from  the  old  recipe.  The 
quantity  of  morphine  in  a  3-oz.  bottle  was  mentioned  as 
§  of  a  grain.  The  Deputy  Government  Analyst  proved  that 
morphine  was  present  in  the  sample  he  analysed.  De- 
fendant was  fined  21.  and  two  guineas  costs. 


Hmencan  ano  Canaotan  iRews. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Examinations. — The  Preliminary  Board  of  Examiners  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
held  their  quarterly  examinations  in  Montreal  and  Quebec 
on  January  2,  when  thirty-seven  candidates  presented  them- 
selves for  the  required  examination  to  enter  upon  the  study 
of  pharmacy.  Of  these  ten  passed,  while  five  passed  in  all 
subjects  but  one.  and  will  be  required  to  present  them- 
selves again  at  the  April  examinations. 

In  Massachusetts. — From  a  report  just  issued  by  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Pharmacy  it  is  found  that  in  that 
State  there  is  one  drug-store  to  every  2,000  inhabitants. 
Another  interesting  statement  was  that  only  33A  per  cent, 
of  the  candidates  who  went  up  for  the  Board  examination 
were  successful.  The  board  recommended  that  in  addition 
to  the  one  legal  grade  of  "  Registered  Pharmacist  "  there  be 
created  another  grade  of  "Assistant  Pharmacist,"  as  has 
been  done  in  some  other  States.  This  would  enable  Mas- 
sachusetts pharmacists  to  leave  qualified  assistants  in  charge 
while  they  were  temporarily  away  from  their  stores. 

The  Storage  of  Alcohol. — Mr.  D.  W.  Bole,  M.P.,  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co.,  has  given 
notice  of  a  resolution  in  the  Federal  Parliament  at  Ottawa 
to  the  effect  that  as  the  regulation  requiring  two  years' 
storage  of  alcohol  after  distillation  tends  to  create  a 
monopoly  in  that  article  and  increase  the  price  without  in- 
creasing its  usefulness  in  the  manufacture  of  medicinal 
preparations,  and  that  the  potable  article  costs  in  the 
Canadian  market  over  twenty-five  times -more  than  the 
primary  cost  of  production,  which  prohibits  its  use  in  the 
field  of  industrial  activity,  the  Government  should  appoint 
a  commission  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  a  method  by 
which  alcohol  can  be  generally  used  in  legitimate  scientific 
and  industrial  operations  without  increasing  the  danger  of 
its  use  as  a  potable  spirit. 
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Crowncrs'  Quests." 


Infant  Feeding. 

AT  an  inquest  at  Kensington  on  January  27  on  a  child 
named  Pickering,  which  was  in  charge  of  a  nurse 
licensed  by  the  L.C.C.,  it  was  stated  that  the  child's  feeding 
had  been  augmented  by  using  a  patent  food.  The  Coroner 
asked  what  food  it  was,  and  the  foster-mother  said  it  was 
"Widgery's."  Widgery,  she  said,  was  a  doctor  in  Gol- 
borne  Road.  The  officer  explained  that  Mr.  Widgery  was 
a  chemist,  not  a  doctor.  The  Coroner  :  Who  recommended 
it  to  you  ?  Witness  :  Mr.  Widgery  recommends  it.  He 
is  a  very  clever  man  ;  all  the  people  round  there  know  it. 
Miss  Smith,  the  L.C.C.  Inspector,  said  she  had  told  the 
woman  that  this  particular  farinaceous  food  was  not  to  be 
given  to  a  child  of  five  months,  and  yet  the  deceased  child 
was  only  four  month:-,  old.  The  Coroner  advised  the 
woman  that  in  future  if  she  wished  to  feed  children  arti- 
ficially to  go  to  a  doctor  and  not  a  chemist  for  advice. 
Dr.  Elisor's  post  mortem  showed  that  the  death  was  not 
due  to  improper  feeding  but  to  pneumonia. 

TEETHING-rOWDERS  NOT  AT  FAULT. 

In  the  City  Coroner's  Court  on  January  27,  Dr.  F.  J. 
Waldo  held  an  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Amelia  Primrose 
O'Dell,  aged  nine  months,  who  died  from  the  effects  of 
being  scalded  with  hot  broth.  In  answer  to  the  Coroner 
the  mother  said  that  she  had  been  in  the  habit  of  giving 
the  child  a  Steedman's  teething-powder  once  a  fortnight. 
The  Coroner  said  he  had  been  told  these  powders  are  very 
dangerous,  as  they  contain  mercury.  Dr.  Laing,  of  St. 
Bartholomew's,  who  was  giving  evidence,  said  he  had 
heard  they  contain  opium.  The  Coroner  understood  that 
such  powders  blacken  children's  teeth.  He  then  asked 
Dr.  Laing  if  he  thought  it  safe  to  give  children  "  these 
powders  containing  merjury  or  opium."  Witness  :  Of 
course,  we  give  mercury  and  chalk  or  calomel  as  a  purge, 
but  we  give  by  way  of  a  medicine,  not  as  a  proprietary, 
of  which  we  do  not  know  the  contents.  The  Coroner  : 
But  an  inexperienced  mother  might  easily  give  too  much 
mercury  by  dosing  the  child  with  these  powders,  I  take  it, 
and  so  injure  the  teeth.  Witness  :  I  suppose  that  is  so, 
if  they  contain  mercury.  The  Coroner  :  The  very  highest 
authorities  are  against  the  use  of  these  powders.  Dr. 
Hutchinson,  an  eminent  authority,  has  nothing  good  to 
say  for  them.  I  am  told  that  if  these  powders  are  allowed 
to  remain  in  a  chemist's  shop  and  get  stale,  the  sub- 
chloride,  which  is  really  the  chloride  of  mercury,  turns 
to  perchloride  of  mercury  or  corrosive  sublimate — a  very 
deadly  poison.  Witness  :  I  should  doubt  that,  but  I  have 
no  knowledge  myself.  The  Coroner  :  Then,  again,  in  the 
children's  hospitals  I  believe  they  have  printed  notices 
recommending  mothers  not  to  use  these  powders.  Witness  : 
Of  course,  we  never  recommend  the  use  of  a  proprietary 
article  ;  we  give  a  medicine  which  we  know  the  contents 
of,  rather  than  give  a  proprietary  mystery.  The  Coroner  : 
Are  you  of  opinion  that  these  powders,  if  they  contain 
mercury,  are  harmful  to  children  ?  Witness  :  I  should 
think  it  is  very  probable  they  would  be  harmful  in  large 
quantities.  The  Coroner  (to  the  jury)  :  I  have  had  my 
suspicions  in  other  cases,  and  that  is  why  I  have  gone 
into  this  very  fully,  as  I  think  it  only  right  to  inquire  fully. 
The  powders  had  nothing  to  do  with  this  death,  however. 
A  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death"  was  returned. 

Cocaine  in  Dentistry. 
At  the  Westminster  Coroner's  Court  on  January  29,  Mr. 
John  Troutbeck  concluded  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of 
Jane  Farvish,  who  died  after  a  solution  of  cocaine  had  been 
injected  into  her  gums  (prior  to  tooth-extraction)  by  Isidore 
Ziefert  (33),  a  Russian  in  business  as  a  druggist  at  Broad 
Street.  Soho.  Evidence  was  given  by  (among  others)  Dr. 
Philip  Dunn,  assistant  police  surgeon,  who  deposed  to  visit- 
ing Ziefert's  shop  and  finding  Mrs.  Farvish  dead.  In  the 
shop  he  found,  in  addition  to  cocaine,  quantities  of  strych- 
nine and  opium.  Ziefert  said  he  used  for  injection  a  solution 
of  ^  grain  cocaine  in  10  minims  of  water.  This  Dr.  Dunn 
thought  a  dangerous  dose,  firstly  because  it  was  too  big, 
and  secondly  because  it  was  insufficiently  diluted. — Dr. 
Freyberger.  who  had  made  a  post-mortem  examination, 
found  mitral  disease  of  the  her.rt.    He  h.'.d  no  doubt  that 


death  was  directly  due  to  cocaine. — Isidore  Ziefert,  giving; 
evidence  after  being  warned  by  the  Coroner,  said  he  was  m 
Russian,  but  he  left  his  country  ten  years  ago.  For  seven 
years  he  was  a  dispenser  to  medical  men  in  the  East-end 
of  London.  He  was  not  a  qualified  chemist  or  dentist,  but. 
he  had  a  qualified  chemist  with  him  at  Broad  Street.  That 
man  left  in  July,  and  the  witness  got  another,  but  since- 
November  he  had  not  had  a  qualified  chemist  with  him. 
He  had  simply  been  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  drug-store. 
He  hid  poisons,  but  he  never  used  them  ;  they  were  under 
the  control  of  the  qualified  man.  He  knew  cocaine  was  n> 
poison  in  the  schedule  of  the  Poisons  Act.  His  smallest 
scales  would  not  accurately  weigh  less  than  two  grains. 
He  had  extracted  hundreds  of  teeth,  and  had  used  coc,:ino 
on  many  occasions.  He  studied  for  a  Russian  medical 
degree,  but  before  he  could  take  it  he  was  arrested  by 
the  police,  and  had  to  leave  Russia  for  political  reasons. 
When  Mrs.  Farvish  came  to  have  her  teeth  extracted  he 
suggested  that  he  should  administer  cocaine,  as  the  husband 
and  daughter  requested  him  to  use  something.  He  weighed 
2  grains  of  cocaine,  and  put  it  into  60  minims  of  water. 
When  it  was  dissolved  he  took  10  minims  from  it  and 
injected  it  into  Mrs.  Farvish's  gums.  He  did  not  pre- 
viously examine  the  woman. — The  jury  returned  a  verdicts 
of  "Manslaughter"  against  Ziefert,  who  was  committed 
for  trial  on  the  Coroner's  warrant. 


Gbe  Mecfc's  potsomnos. 

SEVEN  deaths  by  poisoning  have  taken  place  during  thi 
past  week.  Potassium  cyanide  was  used  by  Thomas, 
Bristow  (25),  a  St.  Luke's  greengrocer,  and  by  Edward. 
Abraham  Leader  (53) ,  a  Landport  photographer,  for 
suicidal  purposes.  At  the  inquest  of  Leader,  John  Darling,, 
trading  as  Perfect  &  Co.,  chemists,  deposed  to  selling, 
deceased  1  oz.  of  cyanide  for  photographic  use. — A 
lady  named  Scott  was  found  dead  in  a  Yarmouth  hotel, 
with  a  number  of  empty  bottles  that  had  contained  laudanum 
and  morphine  in  her  room. — Edward  Lloyd  Price  (45),  a 
clerk  in  the  employment  of  the  Board  of  Works,  Phoenix 
Park,  Dublin,  poisoned  himself  by  taking  an  overdose  of 
laudanum.  Deceased  obtained  4  oz.  of  laudanum  from  Mr. 
James  Michie,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Blackrock,  after 
Mr.  Michie  had  satisfied  himself  that  deceased  knew  he- 
was  dealing  with  a  poison. — Another  Dublin  tragedy  was- 
the  poisoning  of  James  Lyons,  a  pawnbroker's  assistant, 
with  carbolic  acid.  In  this  case  the  poison  was  obtained! 
from  Joseph  Whiteside,  an  assistant  in  Messrs.  McMaster, 
Hodgson  &  Co.'s  establishment  in  Capcl  Street.  Mr: 
Whiteside  had  cautioned  the  deceased  as  to  the  use  of  the 
carbolic,  but  the  jury  added  a  rider  to  their  verdict  to  the 
effect  that  some  restriction  should  be  placed  on  the  sale  of 
such  poisons. — Lydia  Mary  Mullinger  (26) ,  a  general  servant, 
of  Toronto  Road.  Portsmouth,  committed  suicide  with  spirit 
of  salt.  At  the  inquest  W7alter  Gibbs,  assistant  to  Messrs. 
Brewis  &  Mcintosh,  chemists,  said  he  supplied  deceased 
with  threepennyworth  of  the  acid  for  cleaning  purposes, 
and  that  she  appeared  quite  rational. — Another  spirit-of- 
salt  suicide  occurred  at  Mortlake,  where  it  was  taken  by 
Mary  Davis,  wife  of  a  cycle-maker.  At  the  inquest  it 
transpired  that  the  poison  was  purchased  at  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Arthur  T.  Gray,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street, 
Barnes,  by  deceased's  son,  aged  eight  years.  Mr.  Gray 
asked  him  what  it  was  wanted  for,  and  he  said  it  was  for 
cleaning  a  pan.  Witness  gave  him  a  pennyworth  (3  oz.), 
instead  of  the  twopennyworth  asked  for,  putting  the  poison, 
in  a  blue  bottle,  and  admonishing  the  boy  to  tell  his  mothen 
to  be  careful  with  it.  Questioned  by  the  Coroner,  Mr.  Gray 
said  there  w^ere  no  restrictions  at  all  on  the  sale  of  spirit 
of  salt.  He  was  not  bound  by  law  to  put  it  in  a  blue  bottle. 
The  Coroner  (Dr.  D.  M.  Taylor)  said  Mr.  Gray  had  done- 
more  than  he  was  bound  to  do  by  law,  and  it  was  "  one  of. 
the  beautiful  laws  of  the  country  "  that  spirit  of  salt  was 
not  included  in  the  poisons  of  which  the  sale  was  restricted.. 
One  juryman  thought  restriction  might  interfere  with  trade, 
but  the  jury  exonerated  Mr.  Gray  from  all  blame,  and. 
expressed  an  opinion  that  regulations  should  be  framed  to. 
restrict  the  sale.

Trade  Law. 

Ginger-beer  Bottles.— The  question  as  to  the  liability  of 
■aerated-water  makers  for  damages  resulting  from  the  bursting 
-of  a  bottle  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Grantham  and  a  jury  on 
January  17  in  the  case  of  Oldfield  v.  Mowbray  &  Co.  The 
.plaintiff,  a  barmaid  at  the  Joiners'  Arms,  Grantham,  was 
•carrying  a  bottle  of  gingcr-beer  supplied  by  defendants,  when 
the  bottle  (ball-stoppered  glass)  burst  in  her  hand,  cut  it  badly, 
•and  injured  her  eye.  The  defence  was  that  all  reasonable 
precautions  had  been  taken,  the  bottles  being  of  the  best 
•quality  (which  Mr.  J.  Hearst,  manager  of  the  Crown  Bottle- 
works,  Hunslet,  who  supplied  the  bottles,  attested),  and  (he 
defendants  could  not  be  held  liable  for  an  accident  such  as 
'this.  From  the  last  argument  his  Lordship  dissented,  bu.i 
•after  hearing  all  the  evidence  the  jury  found  a  verdict  for 
the  defendants,  with  costs. 

Spurious  Beecham's  Pills.— The  United  Spates  Circuit 
•Court,  comprising  Judges  Lacombe,  Coxe,  and  Npyes,  has 
just  given  a  decision  in  the  case  of  Joseph  Beecham,  trading 
as  Thomas  Beecham,  against  Mark  Jacobs  in  the  infringe- 
ment of  the  trade-mark  Beecham's  pills.  This  action  was  com- 
menced nearly  two  years  ago,  when  the  plaintiff  obtained  in  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  at  Brooklyn  in  February  1906  an 
injunction  to  restrain  Jacobs  from  putting-up  and  offering  for 
sale  pills  which  he  labelled  "  Beecham's  Pills."  Jacobs  ap- 
pealed to  the  Circuit  Court,  Eastern  District  of  New  York, 
where  the  appeal  was  heard  by  Judge  Noyes.  The  defen- 
dant's grounds  for  appeal  were  that  the  plaintiff  falsely  stated 
(1)  that  his  pills  are  patented,  and  (2)  that  they  are  made  in 
England.  It  was  admitted  that  the  plaintiff's  pills  are  not 
patented  (whether  they  ever  were  patented  did  not  appear), 
and  that  if  his  use  of  the  name  "  Beecham's  Patent  Pills  " 
amounted  to  a  representation  that  the  pills  are  manufactured 
under  letters  patent,  he  by  such  false  assertion  was  precluded 
from  relief  in  equity.  Judge  Noyes,  in  November  1906, 
granted  Jacobs's  appeal,  whereupon  the  plaintiff  himself  ap- 
pealed, and  the  three  Judges  have  now  reversed  the  latter 
decision.  In  the  course  of  their  judgment  their  Lordships 
said  : 

Where  the  use  of  the  word  "  patent  "  in  connection  with 
•an  article  does  not  amount  to  a  representation  that  the 
article  is  patented  it  is  innocent.  The  best  illustration  of 
this  innocent  use  is  in  the  case  of  proprietary  preparations, 
which  are  universally  called  patent  medicines.  So  certain 
enamelled  leather  is  always  spoken  of  as  patent  leather. 
Undoubtedly,  in  these  and  similar  cases  the  word  "  patent  " 
was  originally  attached  to  the  article  because  it  was  the 
■subject  of  a  patent.  But  it  has  lost  that  significance,  and 
by  usage  has  become  merely  a  part  of  the  name  of  the 
article.  The  complainant's  preparation  is  a  patent  medi- 
cine. In  view  of  the  general  use  of  the  word  "  patent  "  in 
this  connection,  we  think  there  was  nothing  deceptive  in 
incorporating  it  in  the  name  "Beecham's  Patent  Pills." 
It  is  employed  in  the  proprietary  sense.  The  natural  infer- 
ence is  that  the  pills  are  made  according  to  Beecham's  secret 
formula,  not  that  they  are  manufactured  under  letters 
patent.  False  statements  as  to  the  place  where  the  com- 
plainant's goods  are  manufactured  may  preclude  him  from 
equitable  relief  (Manhatten  Medicine  Co.  v.  Wood,  108, 
U.S.,  218).  The  defendant  complains  that  these  principles 
apply  here.  But  none  of  the  complainant's  packages  or 
circulars  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  suit 
or  years  before,  contain  any  false  statement  as  to  the  place 
of  manufacture.  Fairly  considered,  they  state  what  is  true 
—that  the  pills  are  prepared  and  sold  by  the  complainant 
11  °*-( .Helens  England,  and  in  New  York.  The  statement 
that  the  pills  accompanying  this  pamphlet  are  specially 
packed  tor  U.S.  America,"  may  possibly  suggest  their 
■  manufacture  outside  the  country,  but  falls  far  short  of 
being  a  false  representation.  We  find  nothing  in  the  case 
to  justify  the  defendant's  contention  that  the  complainant 
'by  misrepresentation,  is  precluded  from  relief  against  the 
defendant  s  wilful  misappropriation  of  his  trade-mark 
'Costs  were  awarded  to  the  complainant. 


stated  that  the  Association  had  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  to  take  the  proceedings.  Mr.  Justice  Neville 
made  an  order  for  a  perpetual  injunction  on  the  terms  of 
the  agreed  minutes,  with  costs. 


County  Court  Case. 

An  Unsuccessful  Business. 
At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  January  28,  Messrs. 
Butler  &  Crispe  sued  William  Barrett  (as  William 
Wilson),  trading  as  a  chemist  at  Turnpike  Lane,  Hornsey. 
Judgment  was  obtained  in  the  High  Court  on  October  16 
for  50?.  2s.,  debt  and  costs.  Defendant  said  he  was  a 
store-assistant,  but  out  of  employment  now.  At  the  time 
the  judgment  was  obtained  he  had  two  businesses.  One 
was  shut  up  at  Christmas,  and  a  bill-of-sale  holder  had 
taken  possession  of  the  other.  Plaintiffs'  representative 
said  that  when  a  distress  was  levied  they  had  to  come  out, 
as  the  bill-of-sale  holder  put  in  a  claim.  The  Judge  (to 
defendant)  :  You  have  no  business  at  all  now  ? — No.  Plain- 
tiffs' representative  :  Is  Wilson's  Pharmacy  Stores  being 
still  carried  on? — I  believe  it  is.  Who  is  carrying  it  on? — 
The  bill-of-sale  holder.  The  Judge  :  Have  you  no  interest 
at  alPin  any  business  ?  Defendant  :  I  am  taking  no  part 
whatever.  If  I  paid  180/.  to  the  bill-of-sale  holder  I  could 
take  it  over.  The  Judge  said  he  would  make  an  order  of 
20s.  per  month.

Use  of  the  Royal  Arms. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
London,  before  Mr.  Justice  Neville,  on  January  25 
an  action  was  brought,  under  Section  68  of  the  Act 
by  the  Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association  against  Slade 
«  Co.,  Ltd.,  toffee-manufacturers,  Leeds,  to  restrain 
them  by  injunction  from  using  the  Royal  arms  on  labels 
attached  to  their  goods  and  on  their  note-paper.    It  was 


Railway  Rates. 

Carriage  of  "Cordial." 
At  the  Keighley  County  Court  on  January  22  (as  briefly 
reported  in  the  Supplement  to  our  Winter  Issue),  Judge 
Bompas,  K.C.,  gave  judgment  in  the  action  brought  by 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  Co.,  at  the  December  Court, 
to  recover  17s.  9c/.,  balance  of  carriage  on  cordial,  from 
Messrs.  G.  L.  Greenwood  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Keighley.  (See  C.  <b  D.,  December  28,  1907, 
p.  964.)  Mr.  W.  Mulholland  again  appeared  for  the 
plaintiff  company,  and  Mr.  W.  Dewhirst  for  the  defendants. 
In  giving  judgment  his  Honour  said  : 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  real  question  in  this  case  is, 
Whether  the  goods  carried  by  the  plaintiffs  come  within  the 
description  of  a  "  cordial  in  casks."  If  they  do,  they  ought, 
I  think,  to  be  carried  in  Class  2,  notwithstanding  that  they 
also  admittedly  come  within  the  description  of  "drugs" 
included  in  Class  3.  When  goods  come  within  the  descrip- 
tion of  each  of  two  classes  I  think  they  must  be  carried  at 
the  rate  of  the  lower  class.  It  was  contended  that  these 
goods  were  not  a  "  cordial,"  either  because  they  did  not 
contain  alcohol  or  because  they  were  not  a  beverage.  I 
have  looked  into  several  dictionaries,  and  in  none  of  them 
do  these  two  characteristics  form  any  part  of  the  definition. 
Thus  Johnson  defines  it : 

Medicine  which  increases,  or  is  supposed  to  increase,  the 
forces  of  the  heart,  giving  a  feeling  of  strength  ;  anything 
which  comforts,  gladdens,  exhilarates  ;  restorative. 

I  think  this  is  in  accordance  with  the  common  understanding 
of  the  word.  It  was  admitted  that  Lime-juice  Cordial  is 
commonly  so  called,  though  not  alcoholic,  and  I  have  found 
no  cause  to  think  that  a  cordial  must  be  a  beverage,  though 
no  doubt  it  must  be  a  fluid.  The  difficulty  in  the  defen- 
dants' way  seems  to  me  rather  that  it  must  be  a  "  cordial  in 
casks."  The  defendants  are  in  the  habit  of  putting  the  cordial 
into  bottles  in  the  shape  of  medicine-bottles,  and  then  packing 
these  bottles  in  casks.  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  believe  that 
this  is  the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  words  "  in  casks"  in  this 
connection.  I  think,  on  the  contrary,  that  it  is  meant  to 
describe  a  kind  of  cordial  which  would  be  sent  about  in  casks 
instead  of  in  bottles,  and  be  presumably,  therefpre,  of  a 
cheaper  description.  I  think  the  meaning  is  the  same  as  in 
the  expression  "  wine  in  casks,"  which  would  not,  I  think, 
be  satisfied  by  bottled  wine  being  packed  in  casks.  I  think  011 
this  account  I  must  give  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  17s.  9<7., 
but  under  all  the  circumstances  without  costs. 

His  Honour  prefaced  his  judgment  with  the  observation 
that  he  had  virtually  decided  a  case  which  neither  side  had 
argued.  If,  however,  either  advocate  had  any  reason  for 
saying  that  the  point  dealt  with  was  not  a  good  one,  he 
should  like  them  to  say  so,  as  they  might  know  something 
which  he  did  not. — After  hearing  the  judgment,  Mr.  Mul- 
holland said  his  Honour  would  appreciate  the  importance 
^  of  the  case  to  the  plaintiffs.  They  had  for  years  and  years 
i  charged  a  similar  cough-mixture  at  the  "  drug  "  rate. 
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His  Honour  said  he  was  sorry  to  have  had  to  decide  in 
the  railway  company's  favour,  because  they  would  not  now 
be  able  to  appeal  on  this  point.  He  had  given  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs  because,  although  this  was  a  "  cordial,"  it  was 
not  a""  cordial  in  casks,"  and  therefore  did  not  come  under 
Class  2.  He  took  it  that  "  in  casks"  meant  a  fluid  which 
filled  the  cask.  Such,  he  should  think,  was  the  ordinary 
acceptation  of  the  thing.  He  had  put  the  question  to  many 
people  since  the  hearing,  and  they  all  said  it  meant  a  free 
fluid  filling  the  cask.  These  goods  were  bottles  packed  in  a 
cask. 

Mr.  Dewhirst  pointed  out  that  at  any  rate  his  Honour 
had  practically  decided  that  the  article  under  consideration 
was  a  "cordial,"  and  this  was  the  only  point  his  clients 
had  contended  for. 

The  question  of  costs  being  again  raised,  Mr.  Mulholland 
said  that,  as  he  had  been  asked,  he  did  not  see  why  he 
should  net  have  costs.  There  had  only  been  one  or  two 
witnesses,  and  he  had  had  considerable  difficulty. 

His  Honour  pointed  out  that  the  plaintiffs  had  claimed 
that  defendants  ought  to  pay  more,  because  it  was  not  a 
cordial,  and  they  had  had  to  defend  the  action. 

Mr.  Mulholland  said  he  would  not  press  for  costs.

He  Lons  Wheeler,  81  Warrington  Crescent,  Maida  Vale, 
Doctor  of  Medicine.— This  debtor,  who  was  publicly  examined 
on  January  28  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  stated  in  the 
course  of  his  evidence  that  he  had  been  interested  with  another 
gentleman  in  a  chemist's  business  carried  on  at  27  Great  James 
Street.  They  each  provided  50/.  as  capital,  and,  having  paid 
40/.  for  the  business,  they  carried  it  on  under  management 
The  shop  was  closed  during  the  day  and  opened  from  6  to 
10  p.m.  It  was  not  a  success,  and  witness  was  jointly  liablo 
for  the  debts  that  had  been  contracted.  The  examination  was 
concluded,  the  accounts  showing  total  liabilities  760/.  17s.  and 
a  deficiency  of  40/.  7s. 

Re  James  Maeks,  trading  as  James  Marks  &  Co..  85  Grace- 
church  Street,  E.C.,  Chemical  Merchant.  —  The  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  was  held  on  January  24,  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court, 
the  accounts  showing  total  liabilities  681/.  5s.  (unsecured 
627/.  8s.  Ad.)  and  net  assets  517/.  8s.  Ad.  Questioned  by  Mr. 
G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Receiver,  the  debtor  stated  that  he 
started  business  in  August  1903,  with  400/.  capital,  as  a  mer- 
chant and  commission  agent  exporting  chemicals  and  fer- 
tilisers and  acting  as  agent  in  connection  with  a  patent  fuel. 
That  agency  was  withdrawn  in  1905.  His  failure  was  due  to 
genera!  depression  in  business  since  January  1907,  to  inability 
to  collect  his  outstanding  accounts,  and  to  pressure  by 
creditors.    The  examination  was  concluded. 

Be  James  Edward  Johnson  Johnson,  Crown  Works,  Marsh 
Gato  Lane,  Stratford.  Chemical  Manufacturer. — The  Official 
Receiver  reports  that  according  to  bankrupt's  statement  he 
was  formerly  in  the  employment  of  a  firm  of  chemical  manu- 
facturers, and  in  1883  became  a  partner,  putting  in  350/. 
capital,  250/.  of  which  he  borrowed.  His  employers  subse- 
quently retired  in  his  favour,  and  in  1888  a  partner  joined  the 
bankrupt  with  ahout  1,500/.  capital,  the  business  being  con- 
tinued at  Crown  Works.  In  1898  the  business  was  formed  into 
a  company,  called  Johnson  &  Hooper,  Ltd.,  with  a  nominal 
capital  of  30.000/.,  in  107.  shares,  but  in  June  1903 
the  company  failed,  and  the  bankrupt  purchased  the 
business  and  stock  from  the  liquidator  for  500/.,  payable  by 
instalments.  He  borrowed  250/.  from  his  wife  and  continued 
the  business  as  "  Frank  Johnson."  In  June  1906  another 
person  brought  2.700/.  into  the  business  with  a  view  to  partner- 
ship, but  a  few  months  afterwards  asked  for  the  return  of  his 
capital.  The  bankrupt  repaid  1,000/.  and  agreed  to  discharge 
the  remainder  by  instalments  of  150/.  per  month.  In  October 
1907  bankrupt  made  default.  He  attributes  his  failure  to  want 
of  capital,  heavy  expenses  of  the  business,  and  to  sudden  stop- 
page of  his  credit  in  consequence  of  the  proceedings  and 
execution  by  the  proposed  partner.    The  books  kept  by  the 


bankrupt  are  insufficient ;  the  cash-book  does  not  contain 
all  his  drawings,  and  no  trading  and  profit-and-loss  accounts 
or  balance-sheets  have  been  prepared.  The  liabilities  to 
creditors  unsecured  are  wholly  in  respect  of  trade  debts. 

lie  Henry  P.  Thompson,  9  Aldersgate  Buildings,  Alders- 
gate  Street,  E.C.,  Foreign  and  General  Agency. — An  applica- 
tion for  an  order  of  discharge  was  made  by  this  bankrupt  to 
Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
January  28.  Mr.  E.  S.  Grey  (Official  Receiver;  reported  that 
on  tho  retirement  from  business  of  his  father  in  1901  the  bank- 
rupt started  on  his  own  account  as  a  European  and  Ameri- 
can druggist's  agent,  under  the  style  of  Henry  P.  Thompson 
&  Co.  The  business  was  carried  on  at  a  continuous  loss,  but 
the  bankrupt  attributed  his  failure  chiefly  to  his  being  en- 
gaged in  various  speculative  undertakings.  The  ranking 
liabilities  were  returned  at  7,745/.

Anderson. — At  St.  Enoch's  Hotel,  Glasgow,  on  Janu- 
ary 25,  Sir  Thomas  McCall  Anderson,  M.D.,  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Medicine  in  Glasgow  University,  aged  seventy- 
two.  Sir  Thomas  had  been  attending  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Glasgow  Ayrshire  Society,  sitting  on  the  immediate 
left  of  the  chairman,  Surgeon-General  Pollok,  with  Pro- 
fessors Glaister  and  Stockman  beside  him.  He  had  pro- 
posed in  his  customary  felicitous  manner  the  health  of  the 
directors  and  office -bearers  of  the  Society  and  left  the 
dining-room  to  descend  the  staircase  on  his  way  home, 
when  he  was  seized  with  heart  failure  and  died  in  a  few 
minutes  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  his  medical  colleagues. 
Sir  Thomas  McCall  Anderson  was  one  of  the  most  noted 
consultants  in  Scotland  and  one  of  our  leading  authorities 
on  skin-diseases.  He  was  the  son  of  a  Glasgow  physician, 
and  studied  at  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Universities, 
graduating  at  the  latter  as  M.D.  with  honours  in  1858. 
In  the  same  year  he  became  a  Fellow  of  the  Faculty  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Besides  his  curriculum  in  Scot- 
land he  studied  in  Paris,  Wiirzburg,  Berlin,  Vienna,  and 
Dublin.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  as  representative  of  the  Glasgow  University,  and 
on  the  retirement  of  the  late  Sir  William  Gairdner  from 
the  Regius  Professorship  of  Medicine  he  was  appointed 
his  successor,  and  was  knighted  in  1905.  He  also  succeeded 
Sir  William  as  one  of  his  Majesty's  Honorary  Physicians 
in  Scotland,  the  appointment  being  gazetted  with  a  most 
unusual  error,  the  name  of  Sir  T.  R.  Fraser  taking  the  place 
of  Sir  William  Gairdner. 

Clennel. — At  Torquay,  on  January  23,  Mr.  John  Morton 
Clennel,  formerly  in  business  as  a  chemist  at  Westgate  Hill, 
Newcastle-on-Tyr.3,  aged  eighty-seven. 

Dickinson. — At  "  Springfield."  Bedford  Hill,  Balham, 
S.W..  on  January  20,  Alderman  W7iiliam  Dickinson,  phar- 
maceutical chemist, 
aged  ninety.  Al- 
though he  was  prac- 
tically unknown  to 
the  drug-trade  of 
the  present  day,  Mr. 
Dickinson  was  one  of 
the  best-known  phar- 
macists of  his  day. 
He  was  born  in 
Cheshire  in  1818,  and 
was  educated  at 
Atherstone  Grammar 
School.  At  the  age 
of  fifteen  he  v,-as 
apprenticed  to  a  Bir- 
mingham firm  of 
druggists  and  general 
dealers.  Leaving 
Birmingham,  he  cul- 
tivated pharmacy  in 
situations  at  Liver- 
pool, Manchester, 
Cheltenham,  and 
Leamington.    At  the 

fashionable  Warwickshire  spa  he  was  an  assistant  with 
Messrs.  Nelson  &  White,  being  with  Mr.  Nelson  when  he 
first  produced  that  form  of  gelatin  which  still  bears  his 
name.  From  Leamington  Mr.  Dickinson  came  to  London, 
and  while  an  assistant  with  Messrs.  Savory  &  Moore,  in 
Bond  Street  and  at  their  branch  in  Regent  Street,  he 
attended  the  lectures  of  AnMiony  Todd  Thomson,  with 
Pereira  and  Redwood  as  his  contemporaries.  Eventually 
Mr.  Dickinson  started  in  business  on  his  own  account  at 
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16  Cambridge  Street,  Edgware  Road,  W.,  in  the  shop  now 
occupied  by  Messrs.  Trotinan  &  Co.  He  subsequently 
acquired  another  business,  and  did  so  well  that  he  retired 
before  he  was  sixty.  While  in  Paddington  Mr.  Dickinson 
became  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  a 
consistent  opponent  of  Jacob  Bell.  Mr.  Dickinson  ex- 
plained to  a  C.  A1  D.  representative  a  few  years  ago  that  he 
refused  to  associate  with  Bell  and  his  clique  because  he  was 
of  opinion  that  Jacob  and  his  brethren  were  trying  "  to  run 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  advertisement  of  them- 
selves and  their  own  goods."  He  strongly  opposed  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852,  and,  in  conjunction 
with  his  friend  the  late  Mr.  William  Bastick,  founded  the 
"Annals  of  Pharmacy  and  Practical  Chemistry" — a 
monthly  periodical  which  had  a  brilliant,  spicy,  and 
meteoric  career  of  three  years'  duration.  During  their 
journalistic  co-partnership  Mr.  Dickinson  and  Mr.  Bastick 
'id  something  more,  however,  than  scarify  Jacob  Bell,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  new  Act.  They  evolved, 
among  other  things,  the  original  formula  for  ammoniated 
tincture  of  quinine,  and  in  the  three  volumes  of  the 
"Annals"  there  appeared  the  original  chapters  on  "Per- 
fumery "  by  Mr.  Septimus  Piesse  which  formed  the  basis  for 
the  standard  work  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Dickinson  was  so 
outspoken  in  his  criticism,  and  so  persistent  in  opposition, 
that  he  was  eventually  expelled  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  (this  being  in  connection  with  the  counting  of 
votes)  ;  but  it  was  subsequently  found  that  his  expulsion 
was  illegal  and  he  remained  a  Councillor  until  his  voluntary 
resignation.  Mr.  Dickinson  claimed  to  be  the  oldest 
Volunteer  in  England.  He  was  the  sixteenth  recruit  in  the 
Victoria  Rifles — a  company  formed  four  years  before  the 
general  Volunteer  movement  was  formed.  Mr.  Dickinson, 
during  his  lifetime,  took  a  keen  interest  in  public  affairs 
both  in  Paddington  and  in  Balham,  where  he  went  to  live 
twenty-one  years  ago.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
Metropolis  Management  Act  of  1855,  and  sat  for  many 
years  on  the  Paddington  Vestry.  At  Balham  he  joined  the 
Streatham  Vestry  and  the  Wandsworth  District  Board  of 
Works.  When  the  Wandsworth  Borough  Council  was 
formed  Mr.  Dickinson  was  chosen  as  an  Alderman,  a  posi- 
tion he  held  until  November  1906,  when  he  retired  from 
public  life. 

Gibson. — At  her  son's  residence,  Streatham  Hill,  London, 
S.W.,  on  January  26.  Sarah,  wife  of  Alderman  Robert 
Gibson,  J. P..  of  Robert  Gibson  &  Sons  Ltd.,  Man- 
chester, aged  seventy-five.  Mrs.  Gibson  was  taken 
ill  while  on  a  visit  to  London,  and  the  pathetic  interest 
is  heightened  by  the  fact  that  at  the  time  of  her  death 
Alderman  Gibson  was  confined  to  his  bed  in  Manchester 
by  illness.  During  the  year  of  Alderman  Gibson's 
mayoralty  (1897-8)  Mrs.  Gibson  discharged  the  duties  of 
Lady  Mayoress  with  much  grace  and  acceptance.  Alder- 
man and  Mrs.  Gibson  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  in 
January  1905,  when  a  gold  chain  was  presented  to  Mrs. 
Gibson  by  the  employes  of  the  Gas  Department  of  the  Cor- 
poration, of  which  Alderman  Gibson  is  the  respected  chair- 
man. The  interment  took  place  at  the  Southern  Cemetery, 
Manchester,  on  January  30. 

Godsland. — At  Aldershot,  on  January  17,  Mr.  W.  H.  B. 
Godsland,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  forty-four.  For  the 
past  fifteen  years  Mr.  Godsland  had  been  head  of  the  drug- 
department  of  the  Aldershot  Branch  of  the  JunioT  Army 
and  Navy  Stores,  having  previously  spent  five  years  in 
the  dispensing  department  at  the  York  House  head- 
quarters. Mr.  Godsland,  who  was  a  keen  Volunteer,  being 
Squadron  Sergeant-Major  of  the  Aldershot  Troop  of  the 
Hampshire  Carabiniers,  died  with  tragic  suddenness  while 
in  conversation  with  a  brother  non-com.,  the  direct  cause 
of  death  being  due  to  a  clot  of  blood  upon  the  brain.

Parliament  Reopened. 
King  Edward,  accompanied  by  Queen  Alexandra,  opened 
the  third  Session  of  his  second  Parliament  on  Wednesday, 
January  29,  at  two  o'clock,  with  all  the  ancient  ceremonial, 
and  he  read  his  speech  from  the  throne  in  the  House  of 
Lords.  The  legislation  promised  by  the  Government  has 
little  direct  interest  to  the  drug-trade.  The  educational 
measures  include  a  Bill  relating  to  elementary  education  in 
England  and  Wales,  and  one  to  improve  and  extend  Univer- 
sity education  in  Ireland.  It  is  also  proposed  to  bring  in  a 
measure  to  establish  an  authority  for  the  control  and  im- 
provement of  the  port  and  waterway  of  London.  Notice 
of  motion  to  bring  in  these  Bills  were  afterwards  given 
in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  responsible  Ministers. 
We  understand  that  Mr.  Goddard  Clarke.  M.P.,  intends 
to  reintroduce  his  Bill  for  ensuring  to  the  police  one  day's 
rest  in  seven. 

Mr.  Idris,  like  Mr.  Clarke,  has  given  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  ballot  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill,  which,  presumably, 
will  be  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  Winfrey  has  not  up  to  the 
time  of  going  to  press  given  notice. 


Bill  Pharmacy  :  Excuse  me,  doctor,  would  you  mind  re- 
dressing my  grievances  ? 

Dr.  Seeby  :  Very  sorry,  my  man,  can't  possibly  spare  the 
time  ;  too  many  of  my  own  patients  to  attend  to.

The  Old  and  the  New 

in  pharmacy  meet  in  striking  juxta- 
position all  through  the  Winter  Issue,  from  the  i'ront  cover 
to  the  last  page.  How  imperceptibly  and  yet  how  rapidly 
the  trade  changes.  A  glance  through  the  advertisements 
will  reveal  scores  of  products  familiar  enough  at  this  day, 
but  undreamed  of  ten,  twenty,  or  thirty  years  ago.  In  the 
same  period  new  firms  have  crowded  into  the  business, 
and  some  of  them  have  got  into  the  very  front  rank ;  and 
yet  in  my  peregrination  through  these  business  avenues 
I  have  counted  eight  famous  houses  who  announce  that 
they  were  established  during  the  eighteenth  century,  and 
there  are  others  who  I  know  could  have  made  the  same  de- 
claration if  they  had  chosen  to  do  so.  The  literary  section 
is  full  of  contrasts.  The  young  pharmacist  "with  capital 
under  200Z."  looking  out  for  a  cheap  but  prominent  pitch, 
faces  the  pictures  of  pharmaceutical  ceramics,  "em- 
blazoned with  armorial  bearings  "  ;  and  the  gorgeous  phar- 
macies of  Nice,  where  they  add  75  per  cent,  to  the  cost 
price  of  patents  before  parting  with  them,  are  followed 
by  "Thrift's"  story  of  getting  through  his  curriculum 
and  examination  for  352.  all  told.  A  sketch  of  a  Montreal 
chemical  factory  founded  in  1680,  and  the  report  of  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  in  parallel  columns,  recognise 
two  extremities  of  pharmacy  in  the  British  Empire.  Lord 
Lister  on  "Surgical  Catgut"  suggests  a  higher  level  of 
medical  science  than  the  purging  pills  "  found  out  by  long 
study  and  practice  "  by  Dr.  Hugh  Chamberlen  150  years 
previously.  The  stories  of  James  Petiver,  F.R.S., 
apothecary,  John  Mayow,  and  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  sand- 
wiched in  among  the  records  of  houses  like  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.  and  Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  illustrate  in  some  measure 
the  individual  activity  of  the  past  and  the  corporate  enter- 
prise of  the  present.  What  a  pity  it  is  we  cannot  make 
A  Trip  into  Past  Centuries. 

If  the  Polytechnic  institution 
could  add  to  their  "  Week  in  Lovely  Lucerne  "  and  "  Ten 
Days  in  Rome,"  a  mere  week-end  in  Queen  Elizabeth's 
London,  what  a  rush  there  would  be  for  tickets ;  and  what 
a  crowd  there  would  be  that  Saturday  evening  round  the 
doors  of  the  Globe  Theatre.  And  if  we  could  get  to  them 
our  ancestors  might  likewise  cross  the  bridge  to  us.  A 
pharmaceutical  evening  meeting  with  a  discourse  on  new 
medicaments  from  Theophrastus  Paracelsus,  or  comments 
on  the  Pharmacopoeia  by  Nicholas  Culpepper,  would  throng 
the  whole  of  Bloomsbury  Square.  We  could  lend  them 
Jay  Mack  in  return,  and  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  doubtless  run  over  one 
day  and  "organise"  them— that  is,  if  it  were  ascertained 
that  they  had  any  doubloons  to  spare.  Mr.  C.  C.  Bell 
would  be  wanted  as  interpreter  by  both  sides. 
The  "  Lancet "  Verdict, 

whatever  may  be  the  result  of  an 
appeal,  is  at  least  proof  that  one  judge  and  one  jury  do 
not  share  the  indignation  which  we  not  unfrequently  hear 
expressed  concerning  proprietary  medicines.  It  will  be 
rather  hard,  perhaps,  if  this  discovery  should  have  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  "Lancet"  exclusively,  for  a  good  many 
other  people  have  been  of  the  same  faith,  and  have 
demonstrated  the  same  in  a  more  or  less  similar  manner. 
A  liberal  use  of  the  term  "quackery"  is  rather  charac- 
teristic of  high-toned  medical  men  and  pharmacists  when 
they  discuss  the  sins  of  inferior  people ;  and  the  oratory  is 
made  more  effective  by  the  introduction  of  such  lurid  words 


as  fraud,  robbery,  poison,  and  murder.  It  is  as  well  that 
these  good  medicine-reformers  should  be  reminded  that 
unless  they  are  coroners,  who  are  privileged,  or 
Australians,  who  are  on  a  higher  moral  level  than  our- 
selves, at  least  as  regards  imported  medicines,  this  sort 
of  language  should  be  carefully  kept  vague  and  general ; 
if  it  is  capable  of  being  fitted  to  an  individual  it  becomes 
risky.  Some  of  them,  too,  are  quite  honestly  convinced 
that  if  they  could  only  subject  a  Royal  Commission  to 
their  eloquence,  the  whole  nostrum  business  would  crumble 
forthwith.  The  "'Lancet"  case  will  probably  suggest 
to  them  that  a  Royal  Commission,  like  a  Court  of  law, 
would  hear  both  sides,  and  that  the  evidence  produced  by 
the  other  side  might  have  a  greater  influence  on  uninspired 
mortals  than  may  seem  possible  to  those  gifted  beings  who 
know  things  by  intuition. 
The  Chamberlen  Family 

to  which  Mr.  A.  K.  Stewart  alludes 
in  his  very  interesting  paper  on  Dr.  Chamberlen's  pills, 
were,  to  put  it  gently,  most  enterprising  people.  Peter 
Chamberlain,  a  French  Protestant,  settled  at  Southampton 
about  1569,  and  practised  as  a  surgeon,  as  he  had  done  in 
Paris  before  he  was  compelled  to  leave  that  city  in  conse- 
quence of  Louis  XIV. 's  piety.  This  was  sixteen  years 
before  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  He  moved 
to  London  in  1596,  and  soon  got  into  trouble  with  the 
College  of  Physicians,  who  alleged  that  he  went  beyond 
the  legal  limits  assigned  to  surgeons  in  the  treatment  of 
disease.  He  acquired  a  large  practice,  especially  in  mid- 
wifery, and  the  influential  position  to  which  he  had 
attained  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  when  in  1612  the 
Physicians  actually  got  him  committed  to  Newgate,  first 
the  Lord  Mayor,  then  the  Judges,  and  at  last  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  at  the  request  of  the  Queen,  inter- 
vened on  his  behalf.  It  was  only  the  last  intercession 
which  succeeded.  The  judges,  it  appeared,  had  no  power 
to  order  his  release,  as  he  had  been  committed  on  a  charge 
of  malpraxis.  Peter  had  a  younger  brother,  also  named 
Peter,  and  this  Peter  had  a  son  Peter.  Both  of  these 
practised  as  surgeons  and  as  men-midwives,  and  both  also 
got  into  trouble  with  the  College ;  but  the  third  Peter 
qualified  M.D.  at  Padua,  and  got  on  the  London  register. 
Hugh,  the  one  who  invented  the  pill  formula,  was  the  eldest 
son  of  the  first  Peter.  He  called  himself  M.D.,  and  was  ap- 
pointed physician  to  Charles  II.,  but  there  is  no  evidence 
that  he  ever  actually  took  his  degree.  He,  too,  came  under 
the  ban  of  the  College  and  was  fined,  though  it  does  not 
appear  that  he  was  imprisoned.  A  younger  brother  of  his, 
named  Paul,  also  practised  as  a  surgeon,  and  was  called 
Doctor.  He  was  either  the  inventor  of  the  Anodyne  Neck- 
laces so  famous  in  the  eighteenth  century,  or  was  largely 
interested  in  their  sale.  The  special  success  of  all  these 
Chamberlens  was  due  to  the 

Midwifery  Forceps 

which  one  or  more  of  them  invented,  or 
which,  it  is  supposed  by  some,  they  may  have  bought 
from  someone  less  capable  of  utilising  the  invention  than 
they  were.  Clumsy  instruments  had  been  in  use  before 
theirs ;  but  the  shape  and  simple  construction  of  their 
forceps  gave  the  accoucheurs  who  used  them  a  great 
advantage.  But  while  the  Chamberlens  let  it  be  known 
that  they  were  in  possession  of  this  valuable  improvement, 
they  kept  it  to  themselves  as  a  close  family  secret. 
Defences  of  their  conduct  in  this  respect  were  published 
by  Hugh  and  by  the  younger  Peter,  but  they  read  somewhat 
cruel.  Both  insisted  that  by  the  use  of  these  instruments 
many  lives  were  saved ;  but  Hugh  said  he  had  the  rest  of 
the  family  to  consider,  and  Peter  urged  that  there  was  no 
more  moral  obligation  on  them  to  sacrifice  their  property 
than  there  was  on  a  draper  to  provide  clothing  for  ail 
who  might  be  unable  to  pay  for  it.  It  was  in  consequence 
of  his  political  activity  that,  towards  1700,  Hugh  found  it 
desirable  to  leave  London,  and  it  was  then  that  he  settled 
for  a  time  in  Edinburgh.  He  afterwards  went  to  Amster- 
dam, and  it  is  supposed  that  in  his  old  age  he  fell  into 
poverty,  for  there  is  evidence  that  he  sold  the  forceps 
secret  to  a  Dutch  surgeon,  Hendrik  van  Roohuisen.

Ebttonal  Comments. 


Who  is  to  Legislate? 

The  British  Parliament  reassembled  on  Wednesday,  but 
what  the  Session  has  in  store  for  the  retail  drug-trade  of 
Great  Britain  it  would  be  futile  to  conjecture.  The  pro- 
gramme of  the  Session  is  particularly  heavy  with  con- 
troversial proposals  of  high  importance,  but  various 
departmental  measures  are  expected,  and  these  will,  no 
doubt,  include  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  This  may 
be  introduced  at  any  time,  the  psychological  moment 
probably  being  when  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  introduce  their  Bill.  There  has  been  a  decided 
change  in  the  legislative  atmosphere  since  last  year.  The 
sponsors  of  the  Society's  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  are 
not  so  eager  as  they  were  to  take  charge  of  it ;  the  terms 
of  the  Bill  are  distasteful  to  an  influential  section  of  the 
members,  and  the  greater  number  are  indifferent  or  have 
failed  to  grasp  its  importance  or  meaning.  The  further  we 
recede  from  the  General  Election  the  more  forgetful  are 
members  of  the  promises  made  to  their  pharmaceutical 
constituents.  Greater  interests  have  come  into  the  parlia- 
mentary arena  and  account  for  indifference  to  pharmacy. 
In  our  own  ranks  the  feeling  has  been  growing  that  time 
and  circumstance  have  altered  the  lines  of  legislation.  For 
example,  the  conditions  of  company  trading  are  changing 
in  so  far  as  individual  trading  is  approximating  to  these 
conditions,  and  recent  alteration  in  company  law  requires 
reconsideration  of  the  principles  involved  in  legislating  on 
the  company  element  in  pharmacy.  Ere  long  we  shall  have 
in  our  ranks  companies  which  are  essentially  individualistic 
in  operation,  but  corporate  legally.  Limited  partner.5 hips 
have  also  to  be  taken  into  account,  and,  no  doubt,  will  be 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  but  their  propositions  in 
regard  to  these  points  will  come  fresh  to  their  constituents — 
by  which  we  mean  the  whole  body  of  the  retail  drug-trade 
in  Great  Britain.  All  this  means  that  propositions  for 
the  present  Session  must  be  tentative.  Besides  these 
matters  the  Educational  question  has  taken  a  new  turn. 
Anyone  who  has  given  serious  thought  to  the  matter  in 
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all  its  bearings  knows  that  the  curriculum  will  perpetuate 
the  present  difficulties  rather  than  relieve  them.  It  does 
not  touch  the  unqualified  element  in  the  retail  trade,  which 
is  a  greater  evil  than  the  supposed  imperfect  education 
of  the  qualified.  This  has  been  growing  since  the  days 
of  Mr.  G.  F.  Schacht,  who,  rather  than  Mr.  Carteighe, 
was  the  originator  within  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of 
the  curriculum  process  of  salvation.  The  unqualified 
element  has  been  fostered  by  the  increased  examination 
stringency,  which  was  effected  chiefly  as  a  result  of  the 
curriculum  by-law  defeat  in  1885.  We  are  reaping  the 
harvest  of  this  in  drug-stores  owned  by  companies  and 
■unqualified  men.  The  problem  is  how  to  get  legal  control 
■of  this  element  in  our  ranks.  No  Pharmacy  Bill  which  has 
yet  been  produced  will  do  it,  and  it  has  to  be  done  some- 
how for  the  public  protection.  There  is  an  opportunity 
here  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  such  as  it  has  never 
had  before.  If  the  members  could  get  rid  of  the  traditional 
idea  that  the  Council  exists  for  the  Society,  and,  placing 
that  secondarily,  strove  to  make  it  a  national,  public  body 
to  which  great  interests  were  committed  in  1863,  a 
statesmanlike  solution  of  the  increasing  difficulties  of 
the  trade  might  ere  long  be  evolved.  Whether  the  Council 
rise  to  the  situation  or  not  it  is  one  that  has  to  be  con- 
sidered and  legislated  upon,  and  if  this  is  done  for  us 
by  a  Government  department,  we  shall  have  to  thank  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  that  far  from  tender  mercy. 


Use  of  the  Royal  Arms. 

What  several  newspapers  have  termed  the  first  case  under 
the  Trade-marks  Act,  1905,  Section  68,  for  unauthorised 
use  of  the  Royal  Arms,  was  decided  in  the  English  High 
Court  last  Saturday  by  agreement  between  the  parties. 
The  newspaper  accounts  of  the  care  are  misleading  on 
•certain  points  of  the  law,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the 
matter  should  be  made  perfectly  clear.  Here  are  two 
extracts  from  reports  : 

The  section  provides  that  any  person  using  the  Royal 
Arms  without  the  permission  of  his  Majesty  may  be  sued  by 
those  authorised  to  display  the  device.—  Daily  Chronicle. 

If  any  person,  without  the  authority  of  his  Majesty,  uses 
the  Royal  Arms,  or  marks  or  devices  so  closely  resembling 
them  as  to  deceive  the  public,  he  may  be  sued  by  any  person 
authorised  to  use  the  Royal  Arras- The  Times. 

Both  of  these  paragraphs  omit  the  important  qualifications 
as  to  use.  of  the  Royal  Arms  and  emblems  which  the 
section  provides,  viz.  : 

Uses  ...  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  calculated  to  lead  to 

the  belief  that  he  is  duly  authorised  so  to  use  the  Royal 

Arms. 

Uses  in  connection  with  any  trade,  business,  calling,  or 
profession  any  device,  emblem,  or  title  in  such  manner  as 
to  be  calculated  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  he  is  employed  by 
or  supplies  goods  to  his  Majesty,  etc. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  terms  of  the  section  shall 
not  affect  the  use  of  a  trade-mark  including  the  Royal 
Arms  (compare  C.  <k  D.  Diary,  p.  465).  Our  complaint  is 
that  the  newspaper  reports  convey  the  impression  that  the 
use  of  the  Royal  Arms  per  se  by  anybody  except  those 
authorised  by  the  King  is  illegal ;  it  is  merely  the  use  in  a 
certain  manner  that  is  hit  at.    It  is  also  reported  that — 

The  Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association  possess  the 
power  [of  prosecuting]  given  by  the  section,  and  were  also 
authorised  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain  to  take  these  proceed- 
ings.— Daily  Chronicle. 

The  plaintiffs  claimed  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  de- 
fendants from  using  the  Royal  Arms,  and,  in  addition  to 
their  powers  under  the  Act,  had  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  to  institute  the  action. — The  Times. 

The  plaintiff  Association  has  no  special  power  under  the 
Act,  and  is  not  mentioned  in  the  section,  which  merely  says 


that  any  person  who  is  authorised  to  use  the  arms,  etc.,  may 
institute  proceedings,  or  any  person  authorised  by  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  to  take  proceedings  may  do  so.  The  Asso- 
ciation's power,  if  any,  under  the  section  is  that  of  its  con- 
stituent members,  and  we  presume  the  Lord  Chamberlain's 
authority  was  sought  to  make  sure  that  the  case  would  not 
fail  owing  to  any  objection  there  may  be  to  the  Association 
having  power  to  sue  in  its  corporate  capacity.  It  is  a  right 
and  proper  thing  that  persons  who  enjoy  a  special  privilege 
should  unite  together  to  defend  their  interests  in  that 
respect,  but  there  is  an  apparent  endeavour  to  extract  more 
out  of  the  section  than  is  in  it.  The  Lord  Chamberlain's 
office  gazetted  a  notice  on  September  19,  1905,  which  also 
omitted  the  qualifications  that  we  have  quoted  above.  We 
do  not  think  it  is  good  for  traders  generally  that  these 
qualifications  should  be  forgotten,  and  although  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  and  the  Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association 
ignore  them,  others  should  keep  them  alive.  If  at  any 
time  a  case  arises  in  the  drug-trade  of  attempted  injunc- 
tion where  the  Royal  Arms  are  used  without  implying 
authority  or  leading  to  the  belief  that  the  user  is  employed 
by  his  Majesty,  it  should  be  fought  to  the  finish,  and  no 
doubt  the  trade  generally  would  participate  in  the  defence. 


Vital  and  Fatal. 

The  report  by  the  Registrar-General  of  Births,  Deaths, 
and  Marriages  in  England  and  Wales  during  1906  comos  to 
us  a  fortnight  before  the  usual  time.  It  is  an  interesting 
document,  which  Sir  William  S.  Dunbar,  Bart.,  the  Regis- 
trar-General, prefaces  with  sixty-eight  pages  of  a  compara- 
tive resume,  which  shows  how  we  stand  vitally;  and  this  is 
followed  by  Dr.  John  Latham's  analysis  of  the  causes  of 
death — a  monograph  extending  to  sixty-six  pages.  Sir 
William's  remarks  are  illuminated  by  a  number  of  diagrams. 
These  show  that  our  marriage-rate  is  creeping  up,  the  birth- 
rate diminishing  steadily,  and  the  death-rate  is  slightly  on 
the  decline.  Thirty  years  ago  the  legitimate  births  were 
296.3  per  1,000  child-bearing  women;  in  1906  the  rate  was 
222.2.  In  1876  illegitimate  births  were  14.4  per  1,000; 
last  year,  7.9.  The  standard  marriage-rate  is  51.9  per 
1.000  marriageable  persons.  It  has  not  been  touched  since 
1833,  and  the  fall  since  1898  (49.3)  has  been  steady  ;  but 
last  year  (46.7)  there  was  a  fractional  improvement.  The 
death-rate  in  1906  was  15.4  per  1,000  against  16.8  in  the 
ten  years  1896-1905  ;  in  Scotland  the  rate  is  16 ;  in  Ireland, 
15.6.  The  international  comparisons  in  the  report  are 
well  worth  looking  into.  Servia  has  the  highest  marriage- 
rate  in  Europe  (119.4) ;  Ireland  the  lowest  (23).  In  birth- 
rate European  Russia  is  highest  (48.7),  France  the  lowest 
(21.6) ;  and  we  go  to  European  Russia  for  the  highest  death- 
rate  also  (33.6),  Norway  having  the  lowest  (15T).  In 
natural  increase  of  population  France  is  at  the  bottom  of 
the  list  with  1.5,  Ireland  has  5.3,  England  and  Wales  11.9, 
Scotland  12.1,  and  Bulgaria  tops  the  list  with  17.7.  Of  the 
children  born  in  England  and  Wales  149  out  of  1,000  die 
before  they  reach  their  first  birthday,  in  Scotland  125,  and 
in  Ireland  100.  The  greater  nations  of  the  Continent  all 
have  weaker  babies  than  are  born  in  these  islands ;  but  New 
Zealand  leads  the  world  in  infantile  strength,  the  under- 
one-year  death-rate  being  62  per  1,000  in  1905. 

The  figures  in  the  Report  which  are  of  most  direct  interest 
to  our  readers  are  those  dealing  with  deaths  from  poison. 
These  are  unimportant  to  the  Registrar-General  and  his 
coadjutors,  for  no  comment  is  made  about  them.  In  the 
year  531,281  deaths  occurred,  and  of  these  19,280  were 
violent  in  character,  15,828  being  due  to  accident  or  negli- 
gence, and  3,452  to  suicide.    Of  these  violent  deaths  1,290 
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were  due  to  poisoning  or  poisonous  vapours.  We  have  pre- 
viously shown  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  these  deaths 
are  not  referable  to  sales  of  poisons  by  chemists  or  other 
shopkeepers.  Last  year  the  total  was  394,  deaths  under 
anesthetics  numbering  183,  noxious  gases  122,  and  various 
other  industrial  and  vegetable  poisons  and  "kinds  not 
stated"  complete  the  total.  It  will  be  seen  from  our 
tabular  statement  that  unscheduled  poisons  or  medicinal 
agents  account  for  a  third  of  the  remaining  fatalities  (896).

The  scheduled  poisons  which  are  at  the  head  of  the 
fatality  list  are  opium  and  its  preparations,  oxalic  acid  and 


carbolic  acid.  Last  year  we  showed  (C.  cD  D.,  February  25, 
1907,  p.  297,  and  March  2,  p.  534)  how  scheduling  had  con- 
trolled opium  fatalities,  and  diminished  the  deaths  from 
carbolic  acid  after  a  steady  rise  during  uncontrolled  sale. 
Without  repeating  the  yearly  figures  we  give  them  at  in- 
tervals of  five  years  up  to  1900  (when  carbolic  acid  was 
scheduled),  then  yearly  :

In  1905  the  suicides  from  carbolic  acid  numbered  157  and 
the  accidents  31 ;  in  1906  there  were  10  accidents  and  120 
suicides.  Clearly  the  scheduling  in  this  case  is  having  effect. 
In  1905  the  total  fatalities  from  poison  were  1.220,  against 
1290  in  1906.  Meanwhile  fatalities  from  hydrochloric  acid 
have  been  increasing,  as  is  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the 
suicides,  and  we  add  those  for  oxalic  acid,  a  scheduled 
poison  largely  dealt  in  by  drysalters  :

Without  carrying  the  matter  further  we  submit  that  the 
figures  as  a  whole  show  the  restraining  influence  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  we  believe  that  if 
the  administrators  of  the  Act  were  freed  from  the  oppro- 
brium of  acting  as  monopolists,  whereby  they  might  more 
rigorously  enforce  the  statutory  provisions,  still  further  im- 
provement would  be  shown.  In  foreign  quarters  of  London 
foreign  druggists  (mostly  without  their  native  qualification) 
are  contributing  to  the  facilities  for  obtaining  scheduled 
poisons  in  an  illegal  manner,  and  in  other  directions  the  law 
is  set  at  defiance — we  have  had  examples  recently  which  need 
not  be  repeated.  All  this,  as  well  as  the  free  sale  of  such 
things  as  hydrochloric  acid,  has  a  bearing  upon  the  roll  of 
fatalities,  and  especially  is  it  apparent  from  forty  years'  ex- 
perience that  the  qualification  of  the  vendor  is  the  most- 
beneficial  controlling  influence. 

Trade-marks  in  the  Far  East. 

Some  rather  unfavourable  comments  have  recently  been 
expressed  in  commercial  circles  on  the  inadequate  protec- 
tion of  British  houses  doing  business  in  Japan  and  China 
in  regard  to  the  infringement  of  trade-marks  in  those 
countries.  Several  cases  have  been  before  the  Japanese 
Courts,  and  the  decisions  given  are  not  calculated  to  inspire 
one  with  the  Japanese  idea  of  justice.  One  of  these  cases 
was  an  infringement  of  the  label  of  J.  Buchanan  &  Co.'s 
whisky.  This  case  was  fought  up  from  the  lower  courts 
to  the  Supreme  Court  rf  Japan.  In  the  Lower  Court  it 
was  decided  that  as  long  as  the  small  cut  on  the  upper 
corner  of  the  diamond  label  was  not  the  same  in  the  in- 
fringing label  as  in  the  original  there  was  no  infringement. 
In  the  Supreme  Court,  however,  the  Lower  Court  was  over- 
ruled, and  the  label  was  held  to  be  an  infringement ;  but, 
strange  to  say,  instead  of  deciding  the  case  in  favour  of 
Buchanan  it  handed  down  a  decision  characterising  the  case 
as  lost,  claiming  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  standing,  on  the 
ground  that  the  defendant  stated  "he  did  not  imitate, 
and  that  the  similarity  was  brought  about  by  his  taking  an 
original  label  because  it  was  a  good  seller,  not  knowing 
that  it  was  registered."  The  case  was  therefore  dismissed, 
with  costs  on  the  plaintiff.  This  seems  a  peculiar  state  of 
affairs,  and  looks  as  if  trade-marks  may  be  infringed  at  will 
in  Japan.  We  hear  that  of  late  it  has  become  common  talk 
in  Japan  that  it  is  a  waste  of  money  to  fight  counterfeit 
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labels  in  the  courts,  and  leading  British  houses  feel  that 
it  is  a  matter  of  sufficient  importance  for  the  respective 
Governments  to  take  up.  It  is  stated  that  Japan  is  making 
great  inroads  upon  the  exports  to  China,  especially  in  goods 
bearing  the  trade-marks  of  old-established  firms.  On  the 
other  hand,  Japan  is  making  a  protest  against  the  Chinese 
who  are  imitating  Japanese  labels  in  China  and  selling 
Chinese  goods  as  of  Japanese  make.  In  other  words,  the 
Japanese  are  pushing  their  interests  in  foreign  lands  and 
strenuously  demanding  their  rights,  while  their  Courts  at 
home  refuse  to  grant  the  same  rights  to  foreigners  doing 
business  in  their  country.  In  view  of  the  above  facts  it  may 
be  noted  that  the  Japanese  Consul-General  in  London  has 
issued  the  following  authoritative  statement  : 

The  Japanese  authorities  in  London  have  of  late  often 
been  called  upon  by  British  merchants  for  information  re- 
garding the  Trade-mark  Law  of  Japan.  They  sometimes 
have,  to  their  regret,  heard  even  certain  complaints  thereof, 
doubtless  arising  from  the  merchants'  misconstruction  of 
the  law  in  question.  The  following  are  some  of  the  essential 
points  of  the  Japanese  Trade-mark  Law  : 

1.  Trade-marks  which  are  identical  with,  or  similar  to, 
marks  already  registered  by  anyone,  or  were  used  by  any- 
one before  the  law  came  into  operation  in  July  1899,  should 
application  be  made  with  reference  to  merchandise  of  the 
same  kind,  cannot  be  registered. 

2.  If  two  or  more  persons  apply  for  the  registration  of 
identical  or  similar  trade-marks  for  the  same  goods,  the 
application  which  has  priority  of  date  shall  be  registered  ; 
if  the  applications  are  filed  at  the  same  time  none  of  them 
ihall  be  registered. 

3.  If  trade-marks  already  registered  are  found  to  have 
been  granted  in  contravention  of  the  law  they  shall  be 
invalid  (certain  exceptions  are  allowed). 

By  the  above  explanation  people  may  clearly  understand 
that  the  Japanese  Government  have,  in  connection  with 
the  Law  of  Trade-marks,  adopted  the  principle  of  affording 
protection  according  to  priority  of  date.  Up  to  the  present 
there  have  been  absolutely  "no  complaints  against  the 
Japanese  Government  respecting  their  protection  of  trade- 
marks on  the  part  of  English  merchants,  or  any  other 
foreign  merchants,  who  comprehend  the  above-mentioned 
principle.  It  is  regrettable,  however,  that  complaints 
should  in  some  cases  have  been  made  by  British  merchants 
with  regard  to  alleged  infringements  o'f  their  trade-marks 
by  others  in  Japan,  when,  in  reality,  they  have  failed  to 
apply  for  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Japanese  Trade-mark  Law.  The  cause  of  this  may 
have  been  that,  whereas  the  underlying  principle  adopted 
in  Japan  is  priority  of  date  of  application,  in  Great  Britain 
it  is  priority  of  use  which  seems  to  form  the  basis  of  pro- 
tection. 

The  above  clearly  indicates  that  unscrupulous  dealers  in 
Japan  have  taken  advantage  of  their  law  Ito  register 
counterfeits  of  well-known  British  trade-marks  prior  to 
the  application  for  registration  by  the  British  firms  whose 
labels  had  been  imitated,  the  crux  of  the  question  being 
"priority  of  date."  Writing  on  this  question  in  the 
Standard  "  recently,  a  correspondent  remarks  somewhat 
sarcastically  : 

The  "  embarrassments  "  of  Official  Japan  are  recognised 
universally,  and  full  appreciation  is  given  to  the  obvious 
desire  to  overcome  difficulties.  The  manufacture  of  counter- 
feit imitations  of  foreign  wares  is  directly  opposed  to  the 
policy  of  Japan,  and  it  would  be  absurd  to  imagine  that 
the  Government  at  Tokio  is  not  fullv  alive  to  the  fact  that 
the  country  s  industries  must  establish  a  reputation  of  their 
own  to  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  Japan.  So  far  as  our 
respected  ally  is  concerned,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
means  will  be  found  whereby  existing  irregularities  will  be 
brought  to  an  abrupt  termination. 

The  question  in  China  is  perhaps  more  acute  than  in  Japan, 
for  there  are  no  trade-mark  registration  offices  in  that 
country,  and  on  that  account  Japan  has  refused  to  become 
party  to  the  International  Agreement  for  mutual  protec- 
tion of  trade-marks  in  China.  Peking  is  indifferent,  but  in 
Shanghai  the  authorities  recently  took  decisive  steps  against 
the  infringement  of  trade-marks  within  the  sphere  of  their 
jurisdiction,  the  movement  being  initiated  by  his  Honour 
the  Shanghai  Taotai,  with  what  results  we  do  not  know. 


The  question  is  one  that  will  have  to  be  fought  out  sooner 
or  later  in  the  interests  of  Europe  and  the  United  States, 
and  if  the  authorities  interested  could  be  induced  to  agree 
to,  say,  an  International  Conference  of  the  leading  nations, 
much  might  be  done  to  solve  the  problem. 

Finally,  we  call  attention  to  a  Japanese  grievance,  and 
that  is  the  attempt  of  some  merchants  to  forge  or  alter  the 
invoices  of  goods  in  order  to  evade  payment  of  import  duty. 
Such  attempts  have  led  the  Kobe  Customs  to  issue  a  circular 
stating  such  practices  will  be  frustrated  by  the  strict  ex- 
amination of  the  quality  and  value  of  the  goods ;  but  the 
trouble  involved  in  such  examination  will  greatly  impede 
the  rapid  transaction  of  Customs  business.  The  Customs 
feel  acutely  on  this  point,  and  they  have  been  compelled  to 
search  business  offices  to  obtain  evidence.  Such  prac- 
tices, it  need  hardly  be  said,  do  not  foster  that  mutual 
confidence  which  is  essential  in  international  commerce. 


Jacob  Bell's  Bete  Noire. 

The  death  of  Mr.  William  Dickinson,  the  notorious  an- 
tagonist to  Jacob  Bell,  is  reported  in  our  obituary  columns 
this  week.  It  sounds  like  ancient  history,  for  Mr.  Dickinson 
had  been  out  of  pharmacy  for  nearly  half  a  century,  and  his 
doings  within  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  its  Council  are 
known  by  actuality  to  only  a  few,  and  to  others  by  tradition. 
He  had  vanished  from  the  pharmaceutical  horizon  before  that 
bright  particular  star,  the  C.  <£•  D.,  graced  the  firmament; 
therefore,  the  contemporary  records  we  have  of  him  are  by 
those  whom  he  fought  against.  He  was  strongly  opposed 
to  persons  being  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  who 
had  not  passed  the  Major  examination,  and  accordingly 
opposed  in  1853  by-laws  made  under  the  1852  Act  which 
effected  that  object.  Mr.  Dickinson  and  his  backers  (three) 
appealed  to  Lord  Palmerston,  who  delayed  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  by-laws  for  a  year,  subject  to  the  decision  of  a 
Court  of  law  upon  the  legal  questions  raised  by  Mr.  Dickin- 
son and  his  party,  who  promptly  went  to  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  for  a  mandamus  to  remove  the  names  of 
John  Abraham,  William  Murdoch,  and  John  Wright  from 
the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  The  mandamus 
was  refused.  The  case  was  carried  to  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
and  argued  on  June  22,  1854,  when  Lord  Campbell  gave 
his  famous  pronouncement  as  to  the  pronunciation  of 
"pharmaceutical,"  saying  that  the  "c"  should  be  soft; 
he  also  decided  against  Dickinson  (January  26,  1855),  and 
eight  judges  of  the  Court  of  Error  afterwards  (May  30, 
1855)  unanimously  upheld  Lord  Campbell's  judgment. 
Sir  George  Grey,  Secretary  of  State,  confirmed  the  by-laws 
a  few  weeks  later.  It  was  a  stiff  fight  while  it  lasted  ;  but 
Mr.  Dickinson's  notoriety  within  the  Society  is  mainly  in 
connection  with  a  Council  election,  in  which  he  participated 
in  an  indefensible  manner.  He  is  understood  to  have 
supplied  the  greater  part  of  the  money  and  the  fighting 
spirit  in  those  troublous  times  ;  but  his  colleague,  William 
Bastick,  furnished  the  brains,  few  of  his  contemporary 
pharmacists  being  equal  to  him  in  scientific  education  (he 
was  a  pupil  of  Liebig's)  and  practical  and  literary  ability. 


Registered. — Mr.  John  W.  Hull,  chemist  and  druggist, 
who  went  out  to  Cape  Colony  a  short  time  ago  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  has  been  duly  registered  and 
licensed  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  colony. 

In  Hungary  during  1907  sixty  new  pharmacy  conces- 
sions were  granted,  of  which  twenty-six  are  already 
opened.  Change  of  proprietors  took  place  151  times,  there 
being  forty-one  leased  and  nineteen  managed  pharmacies. 
The  degree  of  Magister  was  obtained  by  148  pharmacists 
(ninety-two  in  1906). 
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AN  evening  meeting  of  the  North  British  Branch  was 
held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday, 
January  22,  after  the  C.  <£•  D.  had  gone  to  press,  but  a  brief 
report  appeared  in  our  Coloured  Supplement,  and  abstracts 
of  two  of  the  papers  in  the  Winter  Issue.  Mr.  J.  P. 
Gilmour,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive,  presided.  The 
first  paper  read  was  Mr.  A.  K.  Stewart's,  on 

Dr.  Chamberlen's  Pills 
(see  C.  <£•  D.,  January  25,  p.  122).  After  a  few  appreciative 
remarks  from  the  Chair,  Dr.  A.  S.  Cumming,  who  had  lent 
the  relics,  was  called  upon  to  speak,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
remarks  said  the  Chamberlens  were  a  very  remarkable 
family,  and  had  much  of  the  character  of  the  bone-setter 
about  them.  They  had  great  natural  talent  in  medicine, 
and  there  were  certain  secrets  which  they  possessed,  and 
the  consequence  was  that  they  rose  very  rapidly  to  be  Court 
physicians  to  all  the  Stuarts  except  James  I.  of  England. 
Until  the  time  of  axis  traction  forceps  the  form  devised  by 
the  Chamberlens  was  universally  in  use  in  midwifery.  The 
other  secret  they  possessed  was  in  reference  to  drugs,  and 
the  College  of  Physicians  objected  to  them  prescribing.  One 
of  them  delivered  a  paper  on  the  propriety  of  purgation  in 
childbirth,  a  matter  that  had  not  previously  been  considered 
important.  They  fought  the  battle  of  liberty,  as  was  shown 
in  Dr.  Aveling's  biography  of  the  Chamberlens.  There  was 
no  doubt  about  the  genuineness  of  these  articles. — Mr. 
James  Mackenzie  expressed  his  great  interest  in  the 
exhibits.  He  read  a  paper  to  the  Society  about  thirty 
years  ago  on  pharmacy  in  Edinburgh  in  the  old 
times,  and  since  then  he  had  been  silently  collecting 
further  materials,  and  some  day  he  might  give 
them  another  contribution.  He  referred  to  some  old 
mortars,  and  mentioned  that  he  had  been  tracing  the 
history  of  John  Duncan,  the  founder  of  Duncan,  Flockhart 
&  Co.,  and  had  found  the  record  of  his  baptism,  in  which 
he  was  described  as  the  son  of  Robert  Duncan,  "  droggist," 
Kinross.  Flockhart  was  born  in  a  town  in  Fifeshire  about 
two  miles  from  Kinross. — Mr.  Peter  Boa,  Mr.  Sclater,  Mr. 
Dott,  Mr.  Colin  A.  Macpherson,  and  Dr.  George  Coull 
also  spoke,  and  the  Chairman  wound  up  the  discussion  with 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Stewart  and  Dr.  Cumming. — Next 
Mr.  Robert  Tocher's 

Notes  on  Ointment-bases 
was  read  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  25,  p.  123),  and  Mr.  James 
Mackenzie  opened  the  discussion  upon  it,  suggesting  that 
a  smaller  proportion  of  the  hydrocarbon  would  be  an 
improvement. 

Mr.  Boa  said  he  had  no  doubt  Mr.  Tocher  had  produced 
a  very  useful  ointment-basis.  They  needed  a  great  variety 
of  these  things  because  they  found  one  basis  suitable  for 
one  purpose  and  another  suitable  for  some  other  purpose. 
It  was  not  necessary  that  a  substance  applied  to  the  skin 
should  always  be  absorbed,  and  in  such  a  case  probably  a 
paraffin-basis  was  the  very  best  that  could  be  employed. 
Although  Mr.  Tocher  had  spoken  against  it,  he  was  not 
prepared  to  say  it  was  a  useless  basis.  For  most  pur- 
poses, even  with  the  little  granular  condition  which  was 
almost  inevitable  in  it  when  prepared  in  the  ordinary  way, 
it  served  its  purpose  very  well.  Lord  Lister  popularised 
boric  ointment  and  introduced  it  because  he  wanted  a  hard 
ointment  which  would  peel  clean  off  the  wound  when 
dressing,  and  such  ointments  are  still  wanted.  He  pre- 
ferred the  official  benzoated  lard  for  sulphur  ointment 
rather  than  the  suggested  yellow  basis.  Soft  paraffin  is 
apt  to  contain  some  of  the  burning  oils,  which  are  irritant. 
When  a  bland  basis  for  a  tender  surface  is  required  liquid 
paraffin  is  best,  and  next  comes  almond  oil.  White  paraffin 
is  freer  than  any  of  them  from  irritating  substances. 

Dr.  Minto  McDonald  thought  this  subject  of  ointments 
required  working  up,  and  Mr.  Tocher  had  done  well  in 
treating  of  it.  Mr.  Boa  was  an  old  pharmacist  and  seemed 
to  cling  to  old  ways ;  but  Mr.  Tocher  had  done  well  to  dis- 
card the  harrier  paraffin  ointment.  It  did  not  make  a  good 
lubricant.  He  reminded  them  that  Lord  Lister's  ointment 
was  introduced  before  the  days  of  antiseptic  surgery 


[  ? — Editor  0.  <fc  Z?.],  and  was  especially  meant  to  form  a 
covering  for  surgical  wounds.  Hard  ointments  are  not 
required  for  dennatological  purposes.  Sometimes  one  wants 
to  get  a  medicament  to  be  absorbed  by  the  epidermis,  and 
in  other  cases  an  ointment  that  absorbs  some  secretion  from 
the  surface.  There  is  a  difference  between  vaseline  and  soft 
paraffin.  The  imitations  of  vaseline  seem  to  have  some 
irritating  substance  in  them. 

Mr.  Dott  thought  the  official  hard  paraffin  has  too  high 
a  melting-point.  He  had  tried  to  persuade  the  B.P.  Com- 
mittee to  adopt  a  lower  melting-point,  but  without  success. 
A  mixture  of  lard  and  wool-fat  is  preferable  where  absorp- 
tion is  desired. 

Dr.  Cumming  spoke  about  Mr.  Tocher's  remark  that  the 
duty  of  the  pharmacist  is  to  make  what  the  doctor  says 
he  wants.  The  medical  man  of  to-day  is,  he  said,  not  trained 
in  a  knowledge  of  drugs  (as  when  his  father  served  his 
apprenticeship  in  Bell's  surgery  in  St.  Andrew's  Square), 
and  the  result  is  that  he  has  to  consult  the  pharmacist  as  to 
the  best  form  in  which  to  prescribe  the  remedies  he  wants 
to  employ. 

Mr.  Forret,  having  spoken  briefly,  Mr.  Tocher  replied, 
and  differed  entirely  from  Mr.  Boa. 
The  next  paper  read  was  on 

Solution  of  Chloride  of  Antimony, 
By  A.  Minto  McDonald,  M.B.,  CM.,  and 
J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Ph.C. 
The  authors  first  reported  on  an  examination  of  com- 
mercial samples  of  the  liquor  ;  none  gave  the  specific  gravity 
(1.47)  stated  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  1885.  but  ranged 
from  1.32  to  1.36.   One  sample  contained  about  30  per  cent, 
w/v  of  antimonious  chloride,  SbCl,,  and  about  16  per  cent, 
of  hydrochloric  acid,  HC1,  and  yielded  Fe,0,,,  equal  to  about 
3  per  cent,  of  ferric  chloride,  Fe,CIt.   All  the  samples  were 
found  to  contain  sulphuric  acid  in  varying  proportions, 
and  it  was  experimentally  proved  that  ferric  sulphate  is 
used  to  colour  the  liquor,  the  following  formula  giving  a 
preparation  agreeing  very  closely  with  the  commercial 
article  : 

Antimonious  chloride   132  prains 

Hydrochloric  acid,  B.P.  ...       ...     3  fl.  dr. 

Solution  of  persulphate  of  iron, 

B.P.    4  fl.  dr. 

Distilled  water  to  make    1  fl.  oz. 

The  above  represents  about  30  per  cent,  w/v  antimonious 
chloride,  16  per  cent,  of  free  hydrochloric  acid,  HC1,  and 
3g  per  cent,  of  ferric  sulphate.  A  sample  made  by  the 
1885  B.P.  process  gave  the  specific  gravity  1.44,  and  in- 
dicated about  39  per  cent,  of  antimonious  chloride  and 
about  18  per  cent,  of  free  hydrochloric  acid,  HC1. 
There  was  also  a  distinct  trace  of  iron,  but  nothing  like  the 
percentage  present  in  commercial  samples  and  no  trace  of 
sulphate.  For  medicinal  purposes  it  is  desirable  to  have  a 
definite  formula  by  which  a  suitable  liquor  can  be  easily 
prepared  at  any  time.   This  can  be  accomplished  as  follows  : 

Antimonious  chloride   132  grains 

Hydrochloric  acid,  B.P   3  fl.  dr. 

Distilled  water  to  make    1  fl.  oz. 

This  gives  a  clear  water- white  solution  having  a  specific 
gravity  of  about  1.290.  If  it  is  desired  to  have  a  tinted 
liquor  similar  to  that  found  in  commerce,  this  can  be  easily 
obtained  by  adding  to  each  fluid  ounce  of  the  above  about 
15  or  20  grains  of  ferric  chloride,  which  raises  the  density 
to  about  1.32.    The  liquor  may  also  be  made  as  follows  : 

Antimonious  oxide,  Sb;03   84  prains 

Hydrochloric  acid,  B.P   5  fl.  dr. 

Distilled  water  to  make    1  fl.  oz. 

Filter  if  necessary. 

The  popular  name  for  the  liquor,  butter  of  antimony, 
is  a  misnomer,  as  the  term  correctly  applies  only  to  the 
solid  or  deliquesced  semi-liquid  trichloride  of  antimony. 
The  transference  of  the  name  butter  of  antimony  from  the 
solid  substance  to  the  liquid  preparation  containing  only 
about  30  per  cent,  of  the  solid  substance  has  given  rise  to 
a  good  deal  of  confusion  and  misconception.  The  strongly 
caustic  and  escharotic  properties  attributed  to  butter  of 
antimony  apply  to  the  solid  substance  only,  and  are  due  to 
the  fact  that  in  contact  with  water  it  decomposes,  with 
formation  of  oxychloride  and  liberation  of  nascent  hydro- 
chloric acid,  which  exerts  the  caustic  or  escharotic  actioD. 
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The  solution  has  not  the  same  effect,  the  authors  having 
found  : 

1.  On  normal  skin  the  solution  has  little  or  no  action 
at  all. 

2.  On  inflamed  skin  it  has  either  (a)  no  action  or  (b)  a 
beneficial  effect. 

3.  In  certain  skin-diseases  it  may  be  of  absolute  service. 

4.  It  is  in  no  sense  escharptic. 

These  facts  were  proved  by  applying  it  to  the  skin  of  the 
fingers  and  forearm,  which  were  in  each  case  uninjured. 
In  conclusion,  the  authors  consider  that  text-book  state- 
ments about  the  substance  and  its  solution  should  be 
revised. 

The  paper  was  briefly  discussed  by  Mr.  William  Duncan, 
who  was  not  convinced  that  the  antimony  salt  in 
the  solution  is  so  indifferent  in  action  as  the  authors  sug- 
gested. He  was  followed  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  who  sug- 
gested that  the  presence  of  ferric  sulphate  in  the  liquor 
may  be  due  to  antimony  sulphide  being  used  as  the  starting 
point.  Mr.  Cowie  also  spoke,  and  the  authors  briefly  re- 
plied, the  Chairman  thanking  them  for  the  contribution.

Presentation  to  Mr.  Q.  S.  WooIIey. 

The  twenty-ninth  annual  dinner  of  Messrs.  James  Woolley, 
Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Manchester,  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel 
on  January  25,  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  presentation 
to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors,  Mr.  George  S. 
Woolley,  of  his  portrait  in  oils.  Mr.  Hermann  Woolley 
presided,  and  among  the  couple  of  hundred  persons  present 
were  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  Councillor  Harry  Kemp,  Mr. 
Abel  Heywood,  Dr.  Buckley,  Dr.  Booth,  and  the  artist 
(Mr.  F.  W.  Jackson).  Alderman  Robert  Gibson  was  pre- 
vented from  being  present  owing  to  the  illness  of  his  wife 
(who  has  since,  unfortunately,  died).   Mr.  C.  A.  Johnstone 


made  the  presentation  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  He 
explained  that  that  was  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
date  upon  which  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  took  over  the  manage- 
ment of  the  business  ;  and  as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the 
anniversary,  and  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Woolley's  adminis- 
trative ability,  in  the  name  of  the  company  and  on  behalf 
of  the  whole  of  the  staff  he  asked  Mr.  Woolley  to  accept  an 
oil  portrait  of  himself  as  an  abiding  token  of  their  esteem 
and  good  will  and  a  fitting  companion  picture  to  that  of  his 
father,  at  the  same  time  expressing  the  hope  that  a  replica 
of  both  pictures  would  some  day  adorn  the  walls  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  rooms.  The  artist, 
Mr.  F.  W.  Jackson,  had  secured  an  excellent  likeness. 


(Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Johnstone  finished  his  speech  with  the 
wish  that  the  recipient  might  long  be  spared  to  look  upon 
the  portrait  as  a  token  of  the  high  estimation  formed  of  him 
by  many  of  his  fellow  men,  and  when  it  might  please  God 
to  remove  him  from  this  life,  then,  as  an  heirloom  to  his 
children  and  children's  children,  it  would  stimulate  them 
to  a  course  that  had  won  for  their  ancestor  the  praise  and 
respect  of  his  fellows.    (Loud  and  prolonged  cheers.) 

Mr.  Wm.  Lane  supported  the  last  speaker,  and  read  the 
wording  of  an  illuminated  address  which  has  been  prepared 
in  album  form.  The  address  bears  267  signatures  of  sub- 
scribers, all  members  of  the  staff. 

Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain)  said  his  recollection  of  Mr.  G.  S. 
Woolley  dated  back  some  forty-three  or  forty- four  years 
ago.  His  earliest  business  associations  led  to  a  friendship 
which  still  exists,  and  had  been  one  of  unmixed  pleasure 
to  himself.  Mr.  Woolley's  name  is  always  mentioned  among 
the  councillors  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  terms  of 
affection.  He  (the  speaker)  has  learned  to  look  upon  Mr. 
Woolley  as  a  man  to  admire  and  imitate — a  man  of  integrity 
and  honour,  without  any  smallmindedness  in  his  composi- 
tion. If  there  ever  was  a  man  who  desired  to  do  the  right 
thing  it  was  George  Woolley.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Balmforth,  Mr.  Allen  Mercer,  Councillor  Harry 
Kemp,  and  Mr.  W.  Kirkby  also  spoke. 

Mr.  George  Stephen  Woolley,  who  was  received  with 
prolonged  cheers  and  musical  honours,  said  he  was  sure 
they  would  all  enter  into  his  feelings  when  he  said  it  was 
very  difficult  for  him  to  find  suitable  words  to  express  his 
thoughts  on  that  occasion,  and  unfortunately  the  kind  ex- 
pressions of  opinion  that  had  been  uttered  by  the  various 
speakers  did  net  tend  in  any  way  to  relieve  his  embarrass- 
ment when  he  first  heard  of  the  honour  they  proposed  to  do 
him,  and  which  they  had  done  him  that  night ;  he  was  bound- 
to  confess  that  it  was  so  entirely  unexpected  that  he  shrank 
from  it.  When,  however,  the  deputation,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Lane,  Mr.  Twining,  and  Mr.  Vallance,  waited  upon 
him,  it  had  suddenly  occurred  to  him  that  there  was  a 
great  deal  more  in  the  proposal  than  an  honour  to  himself. 
It  appeared  to  him  that  it  involved  an  honour  to  the  memory 
of  the  founder  of  the  firm,  to  the  firm  itself,  and  to  all  those 
who  had  been  associated  with  him  in  building  up  the  busi- 
ness to  its  present  dimensions.  He  felt  very  keenly  that 
any  poor  words  of  his  would  be  quite  inadequate  to  express 
his  feelings  for  what  they  had  done  and  what  they  had 
said,  but  it  was  a  very  great  consolation  and  grati- 
fication to  see  before  him  that  night  such  a  splendid1 
manifestation  of  good  will  on  the  part  of  the  employes 
of  the  firm.  The  memory  of  the  evening's  proceed- 
ings would  be  cherished  as  long  as  he  lived,  and  he 
trusted  the  portrait  and  the  address  which  accompanied  it, 
and  which  they  had  so  generously  given  him,  would  be 
handed  down  as  heirlooms  in  his  family.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Mr.  Woolley  then  gave  some  interesting  historical  details 
of  the  business,  which  were  dealt  with  in  the  C.  &  D., 
July  27,  1907,  p.  137.  Continuing  this  sketch  of  the  history 
of  the  firm,  Mr.  Woolley  noticed  the  names  of  those  added 
to  the  staff,  their  general  career,  admissions  to  partner- 
ship, the  formation  of  the  concern  into  a  limited-liability 
company,  additions  to  the  directorate,  the  erection  of  the 
new  warehouse,  new  machinery,  etc.,  and  said  no  house  in 
the  trade  could  show  such  a  percentage  of  long  services  on 
the  part  of  those  who  became  associated  with  the  business. 
A  large  proportion  could  boast  of  more  than  twenty  years' 
connection.    (Loud  applause.) 

Mr.  Abel  Heywood  proposed  "  Success  to  James  Woolley, 
Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,"  and  spoke  of  his  long  connection  with 
the  family  from  the  time  of  the  founder  of  the  firm. 

The  toast  having  been  briefly  acknowledged,  Mr.  A.  C. 
Vallance  gave  "  The  Visitors,"  which  was  responded  to  by 
Dr.  Booth  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Walton.  Mr.  J.  Tyson  proposed 
"  The  Chairman,"  and  Mr.  Hermann  Woolley  replied,  and 
subsequently  gave  "The  Artist,"  to  which  Mr.  Jackson 
responded.  The  speeches  were  interspersed  with  songs, 
recitations,  and  concerted  music.

After  the  toast  of  "  The  Duke  of  Lancaster," 
Mr.  T.  Robinson  proposed  "  The  Lancaster  Chemists'

<Ihc  1Rcw  patent  Bet. 


A MEETING  of  the  Society  of  Arts  was  held  at  John 
Street.  Adelphi,  London,  W.C.,  on  January  29,  when 
Mr.  J.  W.  Gordon  read  a  paper  on  "  The  New  Patent 
Act."  Sir  W.  H.  Preece  was  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Gordon's 
paper  was  a  review  of  the  new  clauses  in  the  Act  and  a 
continuation  of  a  paper  read  before  the  Society  in  1906. 
He  began  by  objecting  to  the  course  taken  by  the 
Government  of  passing  an  amending  Act  and  a  con- 
solidating Act  practically  at  the  same  time,  which  has  led 
to  some  serious  errors  of  drafting.  The  forfeiture  clauses 
for  non-working  were  referred  to  as  being  the  Manchester 
proposals  which  the  Government  adopted  without  serious 
modification,  but  Mr.  Gordon  complained  of  the  ambiguous 
language  of  the  clause.  He  commended  the  change  which 
has  been  made  in  the  tribunal  for  deciding  on  the  question 
of  granting  a  compulsory  licence.  The  High  Court,  which 
has  replaced  the  Privy  Council  in  this  respect,  can  now 
deal  in  one  proceeding  with  the  matter  in  connection  with 
questions  of  infringement.  The  clauses  which  make  illegal 
the  imposition  of  oppressive  conditions  as  terms  of  the 
granting  of  licence  have,  Mr.  Gordon  said,  been  drafted 
with  very  special  care,  tnd  there  can  hardly  be  a  doubt 
that  the  evils  of  the  "  plantlord  "  system  have  been  effectu- 
ally met.  The  power  to  award  costs  which  has  been  con- 
ferred upon  the  Comptroller  is  a  new  departure,  but  the 
lecturer  thought  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent an  applicant  for  a  patent  being  saddled  with  addi- 
tional costs,  although  it  is  admitted  that  the  fees  of  the 
British  Patent  Office  are  smaller  than  in  any  other  coun- 
try. Th°  innovation  of  "  patents  of  addition  "  which  has 
been  introduced  in  the  new  Act  was  rather  puzzling  to 
Mr.  Gordon,  but  he  said  they  could  be  turned  to  excellent 
account  where  it  is  desired  to  amend  patent;;,  such  amend- 
ment not  at  present  being  included  in  the  powers  to 
"disclaim,  correct,  and  explain." 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  the  Chairman  said  that 
the  compulsory  working  clauses  of  the  new  Act  had  already 
been  of  benefit  to  the  country,  as  buildings  are  being  erected 
by  foreign  firms  for  the  manufacture  of  their  patented  pro- 
ducts in  this  country.  The  Act  reflects  the  greatest  credit 
on  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  although  there 
has  been  a  desire  in  some  quarters  to  claim  that  the  Act 
is  a  kind  of  protection,  it  is  not  protection  that  affects  the 
food  of  the  people.  It  enlarges  the  field  of  labour,  and  is 
going  to  attract  capital  to  this  country. 

Mr.  Walter  Reid  made  an  interesting  speech,  objecting 
to  the  term  "  Manchester  proposals  "  as  too  local,  although 
in  a  sketch  of  the  origin  of  the  proposals  he  acknowledged 
the  great  services  which  Mr.  Levenstein  rendered  in  show- 
ing the  impracticability  of  the  old  compulsory  licencing 
clauses.  Mr.  Reid  showed  that  the  illustrations  taken 
by  the  lecturer  from  chemical  patents  were  wide  of 
the  mark.  Mr.  Gordon  had  stated,  for  instance, 
that  in  the  case  of  the  manufacture  of  nitrates 
from  the  air  it  would  be  impracticable  to  compel  working 
the  patents  in  this  country  where  water-power  is  not  avail- 
able. Mr.  Reid  said  that  the  lecturer  could  not  have 
taken  a  better  case  as  showing  the  necessity  of  compelling 
a  patentee  to  work  his  invention  in  this  country.  At  pre- 
sent a  large  company  is  at  work  in  this  country  solving  the 
problem  of  using  coal  in  place  of  water-power  for  the  manu- 
facture of  nitrates  from  the  air.  The  necessity  was  also 
shown  by  a  statement  that  this  country  is  entirely  depen- 
dent for  the  manufacture  of  explosives  on  outside  sources — 
all  nitrates  are  imported. 

Mr.  Islip  took  an  opposite  view  of  the  trend  of  the  new 
Patent  Act.  He  thought  that  compulsory  licensing  could 
have  been  made  effective  without  introducing  forfeiture 
clauses. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton  was  not  enthusiastic  over  the 
new  Act.  He  pointed  out  that  it  is  impossible  to  establish 
new  industries  simultaneously  in  several  countries,  as  will 
be  needed  to  carry  out  the  new  requirements.  He  charac- 
terised the  oppressive  conditions  clauses  as  resulting  from 
a  "manufactured  agitation."  The  result  of  the  clauses 
would  be  to  handicap  the  buyer  rather  than  the  inventor. 

Mr.  Gordon  briefly  replied. 
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Association  Presidents. 

The  new  President  of  the  Peterborough  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  is  Mr.  William  Robert  Girling,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  Wisbech. 
Mr.  Girling  was  educated  at 
Barton  School,  Wisbech,  and 
served  his  apprenticeship  with 
Mr.  Frank  Oldham,  Wisbech, 
afterwards  acting  as  assistant 
at  Eastbourne  and  Buxton. 
He  studied  at  the  Metropolitan 
College  of  Pharmacy  under  the 
late  Mr.  W.  Watson-Will,  and 
passed  the  Minor  examination 
in  1901  and  the  Major  a  year 
later.  For  a  short  time  he 
filled  the  post  of  assistant  de- 
monstrator to  Mr.  Watson- 
Will.  He  started  business  on 
his  own  account  at  Wisbech 
in  1902  by  purchasing  the 
pharmacy  belonging  to  the 
late  Mr.  J.  T.  Maxey  at 
8  High  Street  there.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Council

"The  Odds  and  Ends  of  Zoology"  was  the  title  of  a 
lecture  given  by  Mr.  Reginald  Bennett,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  of 
University  College  Hospital,  which  the  members  much  en- 
joyed. Mr.  Bennett  showed  some  good  specimens  of  os  sepiae 
in  a  complete  form,  explaining  fully  the  advantages  of 


sepia  to  the  animal.  He  also  showed  a  fresh  specimen  of 
a  pig's  stomach,  and  explained  the  use  of  it  in  the  manu- 
facture of  pepsin,  as  well  as  a  thyroid  giand  from  the  same 
animal.  Much  interest  was  evoked  in  the  discussion  that 
ensued,  questions  being  asked  by  most  of  those  present. 
It  came  out  in  the  course  of  discussion  that  a  solution  of 
salicylic  acid  (1  in  300),  10  drops  to  a  gallon  of  water, 
is  useful  to  keep  leeches  in.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  Mr.  Bennett,  and  he  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Association. 

In  consequence  of  the  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball,  at  which 
a  good  number  of  the  members  expect  to  be  present,  it  was 
resolved  to  alter  the  the  date  of  the  Thames  Valley  Whist 
Drive  to  Wednesday,  February  19. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

By  the  invitation  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Glew,  a  visit  was  paid  on 
January  23  to  his  electrical  laboratory  at  156  Clapham 
Road,  S.W.  Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  there 
was  not  a  very  large  gathering,  but  those  who  attended 
were  well  rewarded  by  Mr.  Glew's  most  interesting  and 
instructive  discourse  and  his  demonstration  of 

Electrical  Apparatus  used  in  Electro-therapeutics. 

After  refreshments,  Mr.  Glew  performed  a  few  physical 
experiments  with  apparatus  for  the  most  part  of  his  own 
construction.  Probably  the  most  ingenious  was  one  for 
demonstrating  changes  in  atmospheric  pressure  which  are 
too  minute  to  be  recorded  by  the  barometer.  This  consisted 
of  a  2-gal.  stone  jar  fitted  with  indiarubber  cork  and  an 
arrangement  of  tubes.  One  tube,  bent  at  right  angles  and 
bearing  a  very  slight  depression,  contained  a  little  coloured 
fluid,  which,  by  its  movements,  indicated  slight  alterations 
in  pressure.  Thus,  by  the  entrance  of  a  person  into  a  room  or 
by  the  opening  of  a  door  pressure-changes  were  produced 
which  were  recorded  by  the  movements  of  the  fluid.  An 
amalgam  of  aluminium,  copper,  and  manganese,  three  non- 
magnetic metals,  was  shown  to  possess,  when  thus  combined, 
strong  magnetic  properties.  Another  very  interesting 
experiment  was  the  crystallisation  of  a  supersaturated 
solution  of  sodium  hyposulphite  by  dropping  a  crystal  of 
the  same  chemical  into  it,  Mr.  Glew  explaining  that  unless 
the  crystal  introduced  possesses  the  same  number  of  mole- 
cules of  water  of  crystallisation  as  the  salt  in  solution, 
crystallisation  does  not  occur.  Proceeding  to  the  electrical 
laboratory,  Mr.  Glew  entertained  the  company  to  a  highly 
instructive  discourse  on  electrical  theories,  with  special 
reference  to  those  pertaining  to  x  rays.  High-frequency 

i  and  alternating  currents  were  explained,  and  it  was  shown 
that  many  thousands  of  volts  might  be  passed  through  the 

-  human  body  from  a  high-frequency  machine  without  harm, 
while  a  much  smaller  number  from  an  alternating  current 
would  prove  fatal.  Practical  demonstrations  upon  one  of 
the  company  were  made  with  x  rays,  while  several  received 
a  current  of  very  high  voltage  from  the  high-frequency 
machine.  The  effect  of  an  electric  current  upon  various 
phosphorescent  solutions  was  shown.  A  current  was  also 
passed  through  a  series  of  glass  tubes,  exhausted  of  their 
contents  in  varying  degrees,  to  demonstrate  some  of  the 
theories  enumerated  at  the  commencement.  Considerable 

!  time  was  devoted  to  radium  and  its  emanations,  Mr.  Glew 
suggesting  that  his  hearers  should  take  up  this  branch  of 
research,  as  the  dispensing-counter  and  the  problems  which 
are  often  presented  at  it  offer  many  opportunities  for 
observation  and  investigation  which  might  lead  to  dis- 
coveries of  far-reaching  importance.  A  very  cordial  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Glew  was  proposed  by  the  President  (Mr. 
W.  G.  Northey),  who  also  thanked  Mrs.  Glew  for  her  hos- 
pitality. 


Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  first  sessional  meeting  was  held  at  the  Angel  Hotel, 
Cardiff,  on  Wednesday,  January  29.  Mr.  Jos.  Reynolds, 
the  new  president,  delivered  an  address  on  the  objects  and 
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work  of  the  Association,  winch  has  now  been  in  existence 
seven  years.  He  said  that  in  its  work  the  higher  interests 
of  pharmacy  had  been  jealously  guarded,  and  the  com- 
mercial section  of  the  Association  had  proved  most  bene- 
ficial, and  it  was  hoped  it  would  be  extended  in  the  coming- 
year.  He  then  spoke  of  the  chemists'  duty  to  fight  most 
strenuously  and  consistently  not  so  much  for  the  material 
value  attached  to  their  title,  but  because  it  is  their  heritage. 
Mr.  Hagon,  he  believed,  had  propounded  a  scheme  where 
.they  could  join  other  associations  outside  themselves  to 
discuss  matters  of  trade  importance  affecting  the  individual 
trader  as  against  the  multiple  concerns,  and  he  hoped  some- 
thing would  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  further  the  object. 
Take  their  question  of  title.  He  had  never  met  an  indivi- 
dual trader,  or  the  ordinary  man  in  the  street,  who  was  not 
in  full  sympathy  with  them  on  the  matter.  He  would 
eliminate  the  directors'  clause  altogether.  It  was  too 
farcical,  and  he  did  not  see  the  justice  of  it.  It  was  giving 
the  ground  away  from  under  their  feet.  Let  them  stick 
to  the  principle  that  they  were  the  owner  of  the  title,  and 
that  they  intended  fighting  until  they  got  their  just  demands. 
The  ignorance  of  the  public  as  to  the  capabilities  and 
duties  of  pharmacists  was  considerable,  and  he  thought  if 
it  were  possible  to  enlighten  them  much  good  would  accrue. 
He  specially  recommended  some  of  the  members  to  bring- 
forward  a  scheme  whereby  secrecy  to  a  very  great  extent 
■should  be  done  away  with.  He  really  thought  they  would 
gain  the  confidence  of  the  public  more  through  being 
honest  with  them  than  by  offering  quack  substitutes  of 
their  own.  This  might  be  the  means  of  doctors  giving  up 
dispensing  when  they  saw  that  the  pharmacist  had  given 
up  quacking.  The  President,  proceeding  to  speak  about 
"false"  methods  of  promoting  the  sale  of  commodities, 
ithen  referred  to  the  desirability  of  bringing  prices  to  a 
level,  especially  for  articles  in  common  demand.  This 
would  tend  to  create  confidence  in  the  public,  because  at 
present,  owing  to  the  disparity  in  prices,  they  honestly 
thought  they  were  being  "  had,"  and  consequently  believed 
that  their  true  friends  were  the  store  and  multiple  shops. 
A  good  many  other  things  should  be  taken  in  hand 
by  the  Association,  such  as  the  scheme  of  local  organisation 
■of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Leo  Joseph,  seconded  by  the 
President,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
Et.  Mumford,  the  ex-President,  for  his  services  during  the 
past  year.  Mr.  Mumford,  in  acknowledging  the  compli- 
ment, said  that,  though  now  residing  in  Bridgend,  his  in- 
terest in  the  Association  would  be  unabated.  The  remainder 
of  the  business  was  of  a  routine  character, 

In  the  evening  the  members  and  friends,  to  the  number 
of  over  sixty,  dined  together.  The  President  was  sup- 
ported by  the  Lord  Mayor,  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Lon- 
don), and  several  members  of  the  City  Council.  The 
dinner  was  a  distinct  success,  but  space  does  not  permit 
further  reference  to  it  this  week. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Ch; mists' 
Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Rooms,  West  Regent  Street, 
Glasgow,  on  January  23,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmcur  (President) 
in  the  chair.  It  was  announced  that  a  vacancy  on  the 
Council  caused  by  the  resignation  for  business  reasons  of 
Mr.  Merson  had  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Edward  McVeigh,  Kilmarnock. 

Prize  Scheme. — The  President  submitted  the  report  of 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  revise  the  Asso- 
ciation's prize  scheme.  The  committee  recommended  that 
the  competition  should  take  the  form  of  an  essay  on  window- 
dressing,  the  subject  set  for  the  paper  to  be  :  "Describe 
fully  your  ideal  window  display  for  each  of  the  four  seasons  ; 
with  sketch,  if  possible.  Give  wording  of  show-card  for 
each  display."- — Replying  to  a  question,  Mr.  Gilmour  said 
he  thought  the  idea  of  the  committee  was  that  any  assistant 
or  apprentice  should  be  eligible  to  compete,  and  the  area 
of  the  competition  was  to  be  as  wide  as  that  of  the  Associa- 
tion—the West  of  Scotland.  It  was  proposed  that  the 
competition  be  held  this  session,  and  the  prizes  awarded 
at  the  end  of  the  session.    The  amount  of  the  prizes  would 


be  fixed  by  the  Council.  In  the  course  of  conversation  it 
was  suggested  that  separate  prizes  be  given  for  assistant:; 
and  for  apprentices,  and  that  as  regards  assistants  the 
competition  shoidd  be  confined  to  assistant;;  of  four 
or  five  years  in  the  trade.  Touching  the  question  of  appren- 
tices competing,  one  member  asked  how  many  boys  would 
be  found  in  the  trade  who  could  dress  windows,  to  which 
another  retorted  :  "  How  many  boys  are  in  the  trade  in 
Glasgow?  "  at  which  there  was  a  chorus  of  "  Hear,  hear." 
The  committee  suggested  that  the  Editors  of  the  C.  db  D. 
and  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  should  be  adjudicators, 
but  the  wisdom  of  this  course  was  questioned  and  the 
matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

Formulary  Committee's  Report. — The  President  next 
submitted  the  report  of  the  Formulary  Committee,  and  told 
how  the  committee  had  gone  about  the  work  deputed  to 
it.  The  scheme  now  submitted  was  provisional,  and  the 
committee  would  welcome  the  severest  criticisms,  and  were 
open  to  receive  suggestions  as  to  alterations  on  the  list  or 
for  the  supplying  of  omissions  that  might  have  been  made. 
They  had  received  suggestions  from  all  parts  of  the  city, 
and  the  committee's  endeavour  had  been  to  meet  the  diversi- 
fied requirements  that  had  come  to  them  from  different 
parts  of  the  city.  The  formulary  comprised  some  sixty-six 
preparations,  and  in  addition  to  those  they  proposed  to 
add  a  short  list  of  synonyms  of  synthetic  remedies — the 
synonyms  being  provided  so  that  doctors  at  a  glance  could 
see  exactly  the  synonyms  for  certain  preparations  without, 
the  fancy  names  at  present  attached  to  them.  The  com- 
mittee also  proposed  to  put  a  further  short  list  of  doses 
into  the  book.  It  was  proposed  to  employ  a  competent 
person  to  call  upon  every  doctor  in  the  Glasgow  area,  show 
him  a  copy  of  the  formulary  and  some  samples,  and  solicit 
co-operation  in  the  scheme.  Mr.  Gilmour  added  that  a 
new  medical  association  had  been  formed  in  Partick,  and 
that  Mr.  Currie  was  to  lecture  to  the  Association  on  the 
new  formulary.  The  following  is  a  provisional  list  of  the 
formulae  proposed  to  be  included  :

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London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.G.,  on  January  29,  to 
discuss 

The  Proposed  Chemists'  Union. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  presided,  and  there  were  about  two 
dozen  present  when  Mr.  W.  F.  Mawer  rose,  to  begin  the 
discussion.  Mr.  Mawer  is  an  enthusiast  on  the  subject,  but 
lie  prefaced  his  remarks  by  stating  that  the  provisional  com- 
mittee that  met  at  Victoria  and  propounded  the  scheme 
could  not  be  bound  by  any  utterances  he  might  make  on 
the  subject.  There  is  at  present  no  Union  or  Guild — it  is 
merely  in  the  incubation  stage,  and  all  he  wanted  from  the 
Association  was  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
no  another  organisation  was  necessary  among  chemists  to 
look  after  business  matters.  The  questions  of  procedure, 
or  the  constitution  of  the  Union  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
case  at  the  moment;  these  might  well  be  left  to  the  Council 
of  the  Union  if  such  an  organisation  were  determined  upon. 
He  foresaw  immense  possibilities  to  qualified  chemists  by 
the  formation  of  such  a  Union,  but  it  would  be  of  no  value 
unless  it  had  the  support  of  all  qualified  men — employer  and 
assistant  alike.  The  paltry  membership  shown  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  P.A.T.A.,  or  the  CD. A.,  indicated 
that  none  of  these  organisations  was  representative  of 
chemists  as  a  body,  and  the  only  salvation  of  the  craft  lay 
in  a  combination  which  must  be  thorough.  The  enemies  of 
the  trade  are  the  more  powerful,  and  if  complete  combina- 
tion is  not  undertaken  among  qualified  men,  chemists,  as 
such,  will  practically  be  wiped  out  of  existence.  As  an  ex- 
ample of  analogous  combinations  he  instanced  the  Merchant 
Service  Guild — a  union  of  British  captains  and  officers  of 
ships — which,  although  only  a  young  association,  has  a  mem- 
bership of  16,000  and  about  20,000/.  in  funds.  The  analogy 
between  these  officers  and  chemists  lies  in  the  fact  that  both 
have  to  pass  examinations  for  qualification,  and  only  regis- 
tered men  in  each  case  are  allowed  to  practise  their  profes- 
sion. Whether  or  not  the  proposed  Union  should  be  in  the 
form  of  a  Trade  Union  was  a  matter  for  consideration,  and 
legal  advice  would  probably  have  to  be  taken  to  ascertain 
whether  the  protection  of  accumulated  funds  by  registration 
as  a  Trade  Union  would  not  more  than  compensate  for  the 
odium  which  might  attach  to  the  idea.  Certainly  the  main 
idea  of  the  Union  he  would  like  to  see  would  be  to  fight  re- 
lentlessly and  persistently  for  the  rights  of  chemists.  The 
Union  would  prevent  the  chemist's  qualification  from  being- 
insulted  by  offers  of  100/.  a  year  to  a  qualified  dispenser  by 
public  institutions.  It  would  compel  the  employment  of 
more  qualified  men  by  the  large  stores,  and  by  others  who 
traded  openly  with  unqualified  assistants.  It  would  find 
means  of  repelling  the  insults  of  patent  medicine  vendors 
in  their  advertisements,  and  it  would  push  forward  in  season 
and  out  of  season  the  claims  of  personal  qualification.  With 
this  last-named  object  in  view,  the  Provisional  Committee 
suggestedthe  use  of  a  trade  sign  of  registered  design  which 
would  be  issued  under  licence  to  each  member  of  the  Union. 
He  thought  "black-lists"  would  be  necessary  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  war  of  aggression,  and  he  concluded  a  fervent 
speech  by  moving  : 

That  this  meeting  of  chemists  called  by  the  London 

Chemists'  Association  approves  of  the  scheme  for  promoting 

a  Union  of  qualified  chemists. 

Mr.  H.  Slator  seconded.  Then  (after  the  Chairman  had 
asked  members  to  discuss  the  matter  briefly  and  to  the  point) , 
Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  rose  and  claimed  indulgence  while  he  read 
a  "reply"  covering  several  folios  of  foolscap.  The  gist  of 
Mr.  Pond's  argument  was  that  the  objects  sought  by  the 
Union  are  already  afforded  by  the  existence  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association.  The  L.C.A.  merely  requires  to  be 
expanded  into  a  national  association,  and  that  is  all  that  is 
needed.  He  condemned  the  idea  of  the  Union  (and  its  pro- 
posed subscription  of  10s.  per  annum)  tooth  and  nail.  The 
idea  of  10s.  a  year  from  a  chemist  was  absurd,  he  said ;  he 
would  make  a  universal  Union  by  instituting  a  fee  of  Is.  per 
head.  Members  were  rather  impatient  before  Mr.  Pond 
had  finished,  but  the  Chairman  did  his  best  to  expedite 
business.  Mr.  D.  White  concisely  and  clearly  endorsed  and 
supported  the  Union  idea  as  put  forward  by  Mr.  Mawer. 
Mr.  P.  H.  Burton  thought  the  "  registered  sign  "  a  very 
good  point.  He  was  in  favour  of  as  many  associations  as 
possible  in  the  drug  trade,  and  he  would  not'be  too  squeamish 


about  making  theirs  a  Trade  Union  if  necessary.  Mr.  A. 
Goldthorpe  supported  Mr.  Mawer,  and  pointed  out  that  the 
institution  of  such  a  Union  would  be  a  considerable  induce- 
ment for  unqualified  men  to  qualify,  provided  they  could" 
see  that  their  wages  were  to  be  protected.  Mr.  J.  Wellesley 
Douglas  said  that  up  to  the  present  he  had  not  heard  any- 
thing to  induce  him  to  belong  to  such  a  Union,  and  he  had 
not  the  slightest  hope  of  its  ever  coming  to  fruition.  Mr. 
R.  Willson  was  also  of  opinion  that  the  Union  "hadn't  a. 
dog's  chance"  of  success,  and  he  moved  an  amendment  to* 
the  effect  that  the  interests  of  chemists  would  be  better 
served  by  the  formation  of  a  limited  number  of  federated 
associations  in  districts  all  over  the  country.  The  Chair- 
man reminded  Mr.  Mawer  that  the  Federation  of  Local' 
Associations,  the  P.A.T.A.  and  the  CD. A.  all  exist  at 
the  present  time  to  take  care  of  the  matters  with  which  it 
was  proposed  the  Union  should  deal.  Mr.  Mawer  replied 
at  some  length.  Mr.  Willson's  amendment,  having  been 
seconded  by  Mr.  Pond,  was  put  and  lost,  and  the  original, 
resolution  was  finally  put  and  carried  by  seven  votes  to  four, 
the  audience  having  very  perceptibly  dwindled  owing  to  the 
length  of  the  sitting.  The  Chairman  explained  that  the  vote- 
was  an  expression  of  opinion  not  from  the  L.C.A.  but  from 
a  number  of  its  members  and  other  chemists. 

Public  Dispensers'  Association. 
Thc  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  at 
St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.C,  on  January  29, 
was  not  large,  and  the  rather  meagre  attendance  at  the 
meetings  of  this  large  Association  justify  the  complaints  of 
the  Executive  in  their  annual  report,  which  was  read  during 
the  course  of  the  evening.  Mr.  Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner, 
who  has  done  much  to  endeavour  to  revive  and  keep  up 
interest  in  the  Association,  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  first 
business  was  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  last  annual 
meeting  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  S.  H.  Leadbeater). 
Then  Mr.  H.  H.  Hewitt,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  gladdened 
the  company  by  submitting  his  financial  statement,  showing 
a  balance  of  5/.  16s.  lid.  to  the  credit  of  the  Acsociation. 
Incidentally  Mr.  Hewitt,  who  has  recently  been  elected 
to  the  Council  of  the  Poor  Law  Officers'  Association,  made 
an  appeal  to  all  public  dispensers  to  join  that  body,  in  view 
of  the  imminence  of  changes  in  Poor  Law  administration. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Council, 
read  by  the  Hon.  Secretary,  recalled  the  principal  doings 
of  the  Association  during  the  past  year.  The  report  stated 
in  effect  that,  owing  to  the  snubbing  of  the  Association  by 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Association 
had  determined  to  go  their  own  way.  They  had  therefore 
appointed  a  committee  to  gather  information  which  should 
prove  extremely  useful  in  the  propagation  of  future  phar- 
macy legislation.  The  question  of  the  Association  becom- 
ing a  corporate  body  is  being  carefully  considered  by  the 
Council.  The  following  officers  were  then  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year  :  President,  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.  ; 
Chairman  of  Council,  Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner;  Vice-Chair- 
man, Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  H. 
Hewitt ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  H.  Leadbeater ;  Council, 
Messrs.  R.  Welford,  F.  Noad  Clark,  W.  Duff,  W.  E.  Miller, 
G.  W.  Lindsay,  W.  H.  Windmill,  and  C.  T.  Rutter.  Votes 
of  thanks  having  been  passed  to  Messrs.  Leadbeater  and 
Hewitt,  the  Chairman  gave  a  short,  but  poetically  eloquent 
address,  in  which  he  gently  chided  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  "  as  a  son  would  do  a  father  whom  he  thought  had 
done  him  an  injustice."  Mr.  Gardner  pointed  out  that  it 
was  as  necessary  "  for  the  safety  of  the  public  "  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  see  that  each  dispenser  in  a 
public  institution  had  "a  competent  and  practical  know- 
ledge "  of  pharmacy  as  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  kept  "  an 
open  shop."  If  the  "open  shop"  quibble  was  a  barrier, 
then  it  was  the  stern  duty  of  the  Society  to  remove  that 
barrier,  or  they  were  not  acting  for  "the  safety  of  the 
public."  The  destructive  policy  of  "putting  off"  with 
which  the  Society  had  met  the  demands  of  the  Public  Dis- 
pensers' Association  had  determined  them  to  act  for  them- 
selves. With  regard  to  incorporation,  the  Council  had 
received  promises  of  support  and  practical  help  from  various 
sources.  Quoting  Emerson,  contrasting  the  dispensers  of 
1846  and  1853  with  those  of  the  present  day,  and  winding- 
up  with  the  exhortation  of  Buddha  j  "  Be  aye  to  yourselves 
your  own  light,  your  own  refuge;  seek  no  other  refuge," 
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Mr.  Gardner  concluded  another  of  his  characteristic 
addresses. 

Patents  and  Trade-marks. — The  Chairman  then  called 
upon  Mr.  0.  A.  Elias,  F.C.S.,  who  prefaced  his  paper  on 
this  subject  by  stating  that  all  he  was  about  to  say  could 
be  found  in  an  excellent  article  in  The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary  (see  p.  442).  Although  the  matter  had 
there  been  fully  dealt  with  by  so  eminent  an  authority,  he 
thought  a  short  account  of  the  matter  was  of  public  interest 
at  the  moment.  In  his  introductory  remarks  Mr.  Elias 
referred  to  the  confusion  and  probable  damages  which 
arise  from  the  manner  in  which  the  "British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  "  treats  proprietary  medicines,  the  property 
in  which  is  covered  by  letters  patent  or  registered  trade- 
marks. He  considered  that  more  specific  reference  should 
have  been  made  to  proprietary  rights,  so  as  to  ensure  that 
users  of  the  book  may  not  get  into  trouble  by  infringing 
these  rights,  which  they  would  not  do  if  they  were  properly 
warned.  Mr.  Elias  then  spoke  in  detail  about  Patent  Law, 
how  patents  are  obtained,  and  how  trade-marks  are 
registered.  After  a  few  complimentary  remarks  by  the 
Chairman,  Messrs.  R.  W.  Lindsey,  Goodall,  Miller',  and 
G.  W.  Lindsay,  Mr.  Elias  was  heartily  thanked.  In  his 
i-eply  Mr.  Elias  said  that  chemists  ran  considerable  risk  of 
legal  proceedings  if  they  prepared  and  sold  various  articles 
mentioned  in  the  "B.P.  Codex"  as  synonymous  with 
patented  articles. 


pharmaceutical  Society  of  £nmoao. 

A MEETING  of  this  Society  was  held  at  Port  of 
Spain  on  December  30.  1907.  Mr.  John  G. 
Ferrier  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  members  present 
included  Messrs.  Lewis  0.  Inniss  (Vice-President), 
J.  H.  Hart  (Government  Botanist),  Arthur  J.  Taitt, 
Walter  H.  Mills,  H.  S.  Adams,  Austin  R.  Inniss,  and 
G.  C.  Dieffenthaller  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer). 
After  correspondence  with  the  Customs  Department  re- 
garding the  duty  on  concentrated  medicinal  waters  had  been 
read,  Mr.  Albert  H.  Joseph,  of  the  Colonial  Dispensary, 
was  elected  a  member.  The  Secretary's  annual  report  was 
then  submitted.  In  it  Mr.  Dieffenthaller  referred  to  the 
dissatisfaction  expressed  by  the  Medical  Council  at  the 
ignorance  displayed  by  the  majority  of  candidates  at  the 
recent  examinations  for  druggists  or  assistant  druggists. 
In  connection  with  that  complaint,  the  Society  had  appointed 
a  committee  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Council,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  insist  upon  a  higher  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, with  the  object  of  getting  a  better  class  of  students. 
Mr.  Ferrier  and  Dr.  Prada  are  to  arrange  an  examination 
syllabus.  The  executive  officers  of  the  Society  dis- 
cussed with  the  Collector  of  Customs  and  the  Government 
Analyst  the  imposition  of  alcohol-duty  upon  concentrated 
medicinal  waters  imported  by  a  drug-firm  upon  which  the 
usual  medicinal-spirit  duty  had  been  paid.  The  Society's 
representatives  were  strongly  of  opinion  that  these  waters 
should  be  subject  to  medicinal-spirit  duty,  and  not  the 
alcohol-duty  of  10s.  6d.  per  gal.  The  Collector's  verdict 
was  that  "the  only  waters  he  feels  able  to  pass  as  medi- 
cinal are  those  described  in  a  recognised  national  Pharma- 
copoeia." During  the  year  the  Hon.  Secretary  took  means 
to  stop  no  fewer  than  eight  large  hardware  and  other  firms 
and  sixteen  shopkeepers  in  Port  of  Spain  from  selling 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines,  such  as  carbolic-acid 
disinfectants,  fruit-salt.  Abbey's  salt,  Vibrona,  seidlitz 
powders,  and  other  medicines.  He  also  reported  an  un- 
qualified man  for  selling  "Our  Standard"  remedy  tablets 
and  other  pills  and  patents  by  retail  to  the  public  about  the 
streets.  The  Medical  Council  threatened  to  prosecute  the 
offender,  who  wrote  a  letter  of  apology,  and  was  warned  as 
to  his  future  conduct.  The  membership  of  the  Society  now 
stands  at  fifty,  and  the  finances  show  a  balance  of  $35.44 
to  the  credit  of  the  Society.  Matters  to  be  looked  into  in 
the  future  are  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Customs  Tariff 
affecting  medicines  and  a  revision  of  the  Poisons  Schedule. 
The  officers  for  the  ensuing  vear  were  then  elected  as 
follows  :  President,  Mr.  John  G.  Ferrier,  Ph.C,  F.C.S. ; 
Vice-President,  Mr.  Walter  H.  Mills  ;  Hon.  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  Cruden  Dieffenthaller  (for  the' fifth 
year).

IX  June  of  last  year  the  gradual  rise  in  the  price  of 
materials  used  in  the  brush-trade  induced  a  number  of 
the  largest  manufacturers  in  the  country  to  meet  together 
and  discuss  the  situation.  The  immediate  result  was  an 
advance  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  prices  for  various  kinds  of 
brushes;  but  that  meeting  is  likely  to  have  a  more  im- 
portant and  permanent 
effect  on  the  future  of  the 
British  brush-trade.  For 
other  things  besides 
prices  were  discussed, 
and  the  latest  develop- 
ment is  the  formation  of 
the  British  Brush-manu- 
facturers' Association. 
At  the  meeting  in  June  a 
committee  was  formed 
consisting  of  Messrs. 
Ernest  N.  Kent  (G.  B. 
Kent  &  Sons.  Ltd., 
London),  C.  H.  Watkins 
(Hamilton  &  Co.,  Lon- 
don. Ltd.,  London).  F.  G. 
Howard  (Titterton  & 
Howard.  London),  A. 
Mason  (J.  Mason  &  Sons, 
London).  F.  Ward  (F. 
Foulger  &  Co..  London), 

R.  W.  Chase  (Birmingham).  William  Morier  (Glasgow), 
and    A.    L.    Burrow    (Davis    Burrow    &    Co.,  Leeds). 
This  committee  was  empowered  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  the  formation  of  a  Federation  of  brush-manufac- 
turers, and  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel. 
London,  on  January  22,  the  Association  was  actually 
formed  and  the  rules,  as  submitted  by  the  committee,  were 
approved.    The  meeting  was  well  attended  and  was  repre- 
sentative of  all  classes  of  brushware  manufacture  all  over 
the  country.    Besides  those  actually  present  several  manu- 
facturers wrote  expressing  approval  of  the  aims  and  objects 
of  the  Association.    These  objects  are  stated  as  follows  : 
To  maintain  in  London  an  association  of  brush-manu- 
facturers which  will,  as  occasions  arise,  organise,  promote, 
and  deal  with  all  matters  in  any  way  affecting  the  interests 
of  the  members  of  this  Association  and  the  brush-trade  in 
general. 

To  make  and  define  rules  and  regulations,  to  obtain  uni- 
formity in  wages  and  customs  in  the  brush-trade,  and  to 
establish  just  and  equitable  principles  therein. 

To  protect  and  safeguard  the  interests  of  t lie  members  of 
the  Association  and  the  trade  generally  upon  such  matters 
as  disputes  with  workmen,  selling-prices,  Government  and 
other  contracts,  insurances,  legislation  and  arbitration,  the 
standardisation  of  weights,  and  the  proper  description  and 
marking  of  goods. 

To  establish  a  clearing-house  among  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  surplus  raw  materials. 

To  collect  information  as  to  the  credit  and  standing  of 
the  traders  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
and  to  assist  them  in  the  collection  of  accounts  owing  to 
them. 

Members  of  the  Association  are  divided  into  groups  repre- 
senting eight  districts,  and  in  each  of  the^e  districts  a 
district  committee  will  be  formtd,  and  each  district  com- 
mittee (except  London)  shall  annually  elect  one  delegate  to 
serve  on  the  Council.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  a  com- 
plete representation  of  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  pro- 
vided for,  and  the  federation  should  be  a  distinct  advantage 
to  the  regulation  of  the  brush-industry  in  Great  Britain, 
and  a  check  upon  the  encroachment  of  the  foreigner.  Pro- 
bably the  most  active  part  in  the  inception  and  formation 
of  this  Association  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Ernest  N.  Kent, 
one  of  the  directors  of  G.  B.  Kent  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  a  company 
known  to  pharmacists  all  over  the  world  as  consistent  up- 
holders of  British-made  goods.  The  services  rendered 
ungrudgingly  and  enthusiastically  by  Mr.  Kent  were  recog- 
nised by  his  fellow-members,  and  he  was  unanimously 
elected  the  first  President  of  the  Association.  The  Vice- 
Presidents  are  Messrs.  Robert  W.  Chare  and  A.  L.  Burrow, 
and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Watkins.  The 
Secretary  is  Mr.  T.  M.  Till,  C.A.,  8  Old  Jewry,  London. 
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Zbc  IRottinobam  arson  Case. 

IX  order  to  complete  the  magisterial  investigation  of  this 
case,  Mr.  F.  Acton,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  J.  Ash  worth,  J.P.,  sat 
at  the  Nottingham  Guildhall,  on  January  24,  from  10  A.M. 
until  10.50  p.m.,  with  intervals  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  about  two  hours.  Undiminished  interest  was  evinced  in 
the  proceedings,  and  despite  the  lateness  of  the  hour  there 
was  a  crowded  court  to  witness  the  closing  scenes.  Thomson 
and  his  two  employes.  Lee  and  Bradbury,  were  defended, 
as  before,  by  Mr.  A.  M.  White,  Mr.  F.  Berryman,  and  Mr. 
W.  E.  Emery  respectively. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Miss  Winifred  Lloyd  Niblett, 
chief  clerk  in  the  postal  department  at  Thomson's  shop,  as 
to  questions  by  Bradbury  regarding  the  amount  of  money 
usually  kept  in  the  safe.  Thomson  had  frequently  asked  her 
to  watch  Bradbury,  as  he  "had  his  suspicicns  of  him." — A 
carter  in  the  employ  of  the  Corporation  deposed  to  removing 
a  quantity  of  plaster  from  the  cellar  of  Thomson's  shop. 
Other  witnesses  were  Sister  Edith  Rylott,  night-superin- 
tendent of  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital ;  Elizabeth 
Thornley,  nurse  in  charge  of  the  division  in  which  Lee  and 
Bradbury  lay  ;  and  Thomas  Webster,  caretaker  at  a  Corpora- 
tion lodging-house.  Webster  said  that  Lee  went  to  lodge 
at  the  house  on  Boxing  Day.  1905.  and  resided  there  until  a 
day  or  two  before  the  fire.  He  had  always  slept  in  the  house 
except  on  two  occasions,  the  first  of  which  was  when  the 
first  fire  occurred  at  Thomson's  shop  in  July. 

Superintendent  T.  Breaks,  of  the  Nottingham  Fire- 
brigade,  said  that  when  the  brigade  arrived  there  were  two 
fires  raging,  one  in  the  shop,  the  other  in  the  basement. 
Among  other  things  he  found  in  the  cellar  was  the  tin  (pro- 
duced) surrounded  by  a  lot  of  waste  paper  and  straw  covers. 

Mr.  Samuel  Russell  Trctman,  city  analyst,  deposed  to 
analysing  the  contents  of  the  tin  and  finding  that  it  contained 
10  per  cent,  of  turpentine,  85  per  cent,  of  resin,  and  5  per 
cent,  of  miscellaneous  matter,  chiefiy  dirt.  So  far  as  he 
knew,  this  was  an  unusual  mixture  for  chemists  to  keep. 
The  mixture  was  nothing  like  Venice  turpentine,  which  was 
difficult  to  get  in  its  natural  state.  Artificial  Venice  turpen- 
tine was  composed  of  turpentine  and  resin. — Richard  Wil- 
liam Manday,  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.,  of  Liverpool,  said  that  Thomson  was  indebted 
to  the  firm  to  the  extent  of  20/.  lis.  10rf.— Joseph  Gee,  of 
Benjamin  Ges,  London,  said  that  Thomson  owed  him  9/. — 
Frank  Williams,  of  Idris.  Ltd..  said  that  Thomson  owed  his 
firm  12/.  12*.  6d. — George  Freshwater,  of  Messrs.  W.  &  A. 
Gilbey,  for  whom  Thomson  acted  as  agent,  said  that  Thom- 
son owed  his  firm  48/.  6  s.  5d. — A  solicitor  acting  for  the 
executors  of  the  owners  of  the  leasehold  said  that  Thomson's 
tenancy  would  have  expired  in  1909.  The  rent  was  155/.  per 
annum,  and  86/.  5  s.  was  owing  up  to  September  last,  when 
proceedings  were  taken  against  Thomson  for  recovery. — A 
branch  manager  of  the  United  Counties  Eank  deposed  that 
Thomscn's  account  was  overdrawn  to  the  extent  of  131/. 
when  the  fire  occurred  in  October.  Thomson's  account  was 
closed  on  December  3  by  the  payment  of  135/.  by  the 
guarantor. — Detective-Superintendent  Parnham  produced  a 
number  of  documents  to  prove  judgments  obtained  against 
Thomson  in  various  county  courts,  together  with  an  execu- 
tion issued  in  Nottingham.  Besides  the  tin  in  the  cellar 
already  referred  to,  there  were  112  bottles  of  wines  and 
spirits,  not  in  the  racks,  but  stacked  near  where  the  fire 
occurred.  In  cross-examination  Superintendent  Parnham 
said  he  had  made  inquiries  about  the  previous  history  of 
Bradbury  in  Birmingham,  Worcesl  er,  London,  and  Banbury, 
and  in  every  case  he  had  found  nothing  against  his  character. 
On  the  contrary  the  reports  he  had  received  from  all  quarters 
were  that  Bradbury  had  borne  a  good  character. — This  con- 
cluded the  evidence,  and  after  the  prisoners  had  been  form- 
ally charged  and  cautioned,  Bradbury  said  :  "  I  do  not  wish 
to  add  anything  more  to  what  I  have  already  said.  I  helped 
Lee  to  do -it,  and  we  have  often  spoken  about  it  while  the 
case  has  been  cn  hearing,  ard  he  did  say  that  he  was  going 
to  round  on  Thomson."  Leo  had  nothing  to  say.  and  Thom- 
son denied  saying  anything  to  Lee  about  Bradbury. — Mr. 
White  addressed  the  Bench  on  behalf  of  Thomson,  contend- 
ing that  the  only  charge  Thomson  had  now  to  answer  was 
that  of  being  accessory  before  the  fact;  he  did  not  believe 
there  was  any  evidence  of  conspiracy  before  the  Court. — 


After  a  brief  retirement,  the  Magistrates  intimated  that  the 
prisoners  must  go  forward  to  the  assizes  on  both  charges. 
Mr.  White  applied  for  bail  for  Thomson,  but  the  application 
was  refused. 

^Therapeutical  Society. 


AT  the  meeting  of  this  Society  at  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
on  January  28  Professor  W.  E.  Dixon  read  a  paper 
on  "  Arterio-sclerosis  and  its  Causation."   He  was  followed 
by  Professor  Cushny,  who  read  an  interesting  paper  on 

NriJIEG-POISONIXG. 

Many  cases  had  occurred,  but  fortunately  very  few  were 
fatal.  Probably  many  more  had  occurred  which  were  not 
reported.  The  only  death  reported  was  that  of  a  boy  of 
eight,  who  ate  two  nutmegs.  He  became  comatose,  and  died 
twenty  hours  after.  Dr.  Wallace  had  found  that  the 
poisonous  principle  was  in  the  volatile  oil.  This  was  frac- 
tionated, and  it  was  found  that  the  poison  was  contained  in 
the  fraction  with  the  highest  boiling-point,  about  150°  C. 
All  the  fractions  of  lower  boiling-points  were  harmless.  The 
active  constituent  was  not  the  myristicin  of  Semmlei , 
but  according  to  Dr.  Power,  Semmler  had  actually  worked 
with  iso-myristicin.  The  substance  produced  pure  narcosis 
in  frogs,  and  in  mammals  depression  and  tremor,  resembling 
cannabis  indica  in  the  mental  effects.  The  symptoms  of 
poisoning  are  drowsinccs  passing  into  stupor,  which  con- 
tinues for  some  hours,  perhaps  as  long  as  thirty,  and  which 
may  be  preceded  by  delirium  and  hallucination.  The  pupils 
may  be  much  dilated,  and  belladonna-poisoning  has  been 
suspected  till  the  odour  of  nutmegs  was  noticed. 

Dr.  Power  followed  with  some  very  interesting  remarks  on 
the  chemistry  of  nutmegs,  upon  which  a  report  was  published 
in  the  O.  <£•  D.,  December  14,  1907,  p.  901.  Myristicin. 
which  was  supposed  to  be  the  poisonous  property,  exists 
in  a  very  small  proportion,  and,  as  there  is  not  more  than 
10  per  cent,  of  oil  in  nutmeg,  it  follows  that  in  one  or  two 
nutmegs  (said  to  be  a  common  dose)  there  is  not  more  than 
1  cram  of  essential  oil,  containing  4  centigrams  or  £  grain 
of  myristicin.  It  should  be  decided  whether  this  is  the 
active  principle.  Dr.  Power  will  be  glad  to  supply  some 
for  the  purpose.  It  happens  that  the  requirements  pre- 
scribed by  the  B.P.  really  exclude  some  of  the  most  active 
ingredients  of  the  oil.

Cinchona  in  German  East  Africa.— The  Frankfort 
Economic  Report  for  1906  contains  particulars  as  to  the 
planting  of  cinchona  in  German  East  Africa.  In  the 
experimental  depot  of  Amani  there  are  30,000  trees  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  Two  of  these  specimens  when 
examined  were  found  to  contain  6.80  per  cent,  and  6.48 
per  cent,  of  quinine,  so  that  the  bark  is  quite  equal  to 
Java.  It  would  seem  possible,  therefore,  that  in  time 
Peruvian  bark  from  the  plantations  in  East  Africa  will 
prove  an  important  export  product  from  German  colonies. 

The  Druggists  of  Indiana  and  Pennsylvania  have 
recently  been  on  the  rack.  The  State  Board  of  Health  of 
Indiana  made  an  investigation  of  all  of  the  drug-stores  in 
the  State,  but  could  find  only  two  or  three  stores  that  were 
classed  as  being  distinctly  in  bad  shape.  In  Pennsylvania, 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  brought  suit  against  thirty 
druggists  on  different  charges — sometimes  because  they 
employed  unregistered  help  for  dispensing  operations, 
which  the  law  prohibits,  sometimes  because  they  were  using 
false  certificates  of  registration,  and  sometimes  because, 
contrary  to  a  provision  of  the  law,  they  did  not  exhibit 
publicly  their  valid  certificates  of  registration.

orders  from  the  United  Stat?s.  Price  alterations  mostly 
show  an  easier  tendency,  but  are  of  no  great  moment. 
Among  fine  chemicals  citric  acid  is  still  tending  downwards, 
and  a  further  reduction  is  to  bs  made  in  citrates  from 
February  1,  the  quotation  for  ferri  quin.  cit.  having  been 
reduced  this  week.  Bromides  have  a  firmer  tendency  as 
regards  American,  but  English  make  is  unaltered.  Milk 
sugar  is  lower.  Phenacetin  is  firm,  and  carbonate  of  lithia 
remains  easy.  Quinine  was  reduced  %d.  by  the  makers  to-day. 
Other  changes  in  chemicals  include  a  reduction  in  acetate 
of  lead  and  firmer  spot  prices  for  sulphur.  In  essential 
oils  peppermint  oil  is  firmer  according  to  American  ideas. 
Lemon  oil  is  lower  for  shipment,  bergamot  being  firm. 
Changes  in  drugs  are  few  pending  the  auctions.  Podo- 
phyllum root  and  turmeric  are  easier.  Hydrastis  is  tend- 
ing firmer.  Gentian  and  insect  (lowers  are  firm,  higher 
pices  being  anticipated  for  the  latter.  Cod-liver  oil  is  steady 
but  slow,  interest  centring  in  the  new  fishing.

New  York.  January  30  : — Business  in  drugs  is  fair. 
■Opium  has  again  been  reduced,  and  is  now  quoted  at  $4.60 
per  lb.  for  druggists'  in  case  lots.  Hydrastis  (golden  seal) 
has  advanced  at  $1.95.  Spearmint  oil  is  higher  at  $4, 
balsam  Peru  continues  easy  at  $2  per  lb.,  and  menthol  has 
advanced  to  $2  per  lb. 

Amsterdam,  January  23  : — At  the  auction  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day  11,265  packages  were  offered  (compared  with 
11,990  packages  in  December)  containing  the  equivalent  of 
60,649  kilos,  quinine  sulphate.  Of  the  above  quantity  8.952 
packages  were  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.42c.  per  half-kilo., 
as  compared  with  3.71c.  at  the  December  auctions.  The 
following  are  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  pur- 
chased by  the  principal  buyers  :  (1)  The  English  and 
American  factories.  9,829  kilos. ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  fac- 
tory. 8,405  kilos. ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  6,535  kilos.  ; 
(4)*the  Amsterdam  factory,  1,711  kilos.;  (5)  the  Frankfort 
and  Stuttgart  factories,  '5,285  kilos. ;  (6)  the  Maarssen 
factory,  6,317  kilos.  ;  (7)  various  buyers,  9,388  kilos.  The 
lowest  price  paid  for  manufacturing  bark  was  9JjC.  per  half- 
kilo.,  and  the  highest  40c,  while  for  pharmaceutical  bark 


from  5jC  to  52c.  was  paid.  Thirty-four  packages  Java 
coca-leaves  were  offered,  and,  with  the  exception  of  lot  434, 
all  sold  at  from  20c.  to  30c.  per  half-kilo.

Aniseed  is  quiet,  but  unchanged  in  price  at  22s.  6d. 
to  23s.  per  cwt.  for  good  Russian  on  the  spot. 

Antimony. — A  decided  improvement  in  the  general  de- 
mand took  place  in  January  at  prices  ranging  from  35/. 
to  36/.,  and  even  37/.  per  ton,  for  deliveries  spread  over 
the  first  half  of  this  year.  Crude  antimony  and  ores  have 
also  hardened  in  sympathy,  the  former  for  near  delivery 
being  now  quoted  about  24/.  per  ton.  Raw  material  is 
rather  scarce,  and  this,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  offerings 
here  and  on  the  Continent  are  restricted,  tended  to  stiffen 
the  market.  It  is  stated  that  a  fair  portion  of  the  purchases 
effected  in  the  last  few  days  were  on  American  account  and 
the  tendency  of  the  market  is  distinctly  upwards.  The 
nearest  quotation  is  now  36/.  10s.  for  English  Regulus. 

Arsenic  remains  unchanged  at  from  25/.  to  26/.  per  ton  for 
white  powdered  English. 

Bromides. — Although  there  is  no  actual  change  in  the 
position,  there  is  a  slight  tendency  to  improvement,  inas- 
much as  American  makers  are  now  quoting  potassium 
bromide  at  6ff/.  c.i.f.,  against  6d.  c.i.f.  a  week  ago, 
and  at  these  prices  there  seems  no  great  anxiety  to  push 
business.  The  advantage  now  rests  with  English  makers, 
who  quote  6£<f.  for  potassium,  at  which  contracts  have 
been  made.  No  doubt  most  consumers  are  well  stocked 
with  low-priced  brcmides,  but  those  who  are  not  would  do 
well  to  take  advantage  of  the  present  abnormal  market 
conditions,  as  prices  must  be  well  below  cost  of  manufac- 
ture. At  present  there  is  no  sign  of  the  powerful  German 
and  American  interests  coming  together,  and  although  the 
war  of  prices  has  dragged  on  intermittently  for  practically 
three  years,  such  a  point  has  now  been  reached  that  a 
reaction  may  come,  although,  as  we  have  already  indi- 
cated, there  is  nothing  tangible  to  work  upon.  It  may  be 
stated  that  the  German  interests  are  now  more  consoli- 
dated, as  we  reported  last  week,  but  these  efforts  are  no 
doubt  the  outcome  of  a  desire  to  offer  increased  competi- 
tion to  Ameiican  produceis. 

Canary-seed  continues  slow  of  sale,  but  quotations  are 
unaltered.  Good  useful  seed  of  any  description  is  offering 
at  35?.  to  36-s.  per  quarter. 

Caraway-seed  is  much  dearer;  42s.  6d.  per  cwt.  f.o.b. 
Holland  has  been  paid,  and  the  spot  quotation  has  been 
raised  to  45s.  per  cwt. 

Casein  for  industrial  purposes,  of  which  the  new  season's 
supplies  are  expected  shortly,  is  offered  in  contract  quan- 
tities at  from  29/.  to  30/.  per  ton  as  to  quantity  and  quality. 

Citrates. — The  prices  of  ferri  ammon.  cit.,  potassium 
citrate,  etc.,  are  to  be  reduced  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  in  minimum 
quantities  on  February  1. 

Coriander-seed  is  firmer.  Holders  are  now  asking  9s.  3d. 
to  9s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  Morocco  on  the  spot. 

Cumin-seed. — Malta  is  offeiing  at  45s.,  and  Morocco  at 
40>\  to  42s.  per  cwt. 

Ergot  continues  dull,  with  spot  sellers  of  Russian  at 
lid.,  and  at  lOd.  to  10^d.  c.i.f.  terms.

— Owing  to  the  complete  absence  of 
business  during  the  last  two  months  and  to  the  favourable 
reports  regarding  the  next  crop,  holders  have  been  forced  to 
sell  24  cases  extra  Karahissar,  Dutch  inspection,  at  p.  157, 
or  16s.  8c?..  per  lb.  c.i.f.  European  ports,  thus  showing  a  con-  ' 
siderable  reduction.  The  arrivals  amount  to  1,344  cases, 
against  3,087  cases  last  year.  It  must  be  recognised  that  in 
all  the  Turkish  markets  holders  have  seriously  damaged  this 
product  by  preventing  the  execution  of  orders  and  forcing  up 
prices  in  an  absurd  manner,  for  not  only  did  that  induce  the 
dealers  in  producing  districts  to  attempt  to  supply  opium 
without,  as  it.  were,  any  consideration  of  price,  but  con- 
sumers were  obliged  to  fall  back  on  their  stocks,  and  supply- 
ing themselves  from  sources  of  which  they  had  not  hitherto 
made  use.  On  the  whole,  it  is  the  consumers  who  have  profited 
by  the  situation,  for  in  view  of  the  fantastic  prices  they  have 
hardly  bought  anything,  while  the  holders,  on  the  contrary, 
sought  to  increase  their  stocks  in  order  to  realise  them  later  at 
a  great  loss.

15s.,  yellow 
Spanish  at  61.  5s.,  and  Mazagan  at  5?.  10s.  per  cwt. 

^American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  January  21. 
Conditions  in  the  local  drug-market  have  gradually  im- 
proved. While  there  is  still  very  little  speculative  buying  in 
evidence,  consuming  orders  arrive  more  freely  and  call  for 
more  substantial  amounts.  A  few  minor  fluctuations  have 
resulted  from  the  increased  activity.  Opium  is  lower,  as  are 
senega,  aloes,  and  berberis.  Hydrastis  and  spearmint  oil  are 
higher. 

Aloes. — The  market  is  further  disturbed  by  recent  beavy 
arrivals  of  Curasao  in  boxes,  and  prices  are  lower  by  1c.  all 
round.  A  sale  of  two  tons  at  8c.  is  reported,  and  this  figure 
extended  to  9c.  is  the  range  quoted  by  most  dealers.  One 
dealer  continues  to  quote  single  cases  below  the  market,  7c. 
being  now  acceptable  in  that  quarter  for  limited  quantities. 
Lower  prices  for  the  other  varieties  are  expected  to  follow. 

Belladonna-root  of  prime  quality  is  scarce  and  wanted. 
Round  parcels  of  U.S. P.  grade  brought  19c. 

Cascara. — A  moderate  jobbing  business  is  in  progress  at 
9c.  to  10c.,  as  to  quantity  and  seller. 

Copaiba  is  quoted  all  the  way  from  45c.  to  55c.  as  to  quality. 
Some  time  ago  a  German  firm  offered  "  U.S. P."  copaiba,  at 
32c.  c.i.f.,  and  evidently  some  of  this  stuff  was  allowed  to  come 
in ;  at  any  rate,  the  spot  market  is  in  some  confusion  owing  to 
the  presence  of  godds  offered  at  45c.  or  less.  Large  stocks  of 
Central  and  South  American  pure  are  held  in  New  York,  and 
dealers  who  rely  upon  the  South  American  primary  markets 
for  their  supplies  are  naturally  grumbling  at  the  unfair  com- 
petition with  products  of  Hamburg  origin. 

Dandelion. — Strong  cables  from  Germany  have  influenced 
a  slightly  higher  market  here,  11c.  inside  being  now  quoted. 
Business  is  poor,  however,  and  nothing  like  the  flurry  of  last 
spring  is  anticipated. 

Hydrastis. — Consumption  of  this  drug  has  been  almost  at 
a  standstill  for  some  time,  but  dealers  have  been  picking  up 
stray  parcels  here  and  there  at  $1.80  to  $1.85  in  anticipation  of 


enhanced  values  when  things  liven  up  a  bit.  The  irain 
supplies  are  now  fairly  well  secured,  and  as  fall-dug  will  be 
extremely  scarce  for  some  time,  and  manufacturers  are  be- 
ginning to  hunt  up  supplies,  higher  prices  may  be  expected  in 
the  near  future.  Present  quotations  run  from  $1.85  to  $1.95, 
but  up  to  $2  has  been  paid  for  fairish  quality.    (See  cable.) 

Ipecac  has  been  the  subject  of  some  inquiry,  and  the  full 
prices  of  $1.18  for  Cartagena  and  $1.35  for  Rio  have  been 
obtained  for  round  lots.  Some  East  Indian  drug  of  excellent 
appearance  was  held  for  $1.45.  This  10c.  advance  on  the 
Rio  price  is  scarcely  warranted  from  a  U.S.P.  point  of  view, 
since  the  offerings  assaved  only  1.5  per  cent,  total  alkaloids, 
as  against  an  average  of  nearly  2  per  cent,  for  the  commoner 
varieties. 

Mandrake  is  steady  at  8gC. 

Opium  is  weak,  and  lower  at  $4.75,  with  little  business  doing. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— Demand  continues  slow,  but 
the  Western  dealers  seem  able  to  hold  their  own,  the  quota- 
tions of  $1.65  to  $1.70  being  still  in  force,  with  the  tendency, 
if  anything,  firmer. 

Peru  Balsam  is  quiet  at  the  unaltered  prices  of  $2.20  to 
$2.30  for  U.S.P. 

Senega  has  developed  more  pronounced  weakness  the 
practical  reduction  reported  last  week  being  followed  by  a 
further  cut  to  46c.  for  Western  in  quantity. 

Spearmint  oil  continues  in  active  request,  and  owing  to  the 
scanty  supplv  on  hand,  higher  prices  may  be  looked  for. 
Meanwhile  $2.75  to  $2.85  is  the  general  range  for  best  quality. 
Java  Quinine  Auction. 

At  auction  at  Batavia  on  January  29  3,642  kilos.  Ed  II. 
were  offered  and  sold  at  an  average  price  of  fl.  12  per  kilo. 
(3.75c.  Amsterdam  unit),  against  fl.  11.40  per  kilo.  (3.45c. 
Amsterdam  unit)  at  the  previous  auction. 

Java  Quinine. 

The  Bandong  Quinine-factory  mentions  in  its  annual  report 
that  944  831  kilos,  of  bark  was  worked,  the  result  of  which  was 
a  production  of  54,777  kilos,  quinine.  Of  this  quantity  the 
Government  received  23,200  kilos.  The  balance  was  accounted 
for  by  private  undertakings,  and  was  offered  at  auction  at 
Batavia.  However,  the  demand  was  very  limited,  so  that 
only  a  small  portion  could  be  sold.  The  factory,  therefore, 
was  obliged  to  take  over  a  considerable  quantity  bought  in 
at  the  auctions,  and  to  sell  some  privately.  Fortunately,  they 
were  able  to  make  some  important  deliveries  to  Italy.  Alter 
consultation  with  the  Government,  a  beginning  has  been 
made  in  the  manufacture  of  quinine  tablets  to  be  distributed 
among  the  population  as  a  medicine.  These  tablets  have 
met  with  approval,  and  the  expectation  is  justified  that  a 
very  important  retail  sale  will  be  obtained.  In  the  meantime, 
however,  it  has  taken  a  very  long  time  to  sell  the  total 
quantity  of  quinine,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  an 
unsold  "stock  of  1,276,477  kilos.,  which  was  estimated  at 
fl.  15,351,079.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  a  further  3,500 
kilos,  quinine  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  course  of  1907.  The 
debit  to  the  Escompto  Co.  at  the  close  of  the  year  amounted 
to  fl.  155,577,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  plentiful  stock 
will  be  necessary  to  answer  all  requirements.  Extension 
of  capital  is  required,  and  the  directors  therefore  propose  to 
issue  a  6-per-cent.  bonded  loan  of  fl.  200,000  under  hypothecary 
obligation.  By  means  of  this  the  existing  bonded  loan  can 
be  redeemed.  Of  the  latter  loan  an  amount  of  fl.  10,000  was 
paid,  and  the  balance  is  now  reduced  to  fl.  35,000.  The 
factory  was  further  extended  by  new  buildings,  on  which 
fl.  20,000  was  spent.  A  writing-off  is  proposed  on  buildings 
and  machinery  of  fl.  35,000,  so  that  those  properties  appear  on 
the  balance-sheet  for  the  amount  of  fl.  354,917.  For  1907 
15,000  kilos,  were  delivered  to  the  Government,  while  contracts 
are  running  with  private  firms  for  the  delivery  of  33,500  kilos, 
quinine.  The  profit  on  the  working  amounts  to  fl.  91,103, 
but  of  this  fl.  40,204  will  be  written  off.  Of  the  balance,  10  per 
cent,  is  granted  to  the  manager  (fl.  5,098)  and  6  per  cent, 
(fl.  3,059)  to  the  chemist,  while  a  dividend  of  9  per  cent.,  or 
fl.  22.50,  will  be  distributed  among  shareholders  and  fl.  20.02 
per  share  will  be  paid  to  holders  of  founders'  shares. 

Greek  "State  Quinine." 

The  "Lancet"  reports  that  the  Greek  legislature  has  just 
approved  of  the  third  reading  of  a  Bill  for  the  introduction  of 
'*  State  quinine "  of  the  type  of  that  existing  throughout 
Italy.  The  Government  at  Athens  has  put  itself  in  communi- 
cation with  that  of  Rome  for  the  supply  of  the  preparation  in 
question  as  manufactured  by  the  Farmacia  Centrale  of  Turin. 
Samples  had,  it  seems,  been  obtained  by  the  Greek  Red  Cross 
Society  for  purposes  of  experiment,  with  the  result  that  the 
Government  at  Athens  has  not  only  adopted  the  Italian  law 
as  to  its  use,  but  is  about  to  employ  the  identical  product 
itself.  This  imparting  of  "  good  offices"  by  Italy  to  Greece 
is  cf  gratifying  augury  (so  says  the  leading  Roman  journal) 
for  the  future  of  the  two  ancient  civilisations.

Sir, — Unless  he  has  better  authority  than  the  MS.  you  re- 
produce I  think  Mr.  Stewart  is  mistaken  as  to  one  of  the 
items  in  these  pills.  Neither  "  aqua  apodemia"  nor  "  aqua 
apozema"  seems  to  me  a  likely  term.  Boiling  water  is  not, 
properly  speaking,  a  decoction,  for  "decoction"  implies  a 
boiling  down.  "Aqua  epidemia"  is  far  more  likely,  this 
being,  according  to  "  Brookes's  Dispensatory,"  the  name 
formerly  given  in  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  to  Aqua 
Epidemica,  or  Plague- water.  "  Search,"  I  suppose,  is  Scot- 
tish for  "  searce,"  an  old  name  for  a  sieve.  May  I  congratu- 
late you,  Sir,  on  the  cover  of  your  winter  issue  ?  It  is  most 
artistic.  Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — In  the  curious  record  of  Dr.  Chamberlen's  pills 
which  Mr.  A.  K.  Stewart  contributed  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  Edinburgh,  the  words  deciphered  as  Aqua  Apo- 
demia are  assumed  to  have  meant  hot  water,  "apodemia 
being  a  corruption  of  the  word  apozeme,  a  decoction."  Aqua 
apozeme  would  be  a  rather  strange  combination,  and  I  sug- 
gest as  a  more  likely  reading  Aqua  Epidemia,  the  title  in  the 
Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  of  1756  of  the  so-called  Plague- 
water,  and  a  descendant  of  the  older  Treacle-water.  Both 
were  made  with  brandy  and  vinegar,  not  with  water.  I 
should  have  read  the  words  in  the  photographed  manu- 
script "aqua  ipedemia."  A.  C.  Wootton. 

Sie, — I  took  the  opportunity  of  showing  to  Mr.  Shaw, 
the  veteran  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  of  this 
city,  your  capital  illustrations  of  Dr.  Cumming's 
relics  connected  with  Dr.  Chamberlen's  pills,  on 
which  Mr.  A.  K.  Stewart  read  a  communication  at 
the  North  British  Branch  meeting.  Mr.  Shaw  was 
much  interested,  but  drew  my  attention  to  the  footnote 
stating  that  guinea  and  half-guinea  weights  were  used  in 
former  days  for  "  dispensing  and  selling  drugs."  With  this 
statement  Mr.  Shaw  does  not  agree.  Spurious  gold  coins 
were  then  prevalent,  and  every  merchant  carried  with  him 
equivalent  weights  of  the  gold  coins  in  circulation.  These 
he  kept  in  a  small  box,  with  scales,  in  his  coat  pocket,  along 
with  his  snuff-box.  When  a  gold  coin  was  tendered  it  was 
his  custom  to  whip  out  his  little  box  and  weigh  the  coin  with 
the  equivalent  brass  half-guinea  or  guinea  weight,  and 
accept  or  reject  according  to  result.  Mr.  Shaw  also  states 
that  the  guinea  weighed  six  pennyweights  and  nine  grains, 
an  awkward  weight  to  use  in  dispensing  or  selling.  May  I 
add  that  a  receipt  for  a  Dr.  Chamberlaine's  pill  is  also 
given  in  Beasley's  "  Druggist's  Receipt  Book,  1866,"  but  the 
ingredients  are  different,  as  well  as  the  spelling  of  the 
name,  and  Mr.  Stewart  informs  me  that  this  was  another 
Chamberlain.  Yours  truly,

[The  Chamberlain's  pills  to  which  Mr.  Henry  refers  were 
different  from  the  Edinburgh  pill,  and  arc  mentioned  in  the 
schedule  to  the  1812  and  previous  Medicine-stamp  Acts, 
Chamberlain's  ointment  and  Chamberlain's  pills  being  speci- 
fied. The  Chamberlaine's  pills  of  "  Beasley  "  (milk  of  sulphur 
and  vermilion)  may  have  been  different,  as  there  was  in 


1803  a  William  Chamberlaine  who  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  which  secured  the  passing  of  the  1803  Act,  in 
the  schedule  of  which  Chamberlain's  ointment  and  pills  are 
specified.  In  spite  of  the  indifference  to  spelling  at  that  time, 
we  imagine  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  particular 
about  his  final  "  e."  In  the  "Gentleman's  Magazine''  1748 
list  of  patent  medicines,  Dr.  Chamberlen's  necklaces  for 
children  cutting  teeth  are  mentioned.  He  was  in  Long 
Acre,  and  spelt  his  name  in  the  Edinburgh  manner.  "  Xray- 
ser  "  refers  to  these  in  his  page  this  week. — Ed.  C.  <£•  D.~] 

Sulphurous  Acid  as  a  Preservative. 
Sir, — We  note  in  your  issue  of  January  18  a  review  of  a 
report  by  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  chemist  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  on  the  effect  of  sul- 
phurous acid  and  sulphites  upon  the  digestion  and  health. 
Our  firm  has  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  sulphurous 
acid  and  its  compounds  for  nearly  forty  years,  and  during 
that  time  we  have  had  large  numbers  of  men  engaged  in  its 
manufacture  for  long  periods  of  years.  In  one  instance  a 
foreman  was  engaged  on  this  plant  for  upwards  of  thirty 
years.  In  the  discharge  of  their  duties  these  men  must 
necessarily  inhale  quantities  of  sulphurous  acid  largely  in 
excess  of  the  doses  administered  by  Dr.  Wiley ;  yet  none  of 
the  disastrous  results  noted  by  him  have  been  produced,  even 
though  these  men  may  have  taken  in,  as  well,  further  quanti- 
ties through  the  medium  of  their  daily  food,  such  as  beer, 
etc.  Any  report  emanating  from  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  deserves  to  be  treated  with  due  respect, 
but  the  result  should  not  be  accepted  as  conclusive  until 
corroborated  by  an  equally  high  authority.  Would  it,  there- 
fore, not  be  well  to  have  an  independent  investigation  made 
by  English  scientists  of  repute  to  check  the  results  obtained 
by  Dr.  Wiley  and  his  Department?  If  such  a  research 
was  undertaken  by  our  Government,  it  is  suggested  that  it 
should  not  be  quite  on  the  same  lines  as  those  followed 
in  America,  and,  instead  of  treating  the  human  subject 
with  concentrated  sulphites,  to  use  only  food-substances 
containing  sulphites  in  the  minute  quantities  usually  em- 
ployed for  their  preservation.

The  Educational  Problem. 
Sir, — I  find  myself  at  one  with  you  in  your  well-reasoned 
article  on  "The  Educational  Problem"  in  your  issue  of 
January  18,  and  I  think  you  have  put  the  matter  neatly, 
accurately,  and  concisely.  The  suggestion  which  you  offer 
is  undoubtedly  the  right  one,  because  it  is  a  just  and  a 
common-sense  one.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  observant 
pharmacists  who  are  carefully  following  the  trend  of  phar- 
maceutical affairs  that  this  separation  into  two  classes  is 
a  natural  evolution  which  must  come,  and  that  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  does  not  recognise  that  it  is  its  duty 
to  provide  the  public  with  both  classes,  the  Government 
will  bring  it  about  in  a  way  less  to  our  liking.  There  must 
be  the  "chemist  and  druggist."  or  trader,  licensed  to  sell 
poisons  for  use  in  the  arts  and  industries,  and  the  "  phar- 
macist," with  a  more  thorough  and  systematic  training, 
acquired  preferably  in  conjunction  with  medical  and  dental 
students  at  our  Universities,  to  whom  will  be  entrusted 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicines.  The  title 
"pharmacist"  must  be  made  a  purely  personal  one,  which 
could  not  be  filched  by  combinations  of  unqualified 
persons,  and  there  should  be  one  qualifying  examination, 
and  one  only,  in  which  the  most  useful  features  of  the 
present  Major — viz.,  quantitative  analysis  and  microscopical 
examination  of  vegetable  powders — would  be  incorporated. 
Division  of  the  examination  would  naturally  accompany 
this,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  pharmaceutical  authorities 
with  whom  I  have  discussed  this  matter  that  an  Assistants' 
examination  in  pure  sciences — viz.,  chemistry,  physics,  and 
botany,  theory  and  praetical  work — should  be  passed 
before  going  on  to  the  Qualifying  examination  in  the  phar- 
maceutical subjects.  In  a  paper  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Educa- 
tion "  read  before  the  Manchester  Association,  and  reported 
in  the  C.  <L-  D.  of  February  22,  1902,  I  suggested  that  a 
candidate  who  had  studied  there  subjects  at  a  recognised 
technical  school  and  who  had  obtained  first  or  second  class 
certificates,  or  who  had  passed  the  "Inter.  Sci."  examina- 
tion or  the  class  examinations  in  these  subjects  at  a 
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University  college,  should  have  these  accepted  in  lieu  of 
the  Society's  Intermediate  examination,  just  as  is  already 
done  in  the  case  of  the  Preliminary  examination.  There  can 
be  very  little  doubt  that  the  separation  of  the  purely 
scientific  from  the  more  technical  subjects  is  the  best 
division,  and  I  plead  for  a  little  elasticity  in  this  matter,  so 
that  apprentices  and  assistants  will  be  able  to  study  the 
purely  scientific  subjects  at  the  technical  school  or  Univer- 
sity college  in  the  town  where  they  happen  to  be,  and  also 
pass  the  required  examination  without  being  put  to  the 
expense  of  a  journey  to  London  or  Edinburgh  except  for  the 
Final  or  Qualifying  examination.         Yours  truly,

The  Hand  of  Michael  Still. 

Sir, — The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  un- 
burdened his  mind  at  Peterborough.  He  has  mastered  the 
lesson  which  cost  a  certain  man  his  ass — that  is,  that  one 
can't  please  everybody.  Benefiting  by  the  experience  of  this 
man  with  the  ass,  he  at  once  intimates  that  he  is  not  going 
to  try,  and  so  it  may  be  assumed  that  he  will  save  his  ass, 
but  he  must  not  complain  if  he  loses  something  in  popu- 
larity thereby.  He  even  goes  a  step  further  and  proclaims 
his  intention  of  thinking  for  himself  and  acting  on  his  own 
initiative.  In  all  this  there  is  nothing  original.  The  lan- 
guage is  so  common  as  to  be  familiar  everywhere — every- 
where but  in  the  battle  of  the  strong.  He  next  goes  on  to 
speak  of  some  person  unknown,  who  boasts  of  being  per- 
sistently consistent  in  standing  to  his  opinions,  and,  making 
no  attempt  at  courtesy,  he  characterises  this  man  as  abso- 
lutely stupid.  I  do  not  know  of  any  man  who  boasts  of 
standing  to  his  opinions — indeed,  I  know  of  no  man  who 
boasts  of  anything,  or  has  any  occasion  to  boast  of  anything, 
who  is  engaged  in  pharmacy.  There  never  was  a  field  so 
barren  of  soil  suitable  for  raising  boasters  as  the  pharma- 
ceutical field  is. 

It  would  not  be  difficult,  however,  to  show  that  the 
President  has  given  no  proof  of  having  changed  his  opinions 
himself,  inasmuch  as  the  opinions  he  now  professes  are  not 
his  opinions  at  all.  He  does  not  appear  to  know  anything 
for  certain  about  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill,  beyond  the  fact 
that  the  curriculum  clause  is  sure  to  be  in  it.  The  curriculum 
clause  is  not  new ;  it  is  not  even  so  young  as  seven  years — in 
fact,  it  may  be  said  to  have  reached  its  majority,  as  it  formed 
the  main  feature  in  a  Bill  put  forward  in  1887  by  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe,  and  blocked  by  Dr.  Clark.  It  was  under  Mr. 
Carteighe's  presidency  that  the  attempt  was  made  to  impose 
a  curriculum  by  by-law,  and  when  that  failed  he  put  it  in  a 
Bill.  It  appears  to  me  that  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  in  the 
case  of  successive  Presidents,  the  voice  may  be  the  voice  of 
the  President,  but  the  hand  is  still  the  hand  of  Michael. 
Now,  this  is  extraordinary. 

Mr.  Carteighe  must  be  not  only  a  man  with  charm  of 
manner,  he  must  be  a  strong  man — a  very  strong  man.  His 
influence  was  felt  in  the  Council  before  he  became  President. 
He  was  President  for  the  long  period  of  fourteen  years,  and 
since  then  his  influence  is  in  no  way  diminished.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  Mr.  Carteighe  has  dominated  British 
pharmacy  for  a  perod  of  over  thirty  years  without  an  in- 
terval. He  is  a  veritable  Colossus.  Nevertheless  the  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  in  this  country,  after  thirty  years  of 
his  rule,  bears  eloquent  testimony  to  the  mistaken  nature  of 
his  policy.  He  has  been  imbued  with  two  mistaken  ideas 
from  the  very  beginning  of  his  career.  The  first  is  that  it 
is  not  the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  touch  on 
trade  matters,  and  the  second  is  that  higher  education  will 
ultimately  cure  all  the  ills  of  pharmacy.  Regarding  the 
first  I  may  say  that  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
is  vested  in  the  Society,  and  as  these  Acts  are  at  least  as 
much  connected  with  the  trade  side  of  pharmacy  as  with  the 
professional,  one  hardly  sees  where  Mr.  Carteighe  got  his 
ideas  on  this  head.  He  has  carried  them  further  than  is 
done  in  any  other  profession,  for  I  know  of  no  other  Society 
which  ignores  the  bread-and-butter  interests  of  its  members 
as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  does.  Regarding  his  educa- 
tional policy,  let  chemists  consider  what  it  has  led  to.  The 
Minor  examination  has  become  so  stringent  that  I  suppose 
less  than  a  third  of  the  men  who  enter  the  drug-trade  ever 
try  to  pass  it.  The  old  Preliminary  has  disappeared,  and 
educational  tests  have  been  set  up  in  its  place  so  severe  that 
apprentices  are  not  to  be  had  for  love  or  money.    A  com- 


pulsory curriculum  is  now  contemplated  which  would 
ultimately  deprive  us  of  the  services  of  shop-trained  men, 
and  give  us  in  their  place  University-trained  men,  who 
would  be  of  little  use  to  us  under  anything  like  present  con- 
ditions. Perhaps  Mr.  Carteighe  does  not  wish  to  legislate 
for  present  conditions.  I  understand  that  there  are  some 
who  dream  of  a  time  when  we  will  have  two  classes  of 
chemists.  One  class  will  look  after  the  professional  side 
and  the  other  the  business.  I  would  be  sorry  for  the  class 
which  became  dependent  on  professional  pharmacy.  Before 
Mr.  Carteighe  tries  to  bring  into  existence  a  University- 
trained  class,  too  good  for  the  trade  side  of  pharmacy,  he 
might  take  a  look  around  and  figure  out  how  he  is  to  secure 
professional  pharmacy  for  them. 

In  order  that  these  educational  ideas  may  be  carried  out, 
it  looks  as  if  the  Council  would  accept  the  Government 
suggestions  on  other  heads.  So  far  as  chemists  in  business 
are  concerned,  here  is  a  plain  attempt  to  turn  two  blacks  into 
a  white.  The  Government  suggestions  are  not  more  objec- 
tionable, or  likely  to  be  more  injurious  to  us,  than  are  these 
educational  suggestions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  In 
legislation  of  this  kind,  we  are  ourselves  hampered  with 
fresh  restrictions,  which  may  or  may  not  apply  to  our 
enemies,  and  a  large  part  of  our  trade  is  diverted  into 
unqualified  channels  as  a  result  of  Government  action,  while 
it  is  made  impossible  for  us  to  get  either  apprentices  or 
assistants  to  carry  on  our  businesses,  and  the  legalising  of 
unqualified  men,  in  some  way  or  other,  is  brought  within 
sight  by  the  Council's  action. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  have  to  turn  an  attack  into  a  defence, 
but  it  is  wiser  to  do  so  than  it  would  be  to  come  to  terms  with 
our  enemies  wnich  are  all  against  ourselves.  It  seems  to  me 
that  our  wisest  course,  meantime,  is  to  block  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  with  our  one  and  play  a  waiting  game.  Let  not 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  think  that  indifference  on  the 
part  of  chemists  means  acquiescence.  The  fight  has  been  so 
arduous  that  chemists  are  played  out  meantime.  Their 
courage  will  revive  when  the  position  has  developed  a  little 
more. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  I  do  not  for  a  minute  suppose 
that  Mr.  Carteighe  is  personally  responsible  for  all  that  is 
done  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  What  I  complain  of  is  that 
his  ideas  are  in  all  that  is  done  there.  Let  chemists  re- 
member that  thirty  years  of  his  ideas  have  left  pharmacy 
in  Britain,  all  things  considered,  in  a  worse  position  than 
it  is  anywhere  else  in  the  civilised  world.

Spoonfuls  by  the  Metric  System. 

Sir, — There  is  such  an  obvious  slip  in  my  letter  of  this 
week  on  the  metric  system  that  I  must  apologise  for  troubling 
you  on  the  matter.  The  figures  given  should  of  course  read 
0.6  and  0.525206.  \ours  faithfully,

[We  have  prefixed  the  decimals  with  a  cypher,  which  is 
a  means  of  obviating  such  slips.  Britishers  are  peculiar 
among  Europeans  in  writing,  e.g.,  .1  when  0.1  is  meant.  In 
the  C.  Jt  D.  we  endeavour  to  use  always  the  latter  and  better 
form.— Ed.  C.  &  £>.] 

Sir, — With  regard  to  Mr.  Roberts'  letter  in  your  last 
issue,  p.  171,  on  the  subject  of  "  Spoonfuls  by  the 
Metric  System,"  this  contains  several  slips,  probably 
printer's  mistakes.  Mr.  Roberts  has  already  written  to 
me,  pointing  out  two  of  them — i.e.,  the  result  of  dividing 
8  by  13.33  should  be  0.6,  and  not  6;  then,  again,  dividing 
the  7  c.c.  by  13.33  gives  0.52,  etc.,  and  not  5.2,  etc.  Mr. 
Roberts  has  omitted  to  notice  that  he  has  copied  my 
second  prescription  incorrectly,  or  the  much-maligned  com- 
positor has  shifted  the  decimal  point  in  respect  of  liquor 
morphinse  hydrochloridi  one  place  to  the  right,  with  the 
result  that  the  patient  would  be  taking  ten  times  the 
quantity  the  physician  intended.  However,  such  slips  do 
occur. 

It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  the  two  first  examples  of 
metric  prescriptions  have  dosages  in  the  terms  of  the  table- 
spoonful,  which,  taken  at  15  c.c,  do  not  yield  whole  num- 
bers when  dividing  the  number  of  doses  prescribed  into  the 
amounts  ordered  for  each  ingredient.  As  a  true  disciple  of 
the  metric  system  I  most  certiinly  regret  the  brain  worry 
which  I  have  caused  my  friend  Mr.  Roberts.  He  pulls 
1  me  to  pieces  for  encumbering  the  metric  system  with  the 
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spoonful  as  "  side  issue."  Ail  I  cim  say  is  that  somewhere 
about  the  year  1880,  or  possibly  before,  the  compilers  of 
the  French  "  Codex  "  thought  it  desirable  to  set  up  the 
equivalents  for  the  teaspoon  and  tablespoon  mentioned  on 
p.  xvi  of  the  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  doubtless  to  meet 
the  requirements,  on  the  one  side,  of  the  pharmacist,  and 
on  the  other  of  the  public ;  and  the  late  W.  Martindale 
perhaps  thought  it  wise  to  follow  the  lead  of  the  country 
which  gave  birth  to  the  metric  system,  rather  than  com- 
plicate and  confuse  matters  by  introducing  a  new  "table- 
spoonful"  of  20,  let  alone  25  c.c,  which  Mr.  Roberts 
would  have  us  employ — so  as  to  produce  a  "calculable 
ratio  " — particularly  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  30  c.c. 
approximate  1  fl.  oz.,  and  a  fluid  ounce  has  always  been 
understood  as  equivalent  to  two  tablespoonfuls !  The 
arithmetical  conclusion  is  that  the  patient  with  a  Con- 
tinental "  scrip  "  mentioning  the  unfortunate  tablespoonful 
would,  if  Mr.  Roberts'  25-c.c.  tablespoon  were  agreed  to 
here,  run  the  risk  of  receiving  nearly  twice  as  much  of  a 
potent  drug  for  a  dose  in  this  country  as  he  would  abroad — 
assuming,  of  course,  that  the  necessary  domestic  table- 
spoon could  be  nearly  doubled  in  size,  which  is  surely 
impossible.  Yours  very  truly.

Struggles  of  a  Modern  Druggist. 

Sir, — The  difficulties  of  securing  a  living  wage  by  a 
chemist  and  druggist  in  a  working-class  neighbourhood 
are  now  so  great  that  one  wonders  if  the  men  at  head- 
quarters in  the  Square  or  our  members  of  Parliament 
appreciate  what  we  have  to  suffer.  That  the  modern 
chemist  and  druggist  is  a  person  of  considerable  education 
and  ability  is  a  fact  requiring  no  proof.  The  law  of  the 
land  secures  the  services  of  men  of  good  elementary  edu- 
cation, followed  up  by  a  long  and  comprehensive  study 
of  scientific  and  technical  knowledge  involving  years  of 
careful  training.  The  average  chemist  and  druggist 
knows  much  more  of  medicines,  chemistry,  and  phar- 
macy than  the  average  medical  man.  Yet  for  all  these 
demands  and  acquirements  the  only  advantage  the  law 
allows  is  the  sale  of  certain  poisons,  and  in  addition  the 
title  "chemist  and  druggist."  Some  people  try  to  make 
out  these  advantages  are  of  immense  importance.  Well, 
they  are  perhaps  better  than  nothing  ;  but,  after  all,  they 
are  very  little  for  the  much  that  is  demanded  in  a  great 
variety  of  ways  from  the  man  who  spends  his  life  behind 
the  counter  of  a  chemist's  shop.  Practically,  the  law 
insists  upon  our  being  professional  men  ;  but  it  makes  no 
provision  for  our  earning  our  living  by  our  profession. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  we  make  very  little  off  the 
sale  of  poisons.  In  fact,  there  is  no  part  of  our  business 
that  gives  more  anxiety.  It  is  well  known  that,  apart 
from  the  unceasing  care  exercised  hourly,  very  many  lives 
would  be  sacrificed  from  ignorance,  recklessness,  or  evil 
design  all  over  the  land  if  we  did  not  utilise  our  know- 
ledge to  public  advantage.  Much  time  and  patient 
instruction  is  constantly  being  given  to  customers  when 
telling  them  how  to  deal  with  the  more  active  medi- 
cines, or  other  materials  they  buy.  In  ordinary 
working-class  districts,  where  the  people  are  generally 
ignorant,  the  worry  attending  the  supply  of  dangerous 
•dru~3  is  very  great.  The  perplexity  as  to  what  is  best  to 
he  done  is  frequently  increased  by  the  individual  resenting 
what  is  deemed  undue  curiosity  on  our  part.  Only  the 
other  day  I  asked  a  customer  to  indicate  the  purposed 
use  of  the  material  wanted,  and  was  met  by,  "  Have  you 
any  right  to  ask  such  a  question  ?  Can  I  not  force  you 
to  sell  what  I  want,  if  you  keep  open  shop?  "  A  galling 
fact  is  that  all  such  time,  knowledge,  and  anxiety  are 
expected  and  exacted  without  one  thought  of  deserved 
recompense.  No  matter  how  small  the  price  of  the  article, 
if  any  harm  came  out  of  its  use,  such  folk  would  set  up 
a  claim  for  damages  of  startling  amount,  and  get  dozens 
of  lawyers  to  back  them  up  in  the  demand.  Most  skilled 
judges,  fortunately,  are  able  to  see  the  wrongs  involved 
in  such  claims,  and  decide  accordingly ;  but  things  do 
not  always  work  out  in  this  way.  In  the  cases  mentioned 
chemists  are  glad  enough  to  spend  time  civing  needed 
warning  so  as  to  nre'-ent  mischief  being  done  :  but  whv 
the  poor  chemist  should  be  the  only  professional  man  who 
must  give  time  and  knowledge  for  nought  pro  bono 
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publico  is  a  matter  worth  consideration.  In  working-class 
neighbourhoods  there  is  simply  no  end  to  expected  advice 
;n  every  conceivable  subject,  but  especially  those  relating 
to  health  or  drugs.  Questions  that  a  specialist  could  not 
answer  a  chemist  finds  himself  bombarded  with  daily. 
Example:  "What  is  the  best  thing  for  a  bad  fut?" 
This  man  was  amazed  that  the  "  f  ut  "  would  need  to  be 
seen.  "  Surely  I  didn't  know  much  about  a  bad  fut !  " 
"My  father  has  been  badly  for  a  long  time;  could  you 
suggest  some  simple  thing,  at  little  cost,  to  make  him 
better?"  One  could  ring  the  changes  on  such  question- 
ings for  hours  on  end.  J)o  what  one  likes  in  these  cir- 
cumstances, no  satisfaction  is  arrived  at.  To  suggest  the 
family  doctor  is  useless ;  they  have  none.  Besides,  the 
chemist  is  laying  himself  open  to  the  charge  of  not  know- 
ing his  business,  is  disobliging,  unsympathetic,  callous, 
and  a  hundred  other  outrageous  absurdities.  It  is  not 
only  the  very  ignorant  who  act  so  foolishly. 

One  outstanding  reason  why  workpeople  expect  medical 
advice  "on  tap"  free  is  that  public  hospitals  provide  it 
for  all  comers.  The  theory  is  that  only  the  actually 
necessitous  apply  for  medical  aid,  but  the  truth  is  that 
fairly  well-to-do  people  make  a  habit  of  benefiting  from 
its  open  door  when  they  please.  An  assistant  of  mine, 
who  acted  as  temporary  dispenser,  told  me  that  some  of 
the  lady  patients  appeared  in  kid  gloves  and  expensive 
dresses,  and  were  supplied  without  question  with  advice 
and  drugs  for  nothing.  This  hospital  is  maintained  by 
public  subscribers,  private  benefactions,  church  collec- 
tions, and  similar  methods.  The  various  public  works 
also  provide  subscriptions  of  one  penny  a  month  from 
each  worker.  The  workers  therefore  say  they  "  pay  for 
the  doctor  and  medicine,"  holding  themselves  entitled  to 
the  best  skill  available.  It  has  simply  come  to  this,  that 
a  large  proportion  of  our  inhabitants  look  upon  a  public 
hospital  as  an  institution  for  their  benefit  to  be  used,  or 
abused,  constantly ;  and  a  certain  class  of  clericals  are 
adepts  in  the  exploitation  of  these  institutions  for  the 
benefit  of  their  members.  The  reflex  action  of  all  this  is 
that  workpeople  imbued  with  these  habits  think  medi- 
cine should  be  got  for  nothing ;  and  the  chemist  dealing 
with  such  customers  finds  his  stock  very  much  a  drug  in 
the  market. 

There  is  a  kind  of  customer  that  aggravates  perhaps 
more  than  any  other — the  individual  who  wants  a  miracle 
performed  for  a  penny.  To  keep  one's  temper  when  asked 
to  supply  "a  pennyworth  of  something  to  cure  that"  is 
saintly.  The  "that"  may  be  a  neglected  sore,  a 
long-standing  skin  disease,  a  black  eye,  a  burn  more  or 
less  severe,  or  some  other  injury  or  ailment  likely  to 
require  treatment  extending  over  a  considerable  period. 
Often  enough  insult  may  be  added  to  injury  by  such 
words  as  "  Don't  give  me  anything  unless  you  are  sure 
the  stuff  makes  it  better."  Yes,  and  frequently  we  are 
expected  to  diagnose  the  case,  and  send  the  pennyworth 
of  absolute  cure  to  a  patient  we  have  not  seen  and  know 
nothing  whatever  about,  but  are  supposed  to  understand 
on  hearing  the  inquiry. 

The  practice  of  begging  seems  to  be  greatly  on  the 
increase  under  a  variety  of  guises.  Twenty  or  thirty 
years  ago  it  was  a  difficult  matter  to  get  a  respectable 
person  to  collect  subscriptions,  even  from  people  known  to 
be  in  sympathy  with  the  object  for  which  the  money  was 
required.  Far  otherwise  now,  since  I  write  from  painful 
experience  in  reporting  that  some  days  the  contents  of 
the  till  would  not  satisfy  the  numerous  demands  of  callers 
wanting  money  for  this,  that,  or  the  other  "good  cause." 
And  some  of  these,  especially  certain  ostensibly  religious 
organisations,  do  not  scruple  to  let  it  be  known  among 
their  own  kind  that  named  non-subscribers  are  "out  of 
sympathy  with  us,"  and  very  soon  this  comes  back  in  the 
form  that  So-and-So  "is  very  miserly."  Of  course,  the 
chemist  is  a  man  rolling  in  wealth,  and  can  always  be 
depended  on  for  a  good  thing  ! 

These  are  some  of  the  difficulties  and  annoyances  we 
have  to  encounter  daily.  The  ruinous  cutting  of  prices, 
the  absurd  margins  of  profit  obtained  from  proprietary 
articles,  the  fact  that  small  and  large  huxters  sell  so  many 
things  that  used  to  be  confined  to  chemists,  the  absence 
of  prescriptions,  due  to  the  fact  that  most  doctors  in 
working-class  districts  supply  medicine  themselves;  all 
these,  along  with  many  other  troubles,  and  not  one  of 
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the  least  is  that  there  are  more  drug-shops  in  almost  every 
place  than  is  warranted  by  the  business  available.  Last 
year  was  perhaps  exceptionally  unfavourable,  with  its 
persistenly  unseasonable  weather— no  photographic  trade, 
no  flies  or  fly-papers,  little  aerated  waters  or  health  salts 
or  other  salines,  little  outdoor  gaieties,  with  a  meagre  sale 
of  perfumes  or  toilet  requisites — oh,  a  sad,  miserable  time 
indeed!

Sale  and  Use  of  Cocaine. 
Sir, — With  reference  to  the  death  of  a  patient  after  the 
application  of  cocaine  by  an  unqualified  dentist,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  will  call  the  attention  of  those  in  authority — 
viz.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — to  the  indiscriminate  use 
of  this  deadly  alkaloid  by  hundreds  of  unqualified  men 
throughout  the  country.  It  is  illegal  for  a  drug-store  man 
to  sell  a  grain,  but  a  youth  who  has  been  two  or  three  years 
in  the  workshop  of  a  dentist  or  otherwise  can  set  up  for 
himself  and  inject  into  anybody  and  everybody  ad,  lib.,  with 
no  one  to  say  him  nay.    Surely  this  wants  rectifying.

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
X.Y.Z.  (97/28),  writing  in  reply  to  our  observations  on 
his  letter  last  week,  repeats  his  criticism  of  "  Xrayser " 
(who,  it  will  be  observed,  ignores  "  X.Y.Z. ")  and  adds  : 

From  "  Xrayser's "  writing  it  seemed  to  me  that  any- 
thing which  would  benefit  the  chemist  was  "  all  right,"  but 
when  a  dispenser  from  another  school  wanted  to  claim  a 
similar  right  "  Xrayser "  cries  "  hands  off."  I  merely 
wished  to  know  if  this  was  a  sample  of  the  average  sense  of 
justness  among  chemists  ?  In  your  footnote  you  state  that 
"  the  apothecaries'  assistants'  certificate  is  restricted  in  its 
application  to  service  with  an  apothecary."  I  should  like 
to  ask  then,  why  is  it  accepted  by  the  L.G.B.  in  prisons  and 
in  hospitals  as  a  sufficient  qualification  in  dispensing?  I 
could  give  the  names  of  quite  twenty  hospitals  and  in- 
stitutions in  London  alone  where  holders  of  the  apothecaries' 
certificate  are  acting  as  dispensers. 

"  X.Y.Z."  quotes  inadequately  ;  we  added  "  for  any  other 
statutory  service  it  is  entirely  inoperative."  If  "X.Y.Z." 
and  others  with  his  limited  qualification  would  endeavour 
to  understand  what  that  means  they  would  know  better  how 
they  stand.

p.  43s;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 


4- ■  W.  (90/68).— As  to  the  sale  of  sarsaparilla  drinks,  see 
the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  465,  under  Refreshment  Houses. 

Wilts  (100/3). — If  it  is  your  practice  to  inform  customers 
that  your  syphons  are  lent  to  them,  and  you  can  prove  that  a 
particular  customer  was  aware  of  the  fact,  agreeing  to  pay 
for  any  not  returned,  you  can  recover  their  value. 

E.  B.  (97/48).— There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  sale  of 
cyanide  gauze  must  be  treated  as  the  sale  of  a  preparation 
ot  a  metallic  cyanide,  and  should  accordingly  be  recorded  in 
the  poison-book  as  being  a  Part  1  poison.  ^This  is  the  course 
followed  with  arsenical  fly-papers.  It  is  advisable  to  get  the 
surgeon  who  orders  the  cyanide  gauze  to  prescribe  it  in  the 
nrst  instance  so  that  it  may  then  and  afterwards  be  supplied 
as  a  medicine  dispensed. 


Pharmakos  (93/23)  wants  to  know  the  exact  (as  far  as 
anything  legal  can  be  exact)  scope  of  the  term  "  tenantable 
repair."  He  has  a  lease  of  that  description,  and  wants  to 
know  whether  it  means  that,  when  a  thing  has  been  mended 
and  repaired,  and  gets  beyond  that,  he  has  to  put  a  new 
article  in.  As  concrete  instances  he  gives  a  bath  and  a 
w.c.,  both  of  which  he  has  had  repaired  several  times,  but 
which  are  now  useless.  ["  Tenantable  repair  "  was  held  in 
the  case  of  "  Proudfoot  v.  Hart"  in  the  Court  of  Appeal 
(25  Q.B.D.  42)  to  mean  such  repair  as  having  regard  to  the 
age,  character,  and  locality  of  the  premises  would  make  them 
reasonably  fit  for  the  occupation  of  a  reasonably  minded 
tenant  of  the  class  who  would  be  likely  to  tata  them.  In  this 
case  Lord  Esher  said  that  if  a  floor  had  become  perfectly 
rotten  the  tenant  must  put  down  a  new  floor,  but  if  he  can 
make  it  good  ...  he  is  not  bound  to  put  down  a  new  floor. 
From  which  "  Pharmakos  "  may  reasonably  deduce  that  he 
must  put  in  a  new  bath  and  w.c.  if  he  cannot  persuade  his 
landlord  to  do  the  work.] 

Seivad  Major  (92/59)  puts  the  following  case: 

Two  chemists,  having  two  shops,  became  partners,  but 
after  a  time  agreed  to  separate,  each  one  to  remain  in  the 
shop  where  he  was.  A  deed  of  dissolution  of  partnership  was 
drawn  up  in  a  proper  manner,  and  all  debts,  etc.,  squared. 
One  of  the  clauses  in  the  deed  is  that  "  each  shall  undertake 
not  to  open  a  chemist's  shop,  or  be  interested  in  any  similar 
business,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  other,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  pounds,  recoverable  by 
the  other  as  liquidated  damages."    The  questions  arise  : 

(1)  Is  there  a  time  limit? 

(2)  If  one  of  them  gets  sold  up,  would  that  terminate  the 

agreement  ? 

(3)  If  one  of  them  were  to  sell  his  business,  would  that 

absolve  the  other  man  ? 

The  answer  to  all  questions  is  "  No."  Unless  there  is  a 
time  limit  in  the  deed  this  covenant  is  part  of  the  goodwill 
of  the  business  and  will  pass  to  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  or 
to  whomsoever  the  goodwill  becomes  vested  in  by  sale  or 
transfer. 

Ph.C.  (100/21). — (1)  The  sale  of  paregoric  substitute  come? 
under  Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  bu 
there  is  no  offence  if  the  seller  brings  to  the  knowledge  of  tin 
customer  the  fact  that  the  article  sold  is  not  of  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  of  the  article  he  demands.  If  the 
customer  is  told  that  the  article  is  paregoric  substitute,  and 
he  agrees  to  take  it,  the  article  being  labelled  "  Paregoric 
Substitute,"  there  is  no  offence.  (2)  As  there  is  no  standard 
for  chlorodyne,  and  as  Section  6  above  mentioned  does  not 
extend  to  proprietary  medicines,  it  is  doubtful  if  a  prosecution 
under  the  Act  for  selling  "  Linseed  Liquorice  and  Chlorodyne 
Lozenges "  free  from  opium  would  succeed.  The  sale  cf 
lozenges  containing  morphine  (in  the  form  of  chlorodyne)  by 
an  unqualified  person  is  an  infringement  of  Section  15  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  provided  the  principle  de  minimis  non 
curat  lex  does  not  apply.  Compare  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  452, 
paragraph  26.  (3)  The  sale  "  as  wine "  of  a  non-alcoholic 
compound  not  derived  from  the  grape  or  fruit  may  bring  the 
seller  into  trouble  under  the  Merchandise-marks  Act  for  using 
a  false  description.  It  is  not  legally  necessary  to  state  that  the 
preparation  is  non-intoxicating.  Stamps  are  not  required  for 
wines  or  wine-substitutes,  but,  in  the  case  of  the  latter,  if 
they  are  held  out  for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  human 
ailments  they  are  medicines,  and  come  within  the  charge  of 
duty.  (4)  A  digestive  tea  is  described  as  being  "  made  by  a 
special  process,  and  when  infused  does  not  contain  the  amount 
of  tannic  acid  (the  indigestible  principle  of  tea)  that  ordinary 
teas  possess,  and  therefore  is  most  suitable  for  invalids  and 
those  who  are  troubled  with  weak  stomachs,  indigestion, 
heartburn,  liver-complaints,  etc."  This  does  not  hold  out  the 
tea  as  a  medicine;  it  is  still  tea  to  be  used  for  dietetic  pur- 
poses, and  is  not  used  as  a  medicine,  hence  it  is  outside  the 
charge  of  duty. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

We  endeavour  to  reply  promptly  and  practically  to  trade  ques- 
tions of  general  in'jarest,  but  cannot  guarantee  insertion  of 
replies  on  a  particular  date,  nor  can  we  repeat  information 
given  during  the  past  twelve  months.  A  preliminary  condi- 
tion for  reporting  on  samples  submitted  is  that  all  particulars 
as  to  source  and  uses  are  given  to  us. 


Tf.  N.  (67/51).  — Dry-soaps. —The  bleaching-properties 
claimed  for  soap-powders  may  be  due  to  action  of  the  alkalies 
which  such  powders  contain.  It  appears,  however,  that 
hyposulphite  of  soda  is  sometimes  an  ingredient  of  such 
powders,  with  the  idea  of  utilising  the  bleaching-action  of 
sulphur  which  is  liberated  when  the  mixture  is  boiled  with 
water  in  the  process  of  washing  clothes. 
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W.  O.  B.  (72/18). — Washing-tablet. — This  is,  as  you  suspect, 
simply  paraffin-wax.  The  sample  and  your  letter  became 
detached,  and  we  could  not  be  sure  of  the  identity  of  the 
specimen  until  your  last  communication  reached  us. 

S.  Y.  It.  (258/53).— (1)  The  Departmental  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  1901  recommended 
that  the  limit  of  the  quantity  of  salicylic  acid  in  a  beverage 
be  1  grain  per  pint.  The  recommendations  have  not  so  far 
been  made  legally  binding,  but  they  are  frequently  quoted  as 
evidence  in  cases  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  (2) 
Rice-flour  in  Baking-powder. — We  gave  our  views  on  the 
prosecution  you  refer  to,  in  which  it  was  sought  to  set  up  a 
baking-powder  standard,  in  the  G.  <k  D.,  August  10,  1907, 
p.  248.  The  question  of  the  use  of  acid  phosphates — cream  of 
tartar  substitutes — was  not  raised  in  this  case. 

W.  F.  (92/51).— The  observations  by  Jay  Mack  in  our 
Winter  Issue  exactly  fit  your  case.  The  returns  you  mention 
are  practically  the  same  as  the  value  of  the  stock  (you  do  not 
say  anything  about  fittings).  It  is  almost  certain  that  you 
will  need  to  get  rid  of  200/.  of  stock  at  a  sacrifice,  and  con- 
sidering that  the  profits  (gross  or  net)  are  not  stated,  the  loss 
referred  to  excludes  the  desirability  of  your  paying  anything 
for  goodwill.  Present-day  experience  is  that  there  is  no 
goodwill  in  a  business  which  absoi-bs  in  stock  as  much  as 
a  year's  returns.  If  a  business  is  properly  worked  the  stock 
should  be  turned  over  at  least  twice  a  year. 

Thymo  (82/52).— (1)  The  dead-white  colour  of  a  mixture  of 
calomel  and  sugar  can  be  altered  by  the  addition  of  a.  trace 
of  carmine  or  brown  umber.  (2)  Vebatrine  Nit-pomade. — The 
strength  of  this  is  generally  from  half  to  one  grain  of  vei atria 
to  the  ounce.  There  is  a  good  recipe  in  "  P.  F.,"  and  we  have 
given  the  formula  in  past  issues  of  the  C.  <&  D. 

Ithei  (11/16).— Fish  -bait  Oils. — The  addition  of  traces  of 
some  essential  oils  to  the  bait  used  in  fishing  is  considered  to 
act  as  an  attraction  to  the  fish.  Customers  generally  ask  for 
oil  of  rhodium,  which  is  now  a  factitious  preparation  made 
from  such  a  formula  as  the  following : 

Balsam  of  copaiba   4  parts 

Salad  oil    1  part 

Almond  oil   5  parts 

Mix,  and  to  each  ounce  add — 
Otto  of  rose,  or 

Oil  of  rose-geranium   10  drops 

L.  H.  L.  (69/61).— Boot-stain.— The  sample  you  send  is  a 
good  specimen  of  the  spirit  dyes  which  are  much  used  for 
reviving  the  surface  of  kid  boots.  The  basis  is  made  on  the 
following  model : 

Shellac   8  oz. 

Castor  oil    i  oz. 

Camphor    2  oz. 

Methylated  spirit   2  pints 

Venice  turpentine  ...    lj  pints 

Dissolve,  and  to  the  liquor  add  a  sufficiency  of  spirit-soluble 
aniline  black. 

Mildew  (Barcelona)  (5/31).— (1)  There  is  no  means  of  re- 
storing the  solubility  of  bleached  shellac  when  it  has  become 
lost  by  age.  (2)  We  do  not  know  witch-hazel  as  a  perfume,  only 
as  a  medicament.  (3)  Chlorophyll.— The  method  of  makinlr 
this  is  shown  in  the  pharmacopoeia!  green  extracts.  If 
chlorophyll  is  the  product  aimed  at,  grass  or  spinach  may  be 
employed.  The  juice  is  pressed  out,  filtered,  and  heated 
gradually  to  130°  F.,  when  the  green  colouring-matter 
coagulates,  and  is  separated  by  filtering  through  calico.  A 
spirit-soluble  chlorophyll  is  made  by  digesting  grass  or 
spinach  in  spirit,  filtering  and  evaporating  off  the  solvent. 

F.  C.  (100/20).— Film-stripping  from  Negative. — The  pro- 
blem, to  remove  the  film  without  enlarging  it  in  any  direc- 
tion, is  a  difficult  one.  We  have  tried  several  methods  with 
inconspicuous  success.  The  following  process,  which  is  given 
in  the  "British  Journal  Photographic  Almanac"  as  by 
Middleton  and  Holcroft,  is  more  hopeful,  as  the  spirit  has  the 
effect  of  preventing  expansion  : 

Methylated  spirit   25  oz. 

Water    1  oz. 

Glycerin    1 0z. 

To  prepare  the  stripping-solution  add  6  to  30  minims  of 
hydrofluoric  acid  to  each  ounce  of  the  above  stock  solution. 
The  film  is  cut  through  all  round  about  £  in.  from  the  edge 
and  placed  level  by  the  aid  of  three  wedges.  The  stripping 
solution  is  spread  with  a  strip  of  paper  and  the  loose  edging 
ot  him  removed  as  soon  as  it  comes  away  easily.  The  loose- 
ness of  the  main  film  is  now  tested  by  passing  a  waxed  silk 
thread  stretched  on  a  bow  underneath  it.  If  all  is  free  the 
solution  is  poured  off  and  plain  stock  solution  substituted. 
Ihe  loose  him  is  now  transferred  to  a  glass  plate,  previously 
coated  with  a  thin  film  of  mucilage.  As  a  lifter  of  the  film, 
paramn  paper  is  employed,  the  sheet  being  lightly  squeegeed 
on  to  the  film  and  the  two  lifted  together.    When  the  film  is 


placed  in  contact  with  the  gummed  glass  plate  the  paraffin 
paper  is  lightly  squeegeed  and  then  removed. 

Beksat  (94/16). — Don't  you  think  it  rather  pitiful  that  a  few 
men  connected  with  pharmacy  should  be  so  divided  in  opinion 
as  to  argue  whether  Water-pipes  Burst  when  the  water  freezes 
or  when  it  thaws  ?  Seeing  that  the  force  which  breaks  the  pipe 
is  exerted  when  the  water  expands  in  solidification  and  then 
ceases,  it  should  be  clear  that  if  the  pipe  does  not  break  then 
it  will  not  afterwards,  when  no  expansive  force  is  exerted. 
It  is  not  until  the  water  is  in  a  state  to  escape  from  the  pipes 
that  one  knows  what  has  happened. 

It.  G.  (83/35). — Thanks  for  yours,  but  the  incident  is  too 
commonplace  to  be  reported  in  these  pages. 

E.  B.  (97/48). — Experiment  with  ammonia  or  potash  to 
produce  a  soluble  non-alcoholic  preparation  of  podophyllin, 
using  a  mixture  of  glycerin  1  and  water  3  as  the  men- 
struum. Such  solutions  are  said  gradually  to  lose  their 
activity  The  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas "  preparation 
(Tr.  Podophyll.  Ammoniat.)  is:  Resin,  podoph.  gr.  viij., 
spt.  ammon.  arom.  3j.  This  formula  (centesimally  modified— 
i.e.,  1  in  100)  is  used  by  the  "B.P.  Codex."  Squire  gives 
podophyllum  resin  24  gr.,  90  p.c.  alcohol  2  oz.,  and  solution  of 
ammonia  1  oz.  :  dissolve. 

/.  D.  (86/48). — Glycyrrhizin  is  precipitated  in  both  cases 
owing  to  the  menstrua  being  acid.  The  best  way  to  ensure 
bright  solutions  with  liquorice  extract  is  to  add  ammonia  to 
the  latter  until  it  smells  faintly  of  the  alkali,  then  warm  to 
drive  off  excess  of  ammonia. 

Burno  (95/74). — You  may  use  heroin  in  the  mixture  without 
creating  the  trouble  referred  to. 

Dido  (140/19). — The  article  on  the  manufacture  of  British 
wines  appeared  in  the  C.  cfc  D.,  July  27,  1907,  p.  194. 

S.  B.  C.  (86/47). — Rubber-stamp  Ink. — The  following  recipe 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  yields  a  good  violet  ink  : 

Methyl-violet  3  B   313. 

Distilled  water    3X. 

Acetic  acid  31]. 

Rectified  spirit    sks. 

Glycerin  to  Jx. 

Make  a  solution  by  rubbing  in  a  mortar. 

Cheshire  (87/34).  —  Painless  Tooth-extraction.  —  Ethyl 
chloride  is  used  as  a  general  anaesthetic  in  dental  operations, 
but  the  present  tendency  is  towards  the  use  of  a  local 
anaesthetic  injected  into  the  gums  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  tooth  to  be  extracted.  Ward's  solution  is  advertised  in 
the  C.  &  D.  Particulars  of  the  method  of  injection  are  given 
in  "  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  and  C.  &  D.,  March  3,  1906, 
p.  359. 

Bleach  (96/22). — Hair  can  be  bleached  by  immersion  in  a 
solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  made  slightly  alkaline  with 
ammonia.  If  the  temperature  of  the  liquid  is  raised  the  action 
is  quicker.  Dip  afterwards  in  weak  solution  of  methylene 
blue. 

B.  F.  C.  (88/72). — Disinfectant  Spray  for  Dead  Bodies. — 
This  solution  used  by  undertakers  has  a  basis  of  formalin,  and 
appears  to  be  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  eau  de  Cologne  and 
formalin. 

Brum  (79/32). — (1)  Household  Ammonia. — A  standard 
recipe  for  this  is  the  one  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas," which  we  repeat  here: 

Yellow  soap  ...       ...       ...       ...    gr.  viij. 

Lavender-water    3j. 

Strong  solution  of  ammonia      ...  3vj- 

Distilled  water  to    ...  3xx. 

This  can  be  cheapened  by  reducing  the  strength  of  the 
ammonia,  but  the  efficacy  is  also  diminished,  which  again 
does  not  conduce  to  a  large  sale. 

(2)  Hand-tablets. — The  following  is  a  good  recipe  for  a 
chapped-hand  tablet : 

Curd  soap   3j- 

Hot  water    3j. 

Borax      3SS. 

Anhydrous  wool-fat    3ij. 

Powdered  camphor  ...       ...       ...  3ss. 

Oil  of  rose-geranium    miv. 

Mould  into  cakes. 
S.  B.  (Hyderabad)  (67/33). — Datura  Tatula  leaves  are  used 
in  the  preparation  of  asthma-remedies.  An  extract  could  be 
made  in  the  same  way  as  directed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  for 
extract  hyoscyami,  but  there  is  no  demand  for  such  an  extract. 
A  limited  sale  exists  for  the  official  extract  from  the  seeds  of 
Datura  Stramonium. 

— It  was  in  our  issue  of 
August  17,  1907,  p.  307,  that  we  reviewed  the  work  on 
"  Window  Decoration  in  the  Drug-trade:  A  Practical  Hand- 
book, showing  how  to  dress  windows  effectively,  and  contain- 
ing general  rules  for  the  exercise  of  decorative  art,"  by  Ernst 
Syllwasschy  (J.  H.  Mayer,  Braunschweig,  5m.).

The  candidate  (2/67)  who  supplies  the  following  notes  entered 
"  a  recently  opened  college  of  pharmacy,"  and  while  there 
worked  so  well  as  to  pass  on  the  first  attempt.  It  was  some 
time  ago. 

Practical  Chemistry. — Being  at  No.  18  bench,  the  rule  I 
found  was  for  even  numbers  to  do  volumetric  analysis  tirst, 
the  odd  numbers  qualitative  analysis.    My  paper  directed  me 

(1)  to  estimate  a  small  bottle  of  ILSO.  containing  between 
5  and  15  per  cent,  of  real  acid  with  pure  anhydrous  Na,COi; 

(2)  to  prepare  an  accurate  decinormal  solution  from  it,  and 
with  1  his  to  estimate  the  grams  in  a  lil  re  of  KOI  I  in  a  solution 
provided.  This  occupied  me  until  about  11.30  a.m.,  and  I 
found  it  quite  easy,  the  acid  working  out  to  13.94  per  cent,  and 
the  KOH  to  9.89  grams  in  a  litre.  (3j  The  solution  given  mo 
for  analysis  I  found  to  contain  ammonium  citrate.

I  asked  for  a  percolator,  packed  the  cascara.  and  com- 
menced percolating,  it  being  completely  exhausted  at 
4.30  p.m.  I  then  placed  the  percolate  on  a  water-bath, 
and  commenced  evaporating.  The  emulsion  was  a  decided 
failure.  The  powders  I  had  weighed  out  after  preparing  the 
pulv.  rhei  co.  and  had  commenced  wrapping  up,  when  the 
examiner  came  round  inquiring  the  reason  for  my  emulsion 
separating.  He  then  ran  a  spatula  through  a  powder,  but 
was  unable  to  detect  any  dilferei.ee,  as  t  had  passed  the 
powder  through  a  very  fine  sieve.  A  few  days  later  I  received 
notice  to  come  up  for  the  oral. 

Prescription-reading  was  my  first  subject.  I  got  a  simple 
prescription  to  translato  into  full  Latin,  and  also  a  calcula- 
tion :  "How  much  of  a  solution  of  hydrarg.  perchlor.  (1-25) 
would  be  required  to  make  1  gal.  of  solution  1-1,200?  "  Then 
followed  several  prescriptions  to  read  into  English,  and  a  few 
doses,  and  strengths. 

Theoretical  Chemistry. — I  had  to  write  down  all  the  phos- 
phorous preparations  which  I  knew,  with  formulae.  I  was 
taken  over  the  preparation  of  all  of  them,  iriving  equations; 
also  Na2B.O„  HjBO,,  and  Cu.CL.BiCb.  I  was  then  asked 
whether  I  knew  any  organic  chemistry,  and,  replying  in  the 
affirmative.  I  was  taken  over  preparation  and  reactions  of 
C.H.,  CHCL,  COOH.COOIf,  (Ml..  C.ILNO,,  C.H.NH,, 
C.HsCOOH.    Then  followed  gravitation  and  vapour  pressure. 

Materia  Medk  a.  -Among  the  specimens  I  had  to  recognise 
were  pyrethrum,  quillaia,  elm-bark,  belladonna,  grindelia 
robusta.  hyoscyamus  niger  (first  ana1  second  years'  leaves), 
cinchona  (red),  and  false  jalap.  I  failed  to  distinguish  three 
specimens  ;  I  had  no  habitats,  natural  orders,  botanical  names, 
or  active  principles  to  name. 

Pharmacy. — I  was  taken  very  deeply  into  the  preparation* 
of  the  following:  aq.  dest.,  aqua  laurocerasi,  ext.  bollad. 
virid..  ext.  bellad.  liq.,  ext.  ipecac,  liq.,  tr.  cantharidis,  tr. 
lupuli,  pulv.  jalapa;  co.,  mist,  ferri  co.,  spt.  aether,  nitrosi, 
liq.  arsenicalis,  and  hydrarg.  c.  cret.  ;  then  followed  a  few 
powders,  liquors,  spirits,  and  tinctures  to  recognise.  I  was 
next  asked  what  I  understood  by  fractional  distillation,  do-  j 
cantation.  dialysis,  elutriation.  and  levigation.  also  several  , 
doses  and  strengths  ;  the  Arsenic  Act,  and  how  should  I  act 
when  selling  tr.  opii. 

Botany. — I  had  a  slide  of  a  dicotyledon  stem  to  recognise 
and  bicollateral  bundles,  then  followed  several  questions  on 
respiration,  transpiration,  and  assimilation.    The  difference] 
between  a  monocotyledonous  and  dicotyledonous  stem.  Then^ 
I  had  given  me  liuscus  acuJratus.  Datum  Stramonium  (with, 
capsules  dehiscing):   why  was  this  not  a  horse  chestnut? 
A  chrysanthemum — what  are  the  anthers  in  C ymposita  and. 
Cruciferce? 

This  was  my  last  subject,  and  in  a  few  minutes  I  was  called 
up  by  the  President,  congratulated,  and  T  walked  out  into  the 

hall  a  "  Minor  man  "

Casual  Comments. 


The  Royal  Colleges  and  Women. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London  and  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  England  have  lost  a  lot  of  business 
by  not  admitting  women  to  their  examinations  for  their 
diplomas.  Originally,  we  presume,  the  Colleges  imagined 
that  their  inaction  would  deter  women  from  entering  the 
medical  profession.  They  did  not  know  woman  then  so  well 
as  they  do  now.  The  Physicians  have  relented  and  decided 
to  alter  the  College  by-laws  so  as  to  admit  women  to  the 
examinations.  At  first  the  Licence  Examination  only  was 
specified,  but  that  was  defeated  and  the  restriction  removed. 
The  Surgeons  are  also  moving  in  the  same  direction,  and 
the  two  Colleges  will  ere  long  join  hands  in  the  matter. 
Meanwhile  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  is  making  the  ex- 
periment of  serving  tea  to  readers  in  its  library  and  to  Fel- 
lows and  members  at  4rf.  per  head,  but  this,  we  understand, 
is  not  anticipatory  of  the  woman  movement. 

Poison=cabinets. 

In  our  Winter  Issue  was  figured  (p.  145)  a  poison-cup- 
board attachment  which  recalled  to  us  a  design  of  a  similar 
nature  which  was  patented  many  years  ago  by  Mr.  J.  Rymer 
Young,  now  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
put  on  the  market  by  Messrs.  Maw,  of  Aldersgate  Street. 
The  following  is  an  account  of  it  from  an  old  circular  headed 
"Young's  Patent  Poison  Cabinet"  : 

It  consists  of  a  certain  number  of  shelves,  according  to 
the  space  allotted  to  it,  and  the  quantity  and  size  of  the 
bottles  to  be  accommodated.  Each  bottle  is  labelled,  and 
has  its  proper  place  in  the  cabinet,  into  which  place  it  is 
securely  fastened.  On  the  front  edge  of  the  shelf  are  painted 
names  corresponding  with  the  labels  on  the  bottles  which 
are  supported  by  it.  But  these  names  are — with  one  excep- 
tion, for  the  sake  of  variety — not  immediately  beneath  the 
bottles  to  which  they  relate.  Under  each  shelf  is  a  movable 
indicator.  When  a  certain  bottle  is  required  the  indicator 
is  pushed  along  until  it  rests  directly  below  the  name  painted 
on  the  front  of  the  shelf,  when  it  will  be  found  that  that 
particular  bottle  is  released,  but  no  other.  Thus,  should 
the  strychnia  be  required,  the  name  has  first  to  be  found  and 
the  indicator  brought  under  it,  and  then  the  bottle  itself, 
which  may  be  five  or  six  or  more  spaces  off.  This  operation, 
although  occupying  a  very  short  time,  necessitates  the 
reading  of  the  name  twice ;  and  should  an  error  be  made 
either  time,  the  bottle  cannot  be  taken  out. 

By  another  provision,  any  mistake  from  putting  one 
bottle  into  the  place  of  another  is  prevented.  Not  only  is  it 
necessary  for  the  indicator  to  be  in  its  proper  place  before 
a  bottle  can  be  replaced,  but  should  two  bottles  be  out  at 
one  time,  and  the  wrong  one  be  taken  up,  it  is  not  possible 
to  put  it  into  the  wrong  space,  as  each  bottle  is  made  to  fit 
its  own  place  and  no  other.  One  great  advantage  of  such 
an  arrangement  as  this  is  that  it  requires  the  intelligent 
reading  of  the  label  twice,  and  thus  the  dispenser's  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  nature  of  the  substance  which  he  is  about 
to  use. 

Apart  from  the  present  interest  of  this  quotation,  it  is 
worth  recording,  as  where  the  cabinet  is  in  use  it  does  its 
duty  simply  and  well. 

Incorporated  Institute  of  Hygiene. 

This  comparatively  young  body  (of  which  Dr.  John  C. 
Thresh,  a  gentleman  at  one  time  engaged  in  practising 
pharmacy,  is  Chairman  of  the  Council)  is  going  ahead,  its 
latest  move  being  to  organise  a  series  of  examinations  in 
hygiene  for  ladies  only.  The  examinations  will  be  held  at 
Aberdeen,  Belfast,  Birmingham.  Bristol,  Dublin,  Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow,  Leeds,  Liverpool,  London,  Manchester, 
and  Newcastle-on-Tyne  on  June  12  and  13  and  December  4 
and  5.  1908.  They  will  include  not  only  the  necessary  ex- 
amination showing  general  proficiency  in  hygiene,  but 
honours  subjects.  Girls  not  less  than  fourteen  vears  old 
may  enter  for  the  certificate  examination,  the  subject  of 
which  is  "  Practical  Domestic  Hygiene  "  (Dr.  Lane  Notter's 
book,  Longmans,  2.?.  6d.) ;  but  they  may  for  honours  take 
one  or  more  of  the  following  subjects  (as  treated  in  pre- 
scribed works)  :  (1)  The  hygiene  of  the  home;  (2)  the 
hygiene  of  motherhood;  (3)  the  feeding  and  rearing  of 
children;  (4)  food  and  cooking;  (5)  home  nursing  and 
first  aid;  (6)  school  hygiene;  (7)  physical  training.  For 
the  diploma  (D.I.H.)  the  compulsory  subject  is  hygiene
